Second Annual Report of the Secretary 


In submitting to you the second 
annual report of the Illinois Duroc 
Swine Breeders’ Association, I am 
submitting to you a report of not 
only the strongest State Duroc Swine 
Breeders’ Association, but also the 
report of a breed association which 
can rightly and justly be called one 
of the livest breed associations in the 
United States. I do this without fear 
of contradiction. 

The first year of this associa- 
tion wags an experiment; the 
second year shows us down to 
fundamental basic principles of 
breed development. This un- 
questionably indicates that an 
organization whose purpose 1S 
to create a greater interest in 
Durocs throughout the _ state, 
directly guided by the breeders, 
who in the end must pay all 
bills, can accomplish its ends in 
a thorough, economical manner. 
After hearing this report, let me 
ask you the question, where 
could the breeders of the state 
of Illinois spend $10,000 and get 
as good results as their Associ- 
ation has been able to render 
under their own guidance? 

In submitting to you the de- 
tails of this report, I wish to di- 
vide them into four principal di- 
visions. These four divisions 
are the ones which have stood 
out so prominently in our work 
that one of our competing 
breeds felt the need of a similar 
organization in order to suc- 
cessfully compete ‘with the rapid 
strides we are making in ex- 
ploiting our goods ov2r Illinois 
and surrounding territory. 

These four factors are ag fol- 
lows: 

1. Organization of Counties 
and development of work with- 
in. 

2. Increased showing of Du- 
rocs at local Fairs. 

3. Opening up and developing 
new territory. 

4. The official Association publica- 
tion, THE DEPENDABLE DUROC. 

1. Organization of Counties and De- 
velopment of Work Within. 

At a recent meeting in Taz2well 
County, Mr. Haaga, in charge of the 
Promotion Work for the National Du- 
roc Record Association, made the 
statement that, in his opinion, after 
several years of observation in Pro- 
motion Work, that a County Duroc 
Association is the most important fea- 
tura in breed development. [Illinois 
has at the present time 48 County Du- 
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roc Associations. In looking over the 
territory, there are about 60 Counties 
in the State that should have Duroc 
Associations. At the time your State 
Association was organized there were 
25 County Duroc Associations, sho'w- 
ing that we have practically increased 
the number of County Duroc Associa- 
tions during the two yearg 100%. 
There remain but twelve counties 
which can logically support a County

Association, insisting that Durocs be 
shown at the Fairs in excess numbers 
as compared with other breeds, jn or- 
der to convince the farmer, through 
his eye, that Durocs are the most 
popular breed. Special stress has 
been placed on Futurity Shows, since 
they tie up the Farm Bureau, the 
County Association and the breeder 
into a unit for greater breed devel- 
opment work. 

Illinois stood second in the 
United States jn the number of 
District Futurity Shows, being 
surpassed only by Iowa, at state 
that contains more hogs.

ORGANIZE A PIG CLUB 


By H. F. Wolter, State Pig Club Leader 


Pig Club ‘work is now recognized as 
one of the most important lines of 
breed promotion work. When consid- 
ered from ultimate results that it will 
secure, Pig Club work is without ques- 
tion the most important promotion 
work that a breed can carry on. In 
addition, it possess2s the greatest 
possibilities and potentialities for 
raising the gtandard of Illinois farm- 
ing and for the stabilization of a sound 
economic rural life. The value of 
club work extends not only to the 
individual but to the community, state 
and nation as well. 

Pig Club ‘work should be supported 
and encourag2d by every breeder of 
pure-bred swine. The results to be 
accomplished in this work are de- 
pendent in a large measure on the 
co-operation given by bre2ders in 
carrying it out. The principles on 
which Club work are founded are 
sound and the failure of any local 
Club is merely a reflection on the 
method of management and direction 
of ths work. For this reason every 
breeder should familiarize himself 
with the essentials necessary for a 
successful Club. 

Purposes of Club Work. 

Club work in general is designed to 
interest boys and girls living on the 
farm in a farm or hom2 project, and 
through thig project teach better 
methods and farm practices. Through 
such work it is hoped that these young 
people will see the possibilities in 
rural life and be trained for future 
rural leadership. 

In conducting Pig Club work, let 
us keep in mind that jts purpose and 
value lies in realizing these aims. 


Club work will best serve the breed. 


association and the breeders when 
the interests of the club member are 
kept constantly in mind. Pigs, calves 
and other animals used in the project 
are but means to accomplishing th? 
end and are not ends in themselves. 


Membership Requirements. 

Pig Club work is open to any boy 
or girl between the ages of 12 and 20 
years inclusiv3. It is recommended 
that no county set lower age limits 
than the above. Many younger people 
than these will be interested but. for 
the most part these people are usually 
too young to carry out the work of 
the project satisfactorily. The great 
service that Club work may render 
lies in working with the older group 


‘of young people who have left school 


at an early age. Each member enrol- 
ling in the Club is required to do four 
specific things. 

First, he must secure and own a 


of friendly competition amongst 


pure-bred gilt of the breed of his 
choice. These pigs should be pure- 
bred and recorded and have been far- 
rowed on or after March 1st, 1922. 

Second, the member must keep ac- 
curate records of all feeds fed, and 
other expenses, together with the 
weight and gains of the pigs. Records 
begin on June 1st, when the pigs are 
weighed, and continue until the fair 
or until some later date. Record 
books for this purpose are supplied 
each member. 

Third, each member must exhibit 
his pig at a local or county show. 

Fourth, at the close of the year each 
member should hand in a final report 
to his Club leader, together with a 
written story of hig ‘work, 

Fairs and Prizes. 

Because of ths importance attached 
to the fair exhibit, many people think 
of Club work, strictly as a contest 
with the prize as the end. This is 
an erroneous opinion. The fair is a 
means of publicity for the work. It 
offers a means of educating both the 
club member and the parent. Prizes 
are offered simply as an incentive to 
good work and to stimulate the spirit 
the 
members. Prizes should be liberal 
but not so high as to make the prize 
the chief goal of the member. The 
member should always feel that his 
success lies in raising a good pig to 
become the foundation of his future 
herd. 

In order to be eligible to show, ev- 
ery member should be required to 
present a gatisfactory record, These 
records should not be considered in 
awarding the premiums on the pigs. 
Prizes may be awarded on each breed 
and animals placed on their individ- 
uality as breeding animals. Separate 
prizes, however, may be offered on 
the records, taking into consideration 
their neatness, accuracy and com- 
pleteness, together with the accomp- 
lishment of tha member. These prizes 
will encourage the keeping of good 
records. Record keeping possesses 
great educational value for the mem- 
ber. Breeders are likely to consider 
this work of lesser importance, and 
hence there is a tendency to neglect 
ate 

In a small club of ten to twelve 
members the following classification 
is suggested: 

Best Duroc gilt under six months— 
$10, $8, $7, $5, $3, $2. 

In larger clubs of 15 to 25 members, 
more money should be offered and

The most important facts r2lating 

to infectious abortion in swine which 
have been established or verified by 
the researches of the Missouri Ex- 
periment Station are summarized as 
follows by Dr. J. W. Connaway of Co- 
lumbia, Missouri: 


1. A sp2cific contagious or  infec- 
tious disease exists among swine 
which causes the majority of abor- 


tions in this gpecies. 

2. The cause ig identical with or 
closely related to the micro-organism 
which causes the majority of abor- 
tions in cattle; namely, the bacterium 
abortus—Bang. 

3. The infection js contained in the 
dead aborted pigs, afterbirths, uterine 
discharges, and the colostral milk of 
the infected sows. The organism 
was isolated from all these sources, 
and its infectiousness proven. 

4. Infected sows which are appar- 
ently healthy and farrow live pigs 
also discharge abortion infection in 
the afterbirths and colostral milk. 

5. The abortion disease can be de- 
tected in swine by the serological 
tests—agglutination and complement 
fixation—by examination of the blood- 
serum or the colostral milk-serum. 

6. Healthy swine contract the dis- 
ease by eating materials containing 
the abortion germs: as dead fetuses, 
afterbirths, milk, or other food con- 
taminateq ‘with the infection. Trans- 
mission by breeding is probable, but 
not d2finitely proven. 

7. Non-pregnant as well as pregnant 
sows may contract the disease. 

8. The herd boar ig susceptible and 
may contract the disease by associa- 
tion with infected sows—but whether 
by copulation or by ingestion has not 
bean established. 

9. Suckling pigs of infected dams

Through Forage Crop. 


Good pasture may be had by the 
first of June by planting rape with 
early oats, advises the farm crops de-

partment of Iowa State College. 

Five pounds of Dwarf Essex rape 
sown with two to two and a half bush- 
els of oats 'will suffice for all ordinary 
purposes, but precautions should be 
taken not to pasture too heavily dur- 
ing the summer. It will then be pos- 
sible to have an abundance of fall pas- 
ture for either hogs or cattle. The 
early pasture will aid greatly in tak- 
ing care of a few milk cows. 

Sown alone, rape makes. excellent 
hog pasture. Six or seven pounds of 
rape will suffice if the seed bed has 
been well prepared, either shallow 
plowing or a thorough discing being 
necessary. 

Rape can be seeded with small grain 
and used as pasture after the grain is 
harvested. It is best to sow the rape 
broadcast after the grain is up, using 
about five pounds to the acre. It is 
generally not necessary to harrow 
Over the seed to cover, as_ th? rape 
roots in quite easily. 

Fall pasture of rape and clover prc- 
vides an abundance of feed of excel- 
lent quality for either sheep or hogs. 
If such a pasture ig desired the clover 
and oats may be sown together as 
usual and the rape sown after’ the 
oats are up. This seeding method has 
proved very successful at the college 
agronomy farm. 


WHY USE FORAGE CROPS? 


Because of the limited capacity of 
its digestive tract, the hog, unlike the 
cow, the sheep, or the horse, cannot 
consume enough of a pasture or for- 
age crop to make much gain without 
some grain in addition. Where for- 
age crops are properly supplemented, 
however, they are very desirable, be- 
cause they— 

1. Save grain and purchased feeds. 

2. Save labor. 

3. Minimize diseases (parasitic and 
others). 

4. Increase the vigor of the hogs. 

5. Increase the rate of gains. 

6. Result in a more even distribu- 
tion of the manure. 

7. Cause the destruction of 
noxious weeds and insects. 

8. Permit the sterilization of waste 
ground.

Herd 
nominationg should be made without 
delay. Every breeder should deter- 
mine to exhibit at least one litter in 
a Futurity Show.

WHAT IS MEANT BY COLOR. 


Herbert Hinz, Lakehurst Farm, She- 
boygan, Wisconsin, writes: ‘On your 
pedigree blanks you have a space for 
‘color and marks.’ How ig this us- 
ually filled out? I was under the im- 
pression that a Duroc with any other 
color markings than red was unquali- 
fied for registry.” 

The word (color) ag appearing on 
the blanks is used to jndicate the 
shade of red, and is usually filled in 
as follows: Light red, light cherry 
red, or dark cherry red. Color mark- 
ings other than red ‘would, of course, 
be objectionable. ‘‘Marks,’ ag used 
on the application, refers to notches 
in the ear, used to designate litters or 
individual ear tag numbers. Many ap- 
plicants draw or stamp in a hog’s face 
and indicate on this drawing where 
the notches in the ears are located.

CAN GRADES EVER BE RECORDED? 


Volney M. Burchard of Davis Junc: 
tion, Illinois, asks: ‘Is it possible to 
breed up from grade stock by using 
a pure-bred sire each time until the 
progeny can be registered in your As- 
sociation? If so, how many crosses 
are necessary providing the dams 
used each time ar2 the best possible?” 

The method suggested is a good 
one by which to improve a pork pro- 
ducing herd, but will never make the 
animals in the herd eligible for regis- 
tration. In order that an animal may 
be recorded, both its sire and its dam 
must be recorded. The only way to 
produce animals eligible for registra- 
tion is to mate recorded sows to a 
recorded boar.

WHAT IS RECORDING 
RATE ON DEAD ANIMALS? 


Harl L. Allstun of Essex, Missouri, 
writes: “Is the rate any less on dead 
animals? I lost this sow when her 
pigs were ten days old but managed 
te raise two extra good gilts.” 

The recording rates are the same 
for live and dead animals. 

The most fundamental requisite for 
successful advertising is persistence. 
If we are to spread the gospel of pure- 
bred livestock we must keep everlast- 
ingly at it. If you believe that pure- 
breds are more profitable than grade, 
tell it. If you believe that pure-bred 
Durocs are the ideal animals for pork 
production, tell it. Never lose an op- 
portunity to put these facts over. 
MUST ANIMALS AT TIME 

OF SERVICE BE RECORDED? 


Ross L. Whitney, Blunt, South Da- 
kota, inquires: “If a registered sow 
is bred to boar that jis eligible but 
not registered at time is served, but 
is registered before pigs are farrowed, 
can the pigs be registered?” 

Yes. In fact, they could be regis- 
tered if neither the sire nor the dam 
were registered at the time of service, 
provided the sire and dam _ proved 
eligible for registration when applica- 
tion ‘was made. However, it is not a 
good policy to use a herd boar until 
he ig registered, for when application 
is made it may be found that he is 
not eligible, and this means financial 
loss and dissatisfied customers. 


WHEN IS A LITTER RAISED? 


Geo. Bruhn, Jr., of Leigh, Nebraska, 
writes: ‘When is a litter of pigs 
called raised, at weaning time, or 
when they are born?” 

There is considerable difference of 
opinion on thig question. This Asso- 
ciation considers that a litter of pigs 
is “raised” at weaning time. Some 
authorities say that all pigs of a litter 
alive at four 'weeks of age are raised. 
It would seem reasonable to say that 
a litter of pigs may be considered 
raised whenever they have reached 
the point where they can go on and 


make mature hogs without the aid of 
their mother’s milk. 
TRANSFER NECESSARY 

TO RECORD PIGS. 


L. V. P. inquires: “I bought a bred 
SoW over a year ago. She has never 
been transferred, but was sold for 
pork last fall. Ig it necessary to 
transfer her pedigree in order to 
record her pigs?” 

Yes. <A transfer of ownership of a 
recorded animal must be placed on 
record before the produce of the ani- 
mal can be recorded. 

SAVE MONEY BY 
EARLY RECORDING. 


Have you checked up your pedigrees 
lately? You know time slips by much 
faster than we realize. Members can 
Save a great deal of money in record- 
ing fees by keeping watch of their 
pedigrees and having their animals 
recorded before they pass the age 
limits which mark an increase in 
rates. Under year animals may be 
recorded by members for 75c; the fee 
on animals over one and under tiwo 
years of age to members is $1.00; and 
it costs $3.00 to record an animal over 
two years old. “NUFF SED.” 


LEE FRANK DEVELOPING 
ANOTHER JUNIOR. 
Lee Frank ig fitting another Junior 
for the State Fair. It is getting to be 
a@ common expression among the Du- 
roc showmen for the last two or 
three years, “Lee has come out with 
a top winner in the Junior Yearling 
class at Springfield.’ This year he 
is developing a junior sired by Im- 
perial Orion and out of a Great Sen- 
sation dam. In accordance with pre- 
vious records, he will have to be con- 
sidered in competition for ribbons in 
this class. 


SUPREME PATHFINDER PIGS 
MAKE GOOD FOR TAFT. 


Gilson Taft of Rochester, Illinois, 
reports that he has a number of 
Sangamo litters as well as several by 
Imperial Orion’s Likeness and 9Qu- 
preme Pathfinder that are sure doing 
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fine. He hag one litter by Supreme 
Pathfinder that he is fitting for the 
State Fair show this fall. 


DOUGLAS COUNTY FOR PIG CLUBS 

“Our Douglas County Duroc Associa- 
tion is intending to start a Pig Club 
thig summer,” writes W. F. McCarty, 
of Tuscola, Illinois. “Our idea was 
to have the Club open to any girl or 
boy between the ages of 8 to 16 years,

will be a big factor in the coming 
season’s business. 

Before going into d3tail on our pub- 
lication, THE DEPENDABLE %DU- 
ROC, I wish to call your attention to 
some of the other operations of this 
Association, which, while they may 
not seem important to you, are the 
necessary pieces of machinery which 
make it possible to carry on effective- 
ly the development of this organiza- 
tion. 


A. Meetings Attended— 

Meetings attended for Duroc breed 
development, 86. These meetings in- 
clude picnics, county tours, County 
Association meetings, Pig Club meet- 
ings, institutes and County Fairs, and 
should represent personal contact 
with at least 5,000 people. Many in- 
yitations were turned down because 
of conflicting dates, attendance at 
sales, and office time required in edit- 
ing THE DEPENDABLE DUROC. 

B. Number of Sales Attended— 

Number of sales attended, 81. This 
factor alone takes practically from 
three to four months’ time. 

C. Breed Development Work Done in 

Seventy Counties— 


During the course of the year’s 


work, definite projects have been car- 

ried on in 70 counties out of the 102 

counties in Illinois. Attention ig called 

to the fact that out of the 70 coun- 
ties, 38 are in what is known as new 
territory. 

D. Amount of Correspondence— 
First class letters written, 3,396. 

Circular letters and circulars, 29,448. 
There is a decided increase in cor- 

respondence this year as compared 

with last year. This indicates a great- 
er demand for assistancs and service 
from the Association. 

4. The Official Association Publica- 
tion, THE DEPENDABLE DUROC. 
In submitting to you the facts re- 

garding this publication, I am giving 

you the facts pertaining to a publica- 
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tion which close observers of the busi- 
ness have remarked “hag been the 
most potent jnfluence in Illinois’ Du- 
roc business this past year.” 

This publication started in a mod- 
est way, being sanctioned by your 
Executive Committee, but put out 
with the understanding that’ there 
should be no heavy overhead expense. 
Your Secretary has been the editor, 
office boy, advertising manager and 
fieldman. No salary increases have 
be2n made, nor has there been addi- 
tional overhead expense put on. The 
work in spite of the fact that the de- 
the other general breed development 
work in spit of the fact that the de- 
mand for the Secretary’s time has 
increased very much the second year 
compared with the demand the first 
year. 

In making up this monthly publica- 
tion there are many details n2cessary 
in getting out such a sheet. We have 
issued during the year 280 pages in 
the 12 issues. We started out with 
8 pages and have reached as high as 
32 pages. Beginning with the April 
issue, we will issue not less than 24 
pages per issue, which means that 
we are running an average paper 
threa timeg as large as when we 
started. 

In order to get this paper put out 
before the right kind of people it 
was necessary to find the desirable 
homes to send the 62,350 issues. The 
circulation, therefore, has been built 
up through the co-operation of the 
Farm Bureaus, County Associations 
and breeders, until now every sheet 
reaches either a breeder, feeder or 
farmer ‘whom we know is interested 
in hogs and whom we know further is 
a Duroc prospect, giving us, therefore, 
the most complete, selected Duroc cir- 
culation in the field. 

At the present time we have paid 
subscribers in fourteen different 
states. Not only has practically all 
of the reading matter been edited by 
your Secretary, but 96% of the 644 
adg gent in by the 140 advertisers— 
making an average of 54 ads per is- 
sue—were also written by him. Now, 
if you think it is an easy matter to 
write ads that have some pulling 
power and that have a definite mes- 
sage to tell, sit down and try to write 
54 of them. I think the fact that 96% 
of them are left for us to write, is an 
admission that there are some things 
easier to do. 

In this connection there has been 
some other work which has contrib- 
uted largely to the success of the 
busines sthi spast year, and that is 
the assistance given men in making 
selections of stock. Ten thousand 
circulars were gotten out and sent 
into Indiana, Iowa, Missouri and por- 
tions of Illinois, telling of the merits 
of Illinois Durocs and of the service 
that this Association, through this 
publication, could render. The result 


of this propaganda was that orders 
were reczived from Illinois, Pennsyl- 
vania, Kansas, Iowa, Missouri, Minne- 
sota and Indiana. 

Every county in the state of Illinois 
receives copies of THE DEPEND- 
ABLE DUROC. You men spent $10,- 
000 for advertising in this publication 
the past year. This money went to- 
wards paying the printer and keeping 
up the office. If you were to receive 
the same 155 pages of advertising in 
other breed papers or farm papers it 
would cost you from $18,600 to $62.-

000. Therefore, I can gay to you that 
the saving that you have madz2 in this 
$10,000 worth of advertising is enough 
to maintain the Illinois Duroc Associ- 
ation, ‘which is working for you 365 
days in the year. 

Now, having given you the facts 
regarding thig important publication 
of yours, I would ask that you forget 
the petty little mistakes that have 
been made to get this publication es- 
tablished in order that the State As- 
sociation would be put jin intimate 
touch with every Duroc man in the 
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state, and further, would impress up- 
on you that the Executive Committee 
has had'in mind an ideal that the 
breeder is big enough and hag vision 
enough to promote his best breed in- 
terests as they should be. 

Again I wish to impr2ss upon you 
not only the importance of this publi- 
cation but the work that has been 
accomplished ‘with County Associa- 
tions, the opening up and development 
of new territory and increased show- 
ing of Durocs at local Fairs, and ask 
you if $10,000 has been wrongly in- 
vested in the development of the Du- 
roc business in Illinois during the 
year 1921. 

In closing let me compare your 
State Association with the huge elec- 
tric magnet used at the smelting 
plants. This magnet, when it is 
dropped into a pile of material ready 
for smelting, attracts these various 
particles of steel in various forms and 
drops them into a melting pot where 
they are all made into one masg of 
melted gteel and fused firmly to- 
gether. From here this steel is made 
into various high class forms; some 
parts, small as they may seem, may 
be the part in an automobile or a 
steam engine in which you and I rest 
our entire faith and confidence as we 
glide along. 

So can the State Association act as 
a magnet and pull all of the various 
forces in the gtate together in order 
that we may make 1922 a come-back 
year and Illinois’ greatest Duroc 
year. 

In your deliberations today, let us 
bear in mind that the eyes of the 
world are on your Association, and 
that means also that the Duroc breed 
ig on trial. If we fail, the Duroc breed 
fails. Let us, therefore, make sure 
that we guide this magnet in that di- 
rection whereby the jury of farmers, 
feeders, breeders, Farm Bureaus and 
the State University will have the 
utmost faith and confidence in the 
constructive work and _ service that 
the Illinois Duroc Swine Breeders’ As- 
sociation igs rendering; and, further, 
that Illinois Duroc men talk for each 
other and not against each other.

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THE PURE-BRED SIRE ONE 
OF THE SECRETS OF SUCCESS- 
FUL STOCK BUSINESS. 
By Wilbert Shallenberger, Prop. Shal- 
lenberger Duroc Herd, Argyle, Ill. 


Statistics tell us that the progress 
is very slow in replacing pure-bred 
sires for the scrub. The doctrine of 
placing pure-breds in the herds has 
been preached for over fifty years, but 
we are informed that only 11 per cent 
of the farmers keep pure-bred animals 
of any kind. The ratio is: Horses, 
six pure-breds out of every thousand; 
cattle, three pure-breds out of every 
hundred; hogs, 3.5 out of every hun- 
dred; sheep, 1.3 out of every hundred. 
These gtatistics are rather disappoint- 
ing. It certainly shows an indifference 
to better breeding. 

Let us remember “that like begets 
like, like has begotten like, like shall 
continue to beget like.” This axiom 
is certainly true. It should be para- 
mount jn the minds of every farmer 
breeder. It has stood the test of time. 
Thera was a time when it was neces- 
sary to protect our homes against the 
savages and wild beasts and the ex- 
change of commodities was a greater 
necessity than the placing of a mone- 
tary value on them. But times have 
changed—with changed conditions 
came changed relations as we passed 
through these past few years in the 
development of this great country of 
ours. There was a time and not many 
years ago 'when two-thirds of the pop- 
ulation lived in the country; at the 
present time two-thirds live in the 
cities. It is absolutely necessary that 
the agriculturist provide food and raw 
material not only to feed the popula- 
tion of the rural district, but also the 
cities. 

Living in the speed age, it is neces- 
sary to cultivate our talents so we 
get the greatest return on our invest- 
ments. Take two farmers who are 
situated equal as to quality of soil and 
livestock; let the one purchase pure- 
bred sires and mats them to his scrubs 
and in the course of four or five years 
he will be getting a greater return for 
hig money than the one who continues 
to breed scrubs. History will repeat 
itself, as it has many times before. 


The great empire builder of the 
Northwest would buy carload after 
earload of puré-bred sires and distrib- 
ute them among farmers and ranch- 
men along the railroad he controlled. 
Why? He hada heart interest in 
these sturdy pioneers and knew the 
greater and better production would 
bring greater returns for théir labor. 
He cast the future for these men. It 
makes no difference whether horses, 
cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, if you 
have good sires their offspring wiil 
cash your grain into golden dollars 
faster, easier, and better than any 


other 'way. After years of experience 
you can say that it is a very paying 
investment. It is necessary to have 
quality as it stands paramount. You 
might as well raise quality stock and 
increase your revenue ag to raise 
scrubs and then sit back and sharpen 
your pencil a dozen times and use a 
pad of paper, scratch your head and 
wond2r how you are going to get 
enough money to pay your taxes and 
the grocer. 


WAYNE COUNTY FOR DUROCS.

concentrates per unit of gain and with 
few exceptions gain more rapidly than 
do those with no green feed. 

With the various methods of feed- 
ing and as compared with hand-feed- 
ing in dry lot the average replace- 
ment value of an acre of forage when 
corn and tankage were fed ranged 
from 19.3 to 51.5 bushels of corn or 
its equivalent in cost. Depending on

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Clover and rape are excellent for- 
age crops. Blue grass while’ green 
makes good pasture. Soybean  pas- 
ture is an acceptable forage, but fur- 
nishes pasture for only a_ relatively 
short time. Pastures of oats and Can- 
ada field peas or of mixtures of rape 
with Canada field peas, oats or soy- 
beang were not so valuable as rape 
alone. Siweet clover suppli2s an abun- 
dance of green feed, but because it is 
not palatable has a comparatively low 
value ag a forage for swine. 

Throwgh the use of rye and blue- 
grass in the late fall and early spring 
and of clover and rape during late 
spring, summer and fall it is possible 
to supply pigs with an abundance of 
excellent forage throughout the grow- 
ing season. 

Full-fed pigs gained at a higher rate 
and on a lower feed requirement when 
some tankage was fed than when corn 
alone was used. Except for pigs on 
soybean pasture the same was true in 
limited feeding. With corn or simi- 
lar canbonaceous feeds from 5 to 8 
percent of takage or its equivalent in 
some other nitrogenous concentrate 
is beneficial in the ration. Heavy 
pigs need a smaller proportion of high 
protein feed than do lighter ones. If 
ear corn jis fed to pigs on forage al- 
lowances of 0.25 pound of tankage 
daily per head for full-fed pigs under 
100 pounds in weight, 1.3 ponds for 
heavier pigs that are fullfed, 0.2 
pound for pigs weighing less than 100 
pounds fed a limited amount of con- 
centrates and 0.25 pound for heavier 
pigs on a limited feed are suggested. 

The rate of gain and the feed _ re- 
quired per unit of gain vary with the 
amount of concentrates fed. Limit- 
ing the ration to less than an average 
of three pounds daily for each 100 
pounds of live ‘weight is not as econ- 
omical as feeding 3 pounds or more. 
If a limited ration is fed a smaller 
amount should be given at first and a 
full grain feed allowed during the last 
part of the feeding period. With 
cheap pasture and high priced concen- 
trates larger returns over the cost of 
feed and pasture may sometimes be 
secured from such a system of feed- 
ing than from full feeding for the en- 
tire time. 

With few exceptions pigs self-fed 
corn and tankage or forage gained 
more rapidly but required a larger 
amount of concentrates per unit of 
gain than those hand-fed jn compari- 
son. When corn and tankage are sélf- 
fed separately pigs do not always 
take the feeds in the proportions that 
will result in the most economical 
gains.—Ohio Bulletin No. 343.

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INFECTIOUS ABORTION IN SWINE 


(Continued from page 7.) 
react to the serological tests for abor- 
tion disease. Some new-born pigs 
show the reaction before sucking, but 
the majority only after sucking. 

10. The abortive germs of cattle 
(Bact. abortus—Bang) inoculated into 
pregnant swine have caused abortion 
and the development of the specific 
blood reaction. 

11. The blood serum of abortion- 
infected cattle reacts to the swine 
abortion antigen. 

12. Pregnant sows in close associa- 
tion with a herd of abortion-infected 
cattle aborted; and the infected ani- 
mals of both species reacted to the 
same serological test. 

13. Sexually mature sows, as a rule, 
retain the abortion infection indefin- 
itely and react persistently to the 
serological tests. 

14. Infected sows which have abort- 
ed and continue to react may farrow 
full term living pigs at the next ges- 
tation. Some, however, become ei- 
ther temporarily or permanently gter- 
ile. And some farrow half-developed 
dead fetuses with living, fully devel- 
oped pigs. 

15. Healthy, abortion-free progeny 
can be reared from infected sows bred 
to an infected boar by isolation of the 
pigs after weaning to prevent reinfec- 
tion. 

16. Control Measures.—Apply the 
abortion test to all the mature breed- 
ing animals in the herd and to recent- 


ly purchased animals. Isolate the 
aborters and reactors. Disinfect 
thoroughly. 


17. Vaccination is of doubtful value 
and probably detrimental.

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STAND BACK AND LOOK. 
When a Swine Judge is placing a 
class of hogs he does not attempt to 
stand on top of the entries in order 
to see them. On the contrary he sta- 
tions himself at a reasonable distance 
away from the hogs so that he can 
obtain a good, clear comparison ot 
each and every entry in the ring. 
Before making the final awards he 
probably advances to make a closer 
comparison but not until he has 
made his broad, general survey of the 
class. 

When a breeder is judging hig own 
status as a molder of pure-bred hogs 
as well as that of his neighbor, it 
behooves him to follow the example 
of the competent Swine Judge. Do 
not try to crowd in so close that you 
cannot se3 the entries. Stand back! 
Take a big, broad view of the whole 
business. As the Swine Judge has in 
his mind the mental picture of an 
efficient pork machine, so should the 
swine breeder have clearly in his 
mind a mental picture of what the 
business really is—the possibilities 
thereof and the profitable outcome of 
the same. Would it not be interest- 
ing to study a score card, which gives 
all of the points by which the breed- 
er and the breeder’s business could 
be rated? But this is not exactly 
practical and far b2 it from us to 
make such a compilation. If the wise 
man of the times sets out to perform 
this task, might we suggest the fol- 
lowing points for his consideration? 

1. The Herd Sire.—Ig he the kind 
that will stamp improvement in his 
generation? 

2. The Brood Matrons.—Are they 
kept because of sentiment and blood 
lines or r2ally because they are dams 
of efficient pork machines? 

3. The Building for the Future.— 
What part is being played in exhib- 
iting at community, county, state and 
National Shows? 

And some more points could be 
added. But suffice for the lesson at 
hand the breeder who builds well on 
a broad, firm foundation of Real 
Herd Sires and Brood Matrons, a 
breeder who gets his hogs out before 
the people will be out in front be- 
fore he gives up his work. Stand 
back! Yes, but be sure to take a big, 
broad view of the entries in Class 
Success, and contending for first hon- 


ors will be found herd sires, brood 
matrons and the show ring.

SUPPLEMENTS TO CORN 
FOR FATTENING HOGS. 
Although higher in protein, meat 
meal made from meat cuttings and 
consisting exclusively of muscular and 
fatty tissue did not give as good re- 
sults in dry lot feeding as tankage. 
For some reason skim milk failed 


to show up so advantageously in com- 
parison with tankage as it did in ex- 
periments previously reported. This 
difference was due to the relatively 
poor results ‘when the pigs fed corn 
and tankage made more rapid gains 
and consumed fewer pounds of dry 
matter per unit of gain produced than 
those fed corn and skim milk. 

In the one trial in which it was 
used, greater gains from a_ given 
amount of feed were obtained from 
the use of milk albumen than from 
the use of any of the supplements 
with which it was compared. The 
rate of gain, however, was not as high 
ag that produced by some of the other 
feeds. 

For young pigs fish meal proved 
even more valuable than tankage, but 
for older pigs there was apparently 
very little difference in the suppl- 
mental value of the two feeds. 

With the exception of one pig in 
Experiment IV that received skim 
milk, the pigs given corn supplement- 
ed with tankage, fish meal. dried milk 
albumen and skim milk remained in 
eood physical condition and did not 
become crampy even aft2r prolonged 
heavy feeding while confined in small 
peng of a central house, floored with 
concrete. Those given meat meal as 
a supplement to corn did well for sev- 
eral weeks but. in both experiments, 
after being fed for a considerable 
neriod of time becsme lame _ voster- 
iorly or lost partial control of their 
hind legs. The lameness ‘was somé- 
times associated with a constipated 
condition. 

While there was a wide variation in 
the supplemental value of the nitro- 
genous feeds from plant sources, with 
the exception of one instance in 
which soybean oilmeal gave slightly 
better results than meat meal, none 
of these were equal to the feeds of 
animal origin for suovpl2menting corn 
in dry lot feeding.

poor results and were not a very sat- 
‘sfactory supplement. They were not 
palatable. When the pigs were self- 
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15 Years’ Experience 
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and breeding. 
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fed the corn and beans separately they 
took very small quantities of the 
beans. 

Soybean oilmeal that wag low in fat 
or oil (3.2 per cent) and high in pro- 
tein proved to be one of the best gup- 
plemental feeds of plant origin tried. 
Results from feeding a soybean oil- 
meal with a higher fat content (11.8 
percent) were disappointing. Hvi- 
dently the oil contained in soybeans 
is detrimental as ‘well ag distasteful. 

For dry-lot feeding linseed meal 
gave better results than goy-beans, but 
was not equal to soybean oilmeal. 
The rate of gain made by pigs fed 
linseed meal as the supplement rang- 
ed from 70.9 to 92.9 and averaged 
83.3 per cent that of the pigs fed 
tankage in comparison when they 
were carried to approximately the 
same weights. For each unit of gain 
produced they consumed from 1.1 to 
16.7 or an average of 11.7 per cent 
more feed than the tankage-fed pigs. 

During the first parts of the two 
dry lot experiments in which it was 
used buckwheat middlings compared 
favorably with linseed meal. The 
pigs given corn and buckwheat mid- 
dlings, however, showed an _ inclina- 
tion to become partially paralyzed 
sooner than those given the other 
supplements of vegetable origin. 

Corn germ meal and cocoanut meal 
when fed as the sole supplements to 
corn did not producs as good results 
as did linseed meal. They are not 
recommended for using alone with 
corn in dry lot feeding. 

In the one test in which it was tried 
peanut meal produced gains more rap- 
idly and mors economically than lin- 
seed meal. The meal ig ground resi- 
due of the kernels after the oil has 
been extracted from them and should 
not be confused with peanut feed, 
which contains a part or all of the 
hulls and consequently is higher in 
fiber and less yaluable. The hulls are 
of little or no worth as a feed. 

Pigs fed corn and soybean oilmeal 
and given no galt or other min2rals 
gained less rapidly and required more 
feed per unit of gain than others sim- 
ilarly fed but given access to salt, 
ground limestone and floats. Allow- 
ing ground limestone and floats im- 
proved rations of corn, lins2eq meal 
and salt and of corn, soybean oilmeal 
and galt. ‘Since rations of grain sup- 
plemented with protein concentrates 
of plant origin are practically all low 
in ash presumably the use of salt and 
a carrier of calcium, minerals which 
contain the elements likely to be de- 
ficient, in connection with most if not 
all such rations, will be found bene- 
ficial when these are fed to pigs con- 
fined in dry lots. 

Although supplying the minerals 
designated with the rations mentioned 
increased the rate of gain and lowered 
the feed consumption per unit of gain, 
allowing access to salt, limestone and 
floats was not effective in preventing 
pigs fed corn supplemented with lin- 


seed meal, with soybean oilmeal, with 
ether nitrogenoug concentrates of 
vegetable origin or with mz2at meal 
from eventually breaking down or be- 
coming lame in the manner already 
described. 

Allowing pigs that were f2d corn 
and linseed meal access to a legum 
inous hay proved to be advantageous 


than from rations in which only lin- 
seed meal was used to supplement the 
corn. The effect of adding a small 
amount of tankage to such rations in 
producing more rapid gains and low- 
ering the consumption of feed per unit 
of gain was striking. While tankage 
has not been used in the same way 
with other supplements derived from 


in one experiment but not in another. 
Through the use of clover hay in con- 
nection with corn germ meal the rate 
Oi gain ‘was increased. The concen- 
trate requirement for each unit of jn- 
crease in live weight was not mater- 
ially changed. The pigs having hay 
also had access to galt, limestone and 
floats. While some of those in Hx- 
periment III that were given corn and 
linseed meal but no hay suffered from 
partial paralysis, none of the pigs al- 
lowed clover or alfalfa jn any of the? 
tests broke down or became lame pos- 
teriorly. Because of its bulk, hay 
(whole or ground) should not be used 
to form any considerable portion of 
rations for fattening swine; but giv- 
ing pigs fed grain and a supplemental 
feed low in ash, access to what bright 
green leguminous hay they care for 
may be found beneficial. 

Much better results were secured 
from rations of corn and linseed meal 
to which a little tankage was added 


al 
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plants nor dairy by-products, fish meal 
or similar feeds tried, presumably 
these, as well as tankage, will improve 
rations of grain supplimented with any 
of the nitrogenous concentrates of 
plant origin. Hence, whenever supple- 
ments derived from plants are utilized 
in the feeding of pigs that have no 
forage, the addition of a small amount 
of one of the feeds named or some 
similar feed to the ration is recom- 
mended. 

Although a smaller quantity is ne- 
cessary than is needed in dry-lot feed- 
ing, a small amount of some nitrogen- 
ous concentrate jn the ration was 


beneficial for pigs on pasture.

1920 CENSUS FACTS ABOUT HOGS. 
The total number of hogs in Illinois, 
according to the 1920 census, was 4,- 
639,182. Of thig number nearly 930,UU0 
were sows and gilts of breeding age. 
There was on hand at that time one 
boar for every 12 sows and gilts. The 
number of hogs for the average sized 
farm in Illinois of 1385 acres was 19.0 
hogs. About one hog may be tound in 
the southern one-thirg of the state for 
every three hogs in the central and 
northern gections of the state. 

The ten counties with the largest 
number of hogs are all in the north- 
west central and western part of the 
state. One-fourth of the hogs in the 
102 counties of the state are in these 
ten counties. The ten leading counties 
in the state are ag follows:

A decrease in the number of hogs is 
found in many counties of the state 
when compared to the 1910 census in 
spite of the fact that there is but little 
difference in the number reported for 
the state. The southern counties, com- 
prising 34 counties, show a decrease of 
10 percent. The majority of the west- 
ern and northern counties also show a 
decrease. This loss is made up by an 
increase in the number in the north- 
east central part of the state. Four- 
teen counties in thig section show an 
average increase of 19 percent. This 
is a section where much corn is grown 
for the number of hogs: raised. Cham- 
paign county, ths county with the sec- 
ond greatest corn crop in 1919, had an 
increase of 31 percent in the number 


of hogs in the last ten years. 


For every hog on farms in Illinois on 
January 1, 1920, there were 62 bushels 
of corn raised in the state in 1919. 
The ten counties with the largest 
humber of hogs raised 41 bushels of 
corn in 1919 for every hog on their 
farms on January 1, 1920. More hogs 
are advocated for the southern part 
of the state by many men. We find 
that they now raise more hogs for the 
corn produced than the t2n counties 
with the largest number. The south- 
ern 34 counties of the gtate raised 30 
bushels of corn for every hog on farms 
on January 1, 1920.

It is well to appoint a committee of 
three in each breed to visit the breed- 
er’s herd to select and approve a num- 
ber of animals satisfactory for use in 
the club. This insures that only pigs 
of the best type and uniform quality 
will be used. The club members wish- 
ing pigs may then be directed to these 
herds and allowed to select any of the 
approved pigs. 

The price that a breeder should 
ask for such pigs varies a great deal. 
Breeders should always keep in mind 
that they can afford to sell animals 
for this purpose a little lower than 
if sold to other purchasers. Every

Many 
of these boys come back later and 
purchase again or through them their 
fathers may be interested. 

Follow-up Work. 

Second only in importance to the 
securing of good pigs is the work of 
seeing that the members properly 
feed and manage their pigs. Members 
are furnished instructions and litera- 
ture on these subjects but actual sup- 
ervision is necessary in order to be 
sure that these directions are being 
followed out. Personal supe2rvision 
should be given every member at 
least two or three times during the 
summer. On these visits the ration 
fed should be consid2red and changes 
or suggestions made, the record in- 
spected and checked for accuracy. In 
many cases, the proper ideas must be 
rut into the heads of the parents so 
that they will furnish the proper 
feeds. 

Club Activities. 

Several other club activities may 
be carried on which will promote the 
success of the club and make for bet- 
ter work. When there are five or 
more club members in a community, 
they may be organized into a local 
club. Such a_ club elects officers, 
adopts a constitution and carries out 
a program of regular meetings. Such

to substantiate his answer. In the 
state there are 48 County Duroc Asso- 
ciations and 96 Farm Bureaus, every 
one of which, Mr. Johnson _ stated, 
were boosting Durocs. As an exam- 
ple, he spoke of his own county, with 
six members in its Duroc Association 
in 1917, and now it boasts of a quarter 
of a hundred members. 

Mr. Johnson dwelt on the important 
part the University of Illinois in its 
work of encouraging pure-bred ani- 
mals, and the great good that it had 
reflected in the promotion of the Du- 
roc Jersey industry. “One of the 
ways,” said Mr. Johnson, “to put Du- 
rocs more forcibly on the map is for 
you breeders and all the other breed- 
ers of Durocs to take mors and better 
Durocs to your Fairs. The part of the 
individual breeder is to push Durocs, 
push them morning, noon and night. 
You have a progressive organization 
that is working on a constructive plan 
and I prophesy that the future history 
of Illinois Durocg will be even beyond 
the anticipation of any of my listen- 
engi: 

P. J. Hanks, prominent breeder of 
New London, Iowa, and recently ap- 
pointed representative of the Duroc 
Bulletin, interested the gathering for 
a period of ten minutes on the sub- 
ject, “Putting Over Illinois Durocs 
From the Breeders’ Standpoint.” Mr. 
Hanks suggested a few simple rules 
that should greatly aid breeders, espe- 
cially new ones, in putting over Du- 
roc Jersey swine. “First—Be adapted 
for the business and consult with 
same honest and established breeder 
or agency. Second—Procure open 
sows of good but varied blood lines 
and of similar type. Third—Make 
careful selection in getting your herd 
bear, and advertise him.” Local fairs

and local newspapers, he considered, 
as very essential to taking care of the 
local trade, which is an important 
percentage of the demand at this 
time. “However, one of the biggest 
factors in the business on the part of 
the individual is hard work and plenty 
of it, coupled with the determination 
to be a winner. That’s the way to 
put Durocs over in a successful man- 
ner,” asserted Mr. Hanks. 

The fourth speaker of the meeting 
was Prof. W. H. Smith, who ig in 
charge of the Livestock and Extension 
work at the University of Illinois. He 
was very emphatic in his praise of 
the Illinois Duroc Swine Breeders’ Ag- 
sociation. In his own words, “Great 
credit is deserved for the splendid ac- 
complishments. I, for one, am proud 
of the progress made.” And probably 
no other man in the entire state is in 
better position to judge just what the 
State Association has done in the way 
of promotion work than Prof. Smith. 

In his talk, Mr. Smith touched on 
the depression and itg effect. “The 
breeder has hard propositions to face. 
Speculators and high-priced help be- 
ing two of the worst blows and the 
effects in too many cases have been 
the sacrificing of good herd animals 
to tide over financial straits.” The 
speaker went on to say, “The outlook

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LATEST INFORMATION ON HOG 
WORMS 


Worms In Hogs Retard Growth, Weaken Vitality. 
Newly Developed Methods of Prevention. 
Facts Relative Go Prevention and Control of Worms In Hogs.

The continual use of permanent hog 
lot and stationary hog houses is bring- 
ing us face to face with the problem of 
rearing young pigs under conditions 
that are very difficult. Lots and 
houses not properly plowed and dis- 
infected each year present almost un- 
believable’ contaminating conditions. 
The following information given out 
and prepared by B. H. Ransom, Chief, 
Zoological Division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture is 
the latest and best recommendation 
which we can give: 

The Damage Done by Worms in Hogs. 

The common intestinal roundworm 
(Ascaris lumbricoides) is one of the 
most injurious of the varoius kinds of 
parasites that infest the pig. It causes 
digestive troubles, retards growth and 
development, and in other ways inter- 
feres with the well being of pigs, 
especially the younger animals. Furth- 
ermore, recent scientific investigations 
have shown that this parasite can 
cause a great deal of damage other- 
wise than merely as an intestinal par- 
asite. It has been proved that in its 
early stage of development in the pig, 
while still too small to be seen by the 
naked eye, it travels in the blood- 
stream to the lungs and then back 
again to the intestines by way of the 
windpipe and aesophagus, this curious 
journey requiring about 10 days for 
its completion, after which the young 
worm settles down in the intestine 
and grows to maturity in about 2% 
months. If many of the young worms 
take this trip at the same time, as 
often happens, the injury that results 
is likely to be serious. 


Worms May Cause Thumps. 

The pig often shows symptoms com- 
monly known as thumps, and may die 
of pneumonia. Many cases of thumps 
are caused by worm infection. Pigs 
that survive a severe invasion of the 
lungs by the young worms frequently 
do not fully recover and fail to grow 
and develop at a normal rate. 

Young Pigs are Most Susceptible to 


Worms. 

Investigations and experiments have 
also shown that pigs are most 
susceptible to infection and _ suffer 
most seriously from the infection dur- 
the first few weeks of life. As they 
grow older, they become more resist- 
ant. 

Sources of Infection. 

Pigs become infected by swallowing 
the eggs of the parasite which are of 
microscopic size and are found in the 
manure of infested hogs or upon and 
in the soil of places that have been 


occupied by infested hogs and hence 
contaminated by their droppings. It 
has been estimated that one  full- 
grown female worm in the intestine of 
a hog may produce as many as 80,- 
000,000 eggs. The eggs as they are 
passed out of the body of the hog in 
the droppings are not at first infec- 
tious, but in a few weeks or months, 
depending upon the weather and var- 
ious other conditions, the egg reaches 
a stage of development at which it 
contains a tiny worm within its shell, 
and is then ready to be swallowed. 
The eggs are very resistant to cold 
weather and drouth, they are not 
killed by most chemical disinfectants, 
and are very long lived (some live as 
long as 5 years). Not all adult hogs 
harbor intestinal worms even though 
exposed to infested soil; commonly, 
however, the parasites may be found 
in one out of three hogs of breeding 
age. These worms are also not un- 
common in human beings, especially 
children, in some localities. 

From the foregoing it is evident that 
the soil of places occupied by hogs is 
likely to be heavily laden with the eggs 
of intestinal worms and it is readily 
understood, in view of their food 
habits, how pigs kept in such places 
may become infested with large num- 
bers of worms. Worm-infested places 
are especially dangerous for young 
pigs. It is largely on account of worm 
infestations that so many young pigs 
are lost or fail to grow properly when 
reared under ordinary methods of hog 
management. 


Development of a System of Prevent- 
ing Infection. 


Upon a basis of the results obtained 
from laboratory study and experiments 
on a small scale a system of raising 
pigs to avoid worm infestation, or 
rather to reduce the amount of infest- 
ation to a point at which it will cause 
little or no damage, has been worked 
out by the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry. Through the ccoperation of 
the Farm Bureau and public spirited 
hog raisers of McLean county, Illinois, 
this system has been tested out on 
a considerable number of farms. The 
result of these trials have been so suc- 
cessful that the system is becoming 
well established in that county. With 
reference to this portion of the history 
of its development it has been called 
the McLean County System of Hog 
Sanitation. It has been found that the 
system not only prevents losses, from 
worms, but also more or less complete- 
ly prevents various diseases that may 
be termed filth disease such ag bull- 


nose, sore mouth and certain forms of 
diarrhea. It is not to be depended up- 
on as a preventive of hog cholera, 
hence when this system is followed 
hog-cholera immunization should be 
still continued in accordance with ap- 
proved methods of hog-cholera con- 
trol. 
The McLean County System. 

Essentially the so-called McLean 
County System consists in handling 
young pigs from the time of birth un- 
til they are several months old, in 
such a manner as to avoid or reduce 
to a minimum, the chances of infec- 
tion with worms, in other words to 
keep young pigs entirely away from 
old hog lots or other places that have 
been much exposed to fecal contami- 
nation. 

Spring Pigs. 

Farrowing Pens.—Before farrowing 
time the farrowing pens which should 
be of a sanitary construction, are 
thoroughly cleaned. All litter is re- 
moved and the concrete and wooden 
floors and sides of the pens are 
scrubbed with boiling water and lye. 
The heat of the water (if applied 
liberally and very hot) is destructive 
to worm eggs and the lye helps to re- 
move the dirt. The indoor pens are 
shut off from the outside pens which 
are commonly built in connection with 
permanent hog houses. These out- 
side pens are not to be used by the 
sows and pigs. If the building is not 
artificially heated the cleaning should 
be done in the autumn before freezing 
weather as it may be found almost im- 
possible to clean the pens properly 
during the cold weather of early 
spring or late winter. 

Sows.—The sows are placed in the 
clean pens a few days before farrow- 
ing, but not until the mud and dirt 
that is usually present on their skins 
has been removed. The udder par- 
ticularly should be well washed with 
soap and water. If this precaution of 
cleaning the skin of the sows is not 
taken they are liable to carry with 
them into the farrowing pens a multi- 
tude of worm eggs and other disease 
germs found in the soil of the hog 
yards, so that even with the first 
few mouthsful of milk the new born 
pigs may swallow hundreds, thousands 
or possibly millions of worm eggs and 
germs of disease. 

After farrowing, the sows and pigs 
are not allowed out of the farrowing 
pen until they are taken to pasture. 
The sow and her litter, in a few days 
to two weeks after farrowing, are 
moved to pasture by means of a double 
crate (one compartment for the sow, 
the other for the pigs) on a sled which 
may be backed up to the door of the 
pen and hauled away with a team of 
horses. 

Pastures.—A special pasture for the 
sows and young pigs is provided. This 
should not be a permanent pasture 
which has been much used by hogs

EARNING POWER. 


High Utility Value of Purebred Live Stock Shown by Government Inquiry 
By D. S. BURCH, Bureau of Animal Industry, U.S. Dept. of Agriculture. 


Purebred livestock has about 40 per 
cent greater earning power (apart 
from its breeding or sale value) than 
serub stock. 

The superiority of purebreds on a 
utility basis is due principally to: Bet- 
ter. conformation and quality, in- 
creased production, more economical 
production, and earlier maturity. 

When purebred sires are used to im- 
prove farm livestock the offspring is 
more salable than that of none-pure- 
bred sires and brings nearly 50 per 
cent greater returns. 

The foregoing are a few results of a 
recent inquiry conducted by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The figures 
are based on about 25,000 head of 
breeding stock owned by 525 experi- 
enced livestock owners. Besides, the 
same persons own 30,000 fowls on 
which the poultry results are based. 
All of these stockmen have for sev- 
eral years—an average of nine—used 
purebred sires to head their herds and 
flocks. More than that, about 30 per 
cent of their female stock has been 
purebred. A small proportion of the 
remaining females are scrubs, the oth- 
ers being grades and crossbreds. Thus 
the persons furnishing the depart- 
ment with their experiences were in 
a position to supply dependable in- 
formation. 

Figures Are Conservative. 

The figures mentioned were. ob- 
tained during the last part of 1921 in 
a period of marked depression in the 
livestock industry. Partly for that 
reason they are considered consery- 
ative even though pointing to an un- 
usually high value of purebreds over 
common stock. 

The purpose of obtaining this new 
information was to supply an increas- 
ing demand for facts of greater scope 
than single short-time observations. 
With the development of the Federal- 
State campaign for ‘Better Sires— 
Better Stock” the department has re- 
ceived an unusually large number of 
requests asking what purebreds can 
do for the man who does not aspire to 
become a specialized breeder. ‘What 
can I expect from purebred sires, or 
from both purebred sires and dams, as 
a utility proposition?” That is es- 
sentially what scores of thoughtful 
people want to know. 

Superiority of Purebreds Over Com- 
mon Stock. 

The superiority, based on utility, of 
purebred over common stock is evident 
from the following figures:

The relatively high percentages rep- 
resenting the earning power of well- 
bred dairy cattle and poultry over 
scrubs are explained doubtless by the 
greater facilities for keeping produc- 
tion records of these classes of live- 
stock, thereby contributing to their 
improvement. 

Purebred Sires, a Profitable Invest- 

ment, 

The average reported increase in fi- 
nancial returns from livestock opera- 
tions, traceable to the use of purebred 
sires, was 48.00 percent. This re- 
sult includes the returns from botli the 
sale of breeding stock and of animais 
and products for market. The data 
appear to show conclusively that weil- 
bred animals are good property not 
simply for the experienced breeder 
but for every farmer willing to give 
them the proper care and opportunity 
to prove their worth. 

The bureau has abundant evidence 
corroborating this belief. One farmer 
relates that impelling force which 
prompted him to acquire purebreds 
was the need for more income. He 
reasoned that ownership of purebreds 
was not the proverbial wealthy man’s 
diversion, but the poor man’s neces- 
sity. He obtained the best foundation 
stock within his means and gave it 
good care; it increased his returns 100 
per cent. 

While there are numerous similar 
cases and frequent greater successes, 
the general averages mentioned are 
presented as the best indications of 
profit to be reasonably expected. Brief- 
ly, good purebreds are more efficient 
than other stock, but their earning 
power in each case depends on two 
chief factors: (1) Their own quality, 
and (2) the human factor, especially 
skill in management. The evidence 
gathered by the department shows 
that livestock owners are becoming 
more and more insistent on records of 
production as a means of distinguish- 
ing desirable purebreds from those of 
less merit. 


Practical Facts on Ability to 
Buy and Sell. 

The inquiry shows that for the most 
part purebred animals of good type are 
readily obtainable. But special  re- 
quirements or a desire for the less 
common breeds generally involve 
some difficulties and higher prices. 

About 98 per cent of the purebred 
livestock owners reporting to the de- 
patment were satisfied both with the 
purebreds themselves and the progeny, 
except when they expressed the de- 
sire for still better stock. As one 
breeder explained, the desire for im- 
provement is necessary for progress. 
A few had unfortunate experiences 
with purebreds of inferior quality and 
pointed out the need for making 
selections with great care. Practical- 
ly all reports agreed on the principle 
that superior quality among purebreds 
themselves is invariably worth a high 
er cost. 

About four-fifths of the livestock 
owners had surplus purebreds to sell 
from time to time. In this enterprise 
they -reported varying degrees of suc- 
cess. More than half of them had but 
little trouble in making satisfactory 
sales. Otthers experienced difficulties 
due chiefly to local preferences for 
breed and type, inability to furnish 
production records, and lack of proper 
advertising. 

Numerous sidelights on the raising 
of improved livestock under practical 
farm conditions and through different 
periods, including last year’s period of 
depression, have been obtained from 
the reports. Following is a brief sum- 
mary of the study to be dealt with 
more fully in a circular which the de- 
partment is preparing for publication. 


Summary. 
1. Based on utility alone (entirely 
apart from breeding or sales value) 
purebred livestock has an _ earning 


power from a third to one-half greater 
than scrub stock. The average super- 
iority of purebreds over scrubs for all 
classes of farm animals is about 40 
per cent. 

2. Of the principal points in which 
purebreds excel other stock, the most 
prominent are: Superiority and  uni- 
formity in conformation and_ type, 
greater sale value, greater and more 


economical production, and _ earlier 
maturity. 
3. Surplus purebreds are_ readily

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THE FARM BUREAU

Up to the time of the first Farm 
Bureau movements the breeder of 
pure bred swine was fighting his bat- 
tle alone getting such publicity as 
was offered through advertising medi- 
ums and exhibiting at county, state 
and local shows. With. the change 
that has come through the publicity 
and personal work of the Farm Bureau, 
is it any wonder that pure bred hogs 
have become so popular and are found 
on a large per cent of our Illinois 
farms. This has made an increased 
outlet for the product of the breeder 
and made it possible for the breeders 
and feeders of hogs to realize a larger 
profit from their breeding and feed- 
ing operations. 

The question might have been asked, 
Why do you make it a part of the 
Constitution and By-laws of the coun- 
ty breed organizations that all mem- 
bers must be members of the Farm 
Bureau?” Every proposition has two 
sides and would it be a square deal 
for the Farm Bureau to be selling the 
pure bred idea for your product and 
you not backing up this great organiz- 
ation, organized for and by the farm- 
er, working 365 days in the year for 
him? 

With the Farm Bureau, selling the 
pure bred idea, the breeder selling the 
hog, supported by the local, state and 
national swine organizations, we 
should make a history for the hog in- 
dustry far beyond our greatest ex- 
pectations. 


The individual question is, Have I 
or am I doing my best in the work? 
If not, why not? Remember the 
organizations mentioned above are 
ready and willing to assist you in 
every way possible. Let’s make our 
hog breeding and feeding profitable 
to ourselves and attractive to our 
neighbors, this being one step in reach- 
ing our diversified farming methods. 


MUCH TUBERCULOSIS IN SWINE 


Have you considered the loss of 
meat through tuberculosis in swine? 
The United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry gives the following figures 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1921. At federal abbatoirs during this 
period a total of 37,702,866 swine were 
killed of which 4,693,305, or more than 
12 per cent, were retained for tubercu- 
losis and a total of 64,830 condemned 
outright and destroyed by federal in- 
spectors for food purposes. 

On the basis of the average live 
weight of hogs at one of the prominent 
markets the loss in the available sup- 
ply showed more than 10 million 
pounds. It must also be kept in mind 
that the organs and parts condemned 
in connection with the retentions of 
swine for tuberculosis will far exceed 
the losses on the condemnation of 
carcasses. 

It is interesting to note that the 
losses in the available meat supply

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from those carcasses which are con- 
demned outright, using as a basis the 
per capita consumption of 154.3 pounds 
of meat per annum, and also that 5 
people constitute the average Ameri- 
can family, the amount of meat loss 
furnish a meat diet for 36,063 Ameri- 
can families. 

The question may arise, How does 
a hog get tuberculosis? It has been 
definitely established by tests made 
by the bureau of Animal Industry that 
the sources of tuberculosis among 
hogs are, by contagion, from cattle 
manure, and from feeding skimmed 
milk which has not been properly 
pasteurized, and it is believed that the 
latter source of contagion is the great- 
er one. 


IS PROTEIN SUPPLEMENT 
NECESSARY ON PASTURE? 


Is it necessary to feed a protein 
supplement such as milk or tankage 
to pigs on pasture? Pigs fed a two- 
thirds ration of grain or less need no 
nitrogenous concentrate on good pas- 
ture, but as the amount of grain is in- 
creased from this point to a full feed 
some high protein supplement is neces- 
sary to secure the most rapid and 
ecnomical gains. Seldom is it neces- 
sary to feed more than one-half as 
much nitrogenous concentrate to pigs 
on good pasture as would be fed in the 
dry lot.

FEEDING FOR THE 
EARLY MARKET 


Early farrowing and full-feeding are 
prerequisites to marketing spring-far- 
rowed pigs in September and October. 
April-farrowed pigs may make nearly 
as much growth as some March pigs, 
yet such pigs seldom are ready to sell 
before November first. The market 
has a rather regular habit of dropping 
one dollar from October first to Janu- 
ary first, wherein lies the main ad- 
vantage of early marketing. 


Pigs weighing 50 pounds on June 
first should have no difficulty in at- 
taining an average weight of 200 
pounds in October when self-fed their 
corn with some protein supplement on 
good pasture. Hither one-half gallon 
of skim milk or one-fourth pound of 
tankage per pig daily should be suf- 
ficient in addition to the pasture to 
induce rapid growth. The rate of 
gains may be increased 10 to 15 per 
cent by adding one pound of middlings 
or oats to ration of each pig. Results 
at this station in self-feeding 154 pigs 
corn and tankage on good alfalfa, 
clover, sweet clover and rape pastures 
show that 100 pounds of gains were 
produced on 352 pounds of corn and 28 
pounds of tank»ge. Charging the corn 
at 56c per bushel and the tankage at 
$60.00 per ton the concentrate costs 
of producing 100 pounds of pork were 
$4.36. Pasture and other costs are 
not added, but these results point out 
the fact that full-feeding on pasture 
is an economical way of converting 
concentrates into pork. 


Oats vs. Wheat Middlings. 


Oats satisfactorily take the place of 
gray shorts pound for pound as a sup- 
plement to corn: and milk or tankage. 
With the middlings as high in price 
as they are this spring some money 
may be saved by such a replacement. 
Oats may be fed ground, soaked or 
scalded, as they may be convenient 
and palatable to the pigs The addi- 
tion of either oats or middlings to the 
pigs’ ration increases the daily food 
consumption and gains when fed in 
limited amounts. Oats should not 
make up more than 25 per cent of the 
ration.

SHOULD FATTENING AND 
BREEDING ANIMALS BE FED 
SAME ON PASTURE? 


In what way should the ration of 
boar and sow pigs on pasture which 
are being fed for the breeding herd 
be different from that of pigs being 
fed for market? Rather generous ra- 
tions should always be fed pigs being 
developed for breeding purposes; less 
corn and more oats, wheat middlings 
and milk should be fed breeding herd 
prospects. Rather more bulky and 
less fattening rations seem to secure 
the desired results in the production 
of growth rather than fat. 


CAN PIGS ON PASTURE 
BE FED CONCENTRATES? 


What is the most economical amount 
of concentrates to feed pigs on pas- 
ture: The least grain is required to 
produce gains on pasture when a light 
grain ration is fed. However, the 
gains are so slow on such rations that 
the pigs must be fed for a long time in 
the dry lot where the gains are ex- 
pensive. While the gains produced on 
pasture are more expensive during the 
summer on a two-thirds to a full ra- 
tion, some saving is made on a great- 
er part of the gains in growing a pig 
to a marketable weight thereby affect- 
ing a greater saving. 
HOW MANY PIGS CAN 

TURN ON PASTURE? 

Enough .pigs. should be turned on 
alfalfa and clover so that one-half a 
hay crop may be removed. Rape 
should be allowed to make some 
growth during June so that it may be 
well rooted: for the months of July 
and August. Usually 12 to 20 pigs 
per acre are a sufficient number for 
these crops. 


DOES PASTURE MAINTAIN 
HEALTH OF HERD? 


In what way does pasture feeding 
aid in maintaining the health of grow- 
ing pigs? Through exercise and range 
under sanitary conditions on new pas- 
ture ground fewer pig ailments, worms, 
etc., make their appearance than in 
the mud lost infected by the pigs of 
the previous crop. 


NUMBER POUNDS CON- 
CENTRATE MAKE 100 LBS. 
GAIN ON PASTURE 


How many pounds of concentrates 
are required to produce 100 pounds 
of gains on pigs fed on pasture? From 
300 to 400 pounds of concentrates are 
required to produce gains on pasture, 
when pigs have access to good pas- 
ture. 


WHAT SHOULD PASTURED 
PIGS WEIGH IN OCTOBER? 
What should pigs weigh on October 
lst that are fed a one-third ration of 
grain, a two-thirds ration of grain and 
a full ration of grain on pasture? 
March and April farrowed pigs should 
weigh 50 to 110 pounds, 125 to 150 
pounds and 180 to 220 pounds re- 
spectively on October 1st when fed the 
above mentioned rations. 


WHAT PASTURE CROP HAS 
HIGHEST FEEDING VALUE? 


What pasture crops have the high- 
est feeding value for pigs? Alfalfa, 
clover and rape pastures have the high- 
est feeding value for growing pigs.

Pig Clubs Start June’ ist. 


June ist is the official date for the 


beginning of the purebred gilt and fat — 


barrow clubs. (Much good work can 
be done by breeders during the re- 
mainder of this month in helping to 
secure suitable animals for club boys. 
Many counties have appointed com- 
mittees of breeders to select and ap- 
prove pigs for use in club work. This 
committee visits the herds of the var- 
ious breeders, and approves certain 
pigs. The club member then selects 
one of these approved animals. 


On June ist, the club member should 
weigh up his pig and begin his records. 
Records of all feeds fed, including 
pasture, should be kept. Record keep- 
ing may seem unimportant to many of 
the breeders who are merely interest- 
ed in club work from the breed pro- 
motion standpoint. However, good 
records kept by club members furnish 
excellent arguments for the purebred 
at the end of the club year. Many a 
skeptical father has been convinced 
of the superioriy of the purebred in 
rapidity and economy of gain thru the 
records kept by the boys.

Illinois’ Largest Pig Club. 


Two hundred sow and litter club 
members is the present enrollment of 
the Edgar county pig club. This will 
undoubtedly be the largest pig club in 
the state.

In addition to the Junior, Senior and 
Grand Championships for boars and 
sows, reserve Championships will be 
offered in each case. 

Judging will begin Monday after- 
noon instead of Tuesday morning and 
three judging rings will be available 
instead of two as heretofore. 

There will be one announcer for 
each ring so that the public can be 
kept thoroughly posted as to _ the 
awards as they are made.

It lives by punctur- 
ing the skin and sucking blood, and 
reproduces by eggs (nits) which it 
cements to the hair. These hateh in 
from 10 to 14 days and may be seen 
as yellowish white objects attached 
to the hair behind the ears, in the 
flank and in other protected places. 

INJURY—The loss of blood is not 
of so much importance except in pigs, 
but the principal injury comes from 
the irritation accompanying the blood 
sucking operations. 

TREATMENT — The treatment 
should first include a cleaning and dis- 
infecting of the sleeping quarters. The 
hogs may be treated by spraying or 
sprinkling with crude oil, coal _ oil 
emulsion, or the use of these in an 
oiler or on a rubbing post. 

Coal oil emulsion may. be used and 
can be made as follows: One bar of 
laundry soap dissolved in one gallon 
of hot water. Add one gallon of coal 
oil while hot and thoroughly stir. This 
may be diluted with water to make five 
gallons. 

The common coal tar disinfectants 
are fairly efficient in a two or three 
percent solution for spraying or dip- 
ping. 


RATS OR HOGS. 


Corn cribs, outbuildings and dilapi- 
dated feeding floors are excellent har- 
bors for rats. Rats use a lot of feed 
which could well be used for hogs, and 


besides that they waste a lot more 
than they use. It is estimated that 
rats in the United States destroy an- 
nually more than 20,000 men and their 
equipment of tools, horses, land, etc., 
can produce in the same time. It is 
estimated that our total expense of 
keeping these rats each year is a half 
billion dollars. Each rat costs in- 
directly and directly at least $5.00 for 
his maintenance. Better look around 
and see if you can’t get rid of those 
on your farm. Indeed they are dif- 
ficult to eradicate, but there are many 
effective methods. Hogs pay better 
than rats.

JUST PLAIN PURE WATER 


That water or the lack of sufficient 
water is a limiting factor in the gain 
and growth of young shoats during 
the winter, is an admitted truth. Pigs 
will not drink as much water as their 
bodies require if the water is ice cold. 
Furthermore, it is a waste of feed to 
call upon the body to raise the water 
consumed to body heat. This requires 
energy feed which would be saved if 
the water were heated. Deitrich, who 
made careful studies regarding the 
amount of water for pigs, states that 
“the amount ranges from 12 pounds 
daily per 100 pounds of animal at 
weaning age down to 4 pounds per 
100 lbs. during the fattening period.” 
When water is given with the feed 
it will certainly pay to heat it during 
the winter months. The question of

If warm water were 
provided in ample amounts and the 
grain fed dry, an experienced hog 
feeder would expect exactly the same 
results in each case. Nor is an ample 
supply of water confined exclusively 
to pigs. Pregnant sows, especially re- 
quire considerable water to satisfy 
their needs. The water question in 


cold weather is one that can well be 


given attention on most of our farms.

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duce a maximum flow of milk after 
young pigs reach the age of three 
weeks, is the best method of giving 
the pigs a flying start. A swine grow- 
er realizes, however, of great im- 
portance in Keeping the pigs going, the 
provision of separate feed troughs for 
the young pigs. The young porker will 
be right into their mother’s trough 
helping to consume the allowance of 
feed, and where sows are fed indi- 
vidually and in a large trough this 
arrangement is fine. More frequent- 
ly, however, the sow is fed out of a 
small trough and in this case a creep 
adjacent to the feeding trough of the 
sow affords the best method of in- 
suring the complete satisfaction of the 
appetite of the young pigs. 

Just a word about the construction 
of this creep. We have seen creeps 


that were built absolutely wrong and

again creeps that were constructed in 
the most satisfactory manner. We 
know a Pennsylvania German farmer, 
who expressed himself in regard to a 
creep and sized up the situation as it 
really is. This farmer, Jake Stultzfus, 
took time to make a very timely re- 
mark when I saw him out in his hog 
lots recently. About this pig creep 
Jake said, “keep in mind the slats 
should be set ‘ufrichtig.’ ” I got the 
County Agent, who was raised in 
one the good Pennsylvania German 
counties, to bring the word over to 
the English language. Of course, you 
have gotten it before now—upright, 
straight up and down. Space the 
slats eight inches apart. The upright 
slat arrangement requires no crawling 
under and the scraping of the back- 
bone of the pig every time he wiggles 
through with his little belly almost 
on the ground. Ever see a bunch of 
weaning pigs with sway-backs and 
with a marked drop in height of back 
just back of the shoulders? When you 
run across a bunch of pig like this 
observe whether they are crawling 
through under fences to get to more 
feed. Dry shelled corn will he rel- 
ished first of all by the young pigs. 
Later a mixture of 40 pounds corn 
meal, 30 pounds middlings and 10 
pounds tankage can be used. Skim- 
med milk and butter milk are also 
excellent feeds. Watch the troughs 
that they are kent clean. Any feed 
not consumed should be removed from 
the trough each day. 


THE SEASON OF THE KNIFE 


This is the season for the hog rais- 
er to have a good sharp knife handy. 
Every one appreciates why a_ sharp 
knife is most useful during rabbit 
season in the fal), but there is still 
greater need for your sharp knife in 
the spring. The use of your knife will 
mean real dollars to you this snring. 
Too many swine raisers are afraid 
that the use of the knife will lose a 
few dollars. This is not the case. 
Very few boar pigs are outstanding 
enough to be kept to sell as breeders. 
It’s the pure bred breeder, that has 
the courage of his convictions to put 
the knife on 90 per cent of his output, 
who profits thereby. He profits be- 
cause of an even, thrifty and uniform 
Jot of shoats in the pork barrel. Pigs 
should be castrated relatively young. 
If castrated two or three weeks be- 
fore weaning you will give them the 
benefit of their mother’s milk to start 
them on the road to “market toppers.” 
Pigs that are castrated should be kept 
in clean, dry pens and if possible they 
should be turned out in a fresh pasture 
after the operation is performed. 
Select a warm, sunny day for the job, 
practice cleanliness in the operation, 
and your pigs will never pause in their 
rate of gain. 


BY YOUR DEEDS YE ARE KNOWN 

Another spring is upon us. Spring 
and swine promotion work roll around 
regularly each year.

of greater benefit than those relative 
to high prices, ultra popular blood 
lines and sensational litters some in- 
formation was collected relative to 
the ages of the parents at the time 
of farrow of some popular boars of 
the various breeds. A summary and 
discussion of the material obtained is 
here given for your information. 


The various breed record associa- 
tions were asked to prepare a list of 
fifteen prominent boars and to give 
their farrowing date as well as the 
farrowing date of sire and dam and 
the litter in which the prominent boars 
were farrowed, whether it was the 
first, second or third, ete. In _ re- 
sponse to this request the above in- 
formation was secured on 104 out- 
standing boars with the exception that 
in only 57 cases was the information 
relative to the order of the litter 
available. These 104 boars were of 
the following breeds: Berkshire, Ches- 
ter White, Duroc Jersey, Hampshire, 
Poland China and Spotted Poiand

In the discussion which follows, the 
age of the sire and dam is based upon 
the age at the time the litter contain- 
ing the prominent boar was farrowed. 
Ages were not considered by days or 
months, but by the nearest year or 
half year and are so classified. 

It is rather interesting to note the 
distribution of ages of sires and dams 
of the 104 litters which follows:

This shows that 21 sows each pro- 
duced, at the age of one year, a lit- 
ter which contained a boar which was 
considered one of the prominent ones 
of that breed and 14 produced, at the 
age of 1% years, likewise a prominent 
son. It would be extremely interest- 
ing to know for purposes of compari- 
son with the above, the exact percent- 
age of purebred sows which farrow 
litters at all of the ages. I would 
imagine that over 1-5 of the sows 
which farrow each season are ap- 
proximately one year old. If that is 
the case then the number of the

prominent boars coming from yearling 
sows is less than we would find if 
there was no influence by age, with 
the exception of the fact that usually 
sows which are not good producers are 
discarded from the breeding herd be- 
fore they are two or three years old. 
Therefore there has been a further 
sorting among the older females,— 
as well as boars, which should make 
them a higher class lot than the 
younger breeding animals. The sows 
and boars seemed to run about uni- 
form with one another as to the num- 
bers of each age. One noticeable 
feature in the case of the boars is the 
fact that there were as many prom- 
inent sons sired by three year old 
boars as by yearlings. 


In classifying the age of one parent 
with relation to the age of the other 
it is interesting to note that in 53 out 
of 104 cases both the boar and sow 
were two years old or over; and there 
were 12 cases in which the sire and 
dam were each under two vears old 
when the litter was farrowed. Con- 
sidering equalities in age further 
there were 8 cases where each par- 
ent was one year old; 21 cases where 
both were 3 years old or over; 7 in- 
stances where both sire and dam were 
4 years old or over; and one case 
where they had each passed the 5 
year age. Ag to inequalities of age, 
there were 23 cases where the boar 
was 2 years or over and the sow under 
two years old; and 16 times it hap- 
pened that the boar was under two 
years and the sow 2 years old or over. 

In the extreme cases of ages in the 
case of the boars it is of interest to 
note the age of the sows at the time 
of birth of a prominent son. One 6 year 
old boar was mated to a yearling sow; 
one of like age toa 1% year old sow; 
614%, year old boar and one year old 
sow; and 7% year old boar produced 
the promient son from a two year old 
sow. The matings which produced 
good sons from the older’ sows 
were as follows; 5% year old sow 
with 11% year old boar; 514 year old 
sow with 3% year old boar; 6 year 
old sow with 2% year old boar; and 
6 year old sow with 31% year old boar. 
It would appear from that that prob- 
ably the older sows would be likely to 
produce prominent pigs only when 
mated to a boar which had probably 
been used before. In each of these 
cases doubtless the sows were bred 
to tried sires which had given good 
evidence of breeding ability. 


The assertion that the good boars 
always come from a first litter might 
be in part substantiated by a study of 
the 57 cases in which a report on this 
was secured. This shows in 28 cases 
the boar was in a first litter; 12 times 
in the second litter; 9 times in the 
third litter; seven times in the fourth, 
and once in the fifth litter from that 
sow. Obviously however either some 
litters were not reported or the sows 
were boarders for many years as is 


shown in the tabulation of the ages 
of the sows at the time of farrow of 
the 28 “first litters.” This shows that 
one sow first farrowed when 4 years 
old; three started producing at the 
age of three and one-half years; two 
first gave {birth to offspring when 2% 
years old; seven at the age of 11% and 
eight as yearlings. In the case of the 
“second litter’—some of the sows had 
even a worse record for one was 5 
years old; one was 4%; one was 4; 
two were 3% and one was 3, while the 
others were two or two and one-half 
old when their second litters were 
farrowed. 


It seems to me that the above in- 
formation does but little toward sub- 
stantiating the statement that the 
good boars come from young sows and

TREATING FOR MANGE. 


This mange mite burrows in the 
skin, forming galleries where it lives 
and lays its eggs. It first appears 
around the ears, eyes, and in the 
flanks where the skin is thin, announc- 
ing its presence by an intense itching. 
This form of mange has been positive- 
ly diagnosed in various parts of lowa 
and it may do serious damage. The 
mite is best found with the aid of a 
microscope, but may be seen under 
favorable conditions with naked eye 
or by the use of a reading glass. Take

place on a smooth piece of writing 
paper or black object, and the mite 
may be seen as a small, white moving 
object. 

INJURY—The mite causes _irrita- 
tion by puncturing the skin to secure 
tissue fluid, which, together with the 
burrowing, causes a violent itching. 
The hog rubs the affected parts, thus 
adding to the irritation. The hairs 
loosen and drop out or are broken off; 
the skin thickens and the hog _  be- 
comes unthrifty. Death not infrequent- 
ly occurs where small pigs are in- 
fested. 

TREATMENT— Repeated — dippings 
every week or ten days for three or 
four times, as directed in the treat- 
ment of lice, with the coal tar disin- 
fectants, will usually cure the trouble 
or at least check it. Where the skin 
is greatly thickened and covered with 
crust or scabs, it may be necessary to 
scrub the affected parts with worm 
soap and water to remove the crusts 
before dipping. When the washing is 
faithfully carried out, two dippings in 
a two or three per cent solution of 
the common dips should get recovery. 
In dipping hogs, care must be used to 
avoid strangulation or the inhalation 
of some of the dip into the lungs; in 
cold weather it is necessary to avoid 
chilling; either frequently causes 
pneumonia and death. Making the dip 
too strong and getting it into the eyes 
will produce blindness. It is often 
more profitable to sell all infested 
animals that are large enough. Yards 
and sheds must be cleaned at the time 
hogs are dipped, or better yet, remove 
the hogs to clean lots, after dipping. 
Clean and disinfect lots and buildings 
occupied by infested hogs and leave 
them vacant eight to ten weeks, as 
the mites will live for some time in 
bedding, in cracks in the building, on 
rubbing places and in other protected 
places. 

MERCER COUNTY BREEDERS 
ASSOCIATION MAKES ABSO- 
LUTE CHOLERA GUARANTEE 


The Duroc Jersey Breeders Associa- 
tion of Mercer county is probably the 
first one in the United States to come 
out with a flat-footed guarantee to 
purchasers, the immunization of hogs 
from cholera. The initial steps for 
such a move were taken at a meeting 
of the association at Aledo, Illinois, 
February 26th. Final arrangements 
were completed only last week and a 
number of the breeders have signed 
the agreement. 

The unique plan follows: Serum will 
be administered by a local veterinar- 
ian one to two weeks after weaning 
with 3 cc of virus, the serum being 
determined by the age of the pig. 

Hyperimmunization tests will be 
made eight weeks after the double 
treatment, by administering 38 cc of 
virus, but no serum. 

Certificates of immunization will be 


signed by the veterinarian and the 
seller’s guaranteee will cover a period 
of one year. 

In case of death from cholera the 
buyer will be re-imbursed by the sel- 
ler, the amount of the original sale 
price. 

Proof of death must be furnished by 
an autopsy and blood tests, one test 
to be sent to the University of Illinois 
and the other to the company supply- 
ing the serum.

abundance of grass, good shade and 
plenty of fresh water. Well, this 
farmer took his calves down every 
morning, first haltering them and ty- 
ing them together, he would lead the 
whole outfit down at once. On this 
particular morning the gate at the 
entrance to the pasture field stuck. 
In order to use both hands on the 
gate he slipped the free end of the 
halter rope through his boot tops and 
tied it. The squeakly gate scared the 
calves and Farmer Peck picked him- 
self up several rods down the road. 
He was confiding his little misfortune 
to his wife, Maria. Being only human, 
Maria said: ‘‘Well, what did you do 
that for?” “I hadn’t been dragged a 
rod until I realized I had made a mis- 
take, Maria.” 


In this pasture proposition for pigs 
it is interesting to obse~ve the remarks 
after the summer season is about over. 
One remark I very commonly heard 
last summer was, “I hadn’t fed those 
pigs three weeks until I realized I 
had made a mistake by not having for- 
age crops.”

UNDEVELOPED LUNGS 
CAUSE TRANSIT LOSSES 


Heavy Grain-Fed Shoats Suffocate 
Easily, Says Veterinarians. 
Veterinarians studying shipping 
losses took lungs from three hogs 
which were about the same age and 
weight at the time of death. Hogs 
which are placed in a feed lot soon 
after weaning time and supplied with 
all the food necessary to make them 
fat, have undersized lungs. This 
kind of treatment develops the di- 
gestive organs at the expense of the 
heart and lungs, which develop only 
sufficiently to meet the requirements 
of the conditions under which the 

animal lives. 

The function of the lungs is to puri- 
fy the blood of the body. In the hog 
perspiration (Sweating) being almost 
impossible, a large part of the excess 
moisture and heat of the body passes 
off through the lungs, will suffer more 
quickly and severely in hot weather 
than where that organ is well de- 
veloped, according to these veterinar- 
ians. 

Heart Also Undeveloped. 

‘We do not wish to say that all pen- 
fed hogs have as small lungs, but we 
believe it perfectly safe to say that 
hogs that are fattened quickly do not 
develop more than 70 to 80 per cent 
of the lung space which they normal- 
ly should have. 

In other words, the heart and lungs 
are developed sufficiently to keep them 
alive while at home. but are not in 
condition to keen them alive when 
they are subjected to the unusual ex- 
ertion of being rounded up at home, 
assorted as to size and hurdled into 
wagons or driven on the way _ to 
market. 

Can’t Stand Extra Effort. 

It is this hog with the poorly de- 
veloped heart and lungs that com- 
prises 90 per cent of our on-transit 
losses. The strain on these vital 
organs starts the minute the hog is 
exerted in the home pen. The exer- 
tion causes the heart to increase in 
action and the blood vessels of the 
lungs dilate and become overcrowded 
with blood. 

The hog becomes short of breath, 
and if it is not immediately placed in 
a cool, quiet place, where it can re- 
turn to normal, it will die of acute con- 


gestion of the lungs or other lung dis- 
eases. 
Offset by Proper Handling. 

(Much can ‘be done by the shipper to 
prevent the loss of these delicate fat 
hogs in hot weather. They should be 
rounded up quietly at home, hauled to 
the loading point and quietly driven 
into a properly bedded car that has 
‘been previously sprinkled or wet down 
as short a time as possible before the 
train starts. They should not receive 
a full feed the day of shipment, nor 
should they ‘be fed in the car. Great 
care should be taken to see that they 
are not overcrowded, and whenever and 
wherever possible place ice in the car 
hung in bags from the roof.—Drovers 
Journal,

depend largely on the quality of stock 
as shown by ‘breeding and production 
records, also on the business ability 
of the breeder. 

4. With rare exceptions, purebred 
sire users are satisfied with the qual- 
ity of the offspring obtained, except 
that the desire is created in many 
cases to further improve the quality. 

5. The progeny of purebred sires 
has practically a 50 per cent greater 
sale value than the progeny of the non- 
purebreds. 

6. Purebred sires of good quality 
are readily obtainable in the experi- 
ence of three-fourths of the breeders 
reporting. The principal difficulties 
are: Paying the price and finding the 
desirable type, but there is practical- 
ly unanimous agreement that the re- 
sults justify the cost. 

7. 'The average increase in financial 
returns, from livestock raising, trace- 
able to the use of purebred sires is 
48 per cent. 

8. Hach breeder of purebred live- 
stock influences, on an average, about 
nine other persons to raise superior 
animals. 

9. Of the chief influences which 
cause farmers to become breeders of 
purebred livestock, the three foremost 
are: Reading agricultural periodicals 
and bulletins, general observation, and 
county agents. 

10. The principal methods by which 
breeders expects to continue to im- 
prove their stock are: Use of super- 
ior sires, careful selection and mating, 
and use of superior females.

The loss in pork due to bruises on 
hogs in shipping in 1919 was equiv- 
alent to 80,295 hogs.

The 1921 average weight of hogs at 
Chicago was 234 pounds, or one pound 
lighter than in 1920, one pound heavier 
than 1919, and the same as 1918. 

There are recorded annually less 
than one per cent of our total hog 
population.

and thereby more or less badly con- 
taminated by their droppings, but a 
field that has been under cultivation 
and sown at the proper time to a suit- 
able forage crop. Legume pastures 
available in the normal course of crop 
rotation may be utilized, devoting a 
different field each year to this pur- 
pose. Individual shelter houses for 
each sow and her litter are provided 
in the pasture, and water is supplied 
by piping or by tanks replenished by 
hauling water to them. No other hogs 
should have access to this pasture, nor 
should the pigs be allowed to run back 
from the pasture to the barn lot or 
hog yards. They are thus kept away 
from contaminated places until they 
are at least four months old, or until 
they weigh about 100 pounds, after 
which they are not likely to suffer 
seriously from worm infestation even 
though exposed to infection. 

If there is much difference in the 
ages of the various litters, the pigs 
should be placed in several pastures 
according to age, or the one pasture 
may be subdivided. Mixing together 
pigs of widely different ages common- 
ly results in the younger ones being 
robbed by the older ones, so that they 
do not have a fair chance to get the 
nourishment they need for proper 
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growth. Temporary shade may be 
built in the pasture if natural shade 
is not available. Care should be taken 
to keep the bedding in the _ shelter 
houses in a clean and sanitary condi- 
tion. Some hog raisers move. the 
shelter houses from time to time and 
burn the old bedding. The location 
of the feed ground should be shifted 
occasionally, the surroundings of the 
water supply maintained in a sanitary 
condition, and the development of mud 
wallows prevented as completely as 
possible. 
Fall Pigs. 

In the case of fall pigs (if not far- 
rowed too late) the same system may 
be followed with slight modifications. 
The permanent farrowing house need 
not be used. If the sows have been 
running on pasture and are not en- 
crusted with mud and filth they may 
be transferred directly. without wash- 
ing, to the special pasture, and the far- 
rowing done in the individual houses 
in this pasture. In regions not too far 
north the pigs (if farrowed at the very 
beginning of the autumn season or at 
the end of summer) will be old enough 
to be past the age of greatest suscepti- 
bility of worm infection before it is 
necessary to put them in winter 
quarters that are likely to be more 
or less contaminated. 

Permanent Hog Lots and Feed Yards 


Dangerous. 
Whenever possible it is desirable to 
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have yards that are much used by 
hogs so arranged that a change can 
be made every year or two to fresh 
ground, sowing a crop and allowing a 
firm surface to become established be- 
fore using it again for hogs. Hog 
yards in any case should be selected 
with the view of securing proper drain- 
age, and of being able to keep them 
in a sanitary and cleanly condition, as 
free as possible from the common 
type of mud wallow which usually 
soon becomes a reservoir of concen- 
trated infection with various vermin- 
cus and bacteria diseases. It is near- 
ly always feasible to replace mud wal- 
lows at comparatively slight expense 
with shallow concrete wallowing tank 
so constructed as readily to be main- 
tained in a sanitary condition. As 
shown in Farmer’s Bulletin 1085 such

From what has been said as to the 
occurrence of the worms under dis- 
cussion in children, it is obvious, al- 
though they usually do not come into 
such intimate and continuous relations 
with the soil as pigs, and hence are 
not so likely to become badly infect- 
ed, that children on the farm, par- 
ticularly young children, should not 
be permitted to play in places that 
have been exposed to infection either 
from hogs or human beings.

There are three things in this life 
that are notoriously easy to do. It 
requires a very small amount of 
brains, less intelligence and practical- 
ly no effort to accomplish any one of 
them. The class of people who are 
given to doing these three items are 
of little or no value to themselves and 
of infinite less help to the balance of 
the human race. These three spec- 
imens and their purposes in life are 
here set out. The slacker who does 
nothing. The bungler who consistent- 
ly makes mistakes. The croaking 
critic who persistently criticizes. Read- 
ers will admit these three classes of 
birds have a soft time in this world 
even though they never earn enough 
to buy a covering for their empty 
heads. Doing nothing, making mis- 
takes and spouting criticisms are eas- 
ier than lying about the size of one’s 
herd boar. Having written the fore- 
going and knowing it to be true I am 
going to qualify for entrance into two 
of the above classes. 


I will offer a criticism and thus 
automatically make a mistake. In ex- 
tenuation I plead that I am trying to 
do something. Duroc breeders are not 
giving enough time, attention and en- 
couragement to Pig Club work. This 
is true and is not said without cause 
or without sufficient facts on which to 
base the assertion. Most any one is 
willing to concede that pig club work 
is a telling force in spreading the 
doctrine of more and better hogs. As 
an agency in this direction it has been 
tried and found not wanting. It has 
long since passed the experimental 
stage. It is a known quantity and in 
a great many communities it was the 
wedge through which an opening, was 
made, for the introduction, of hogs of 
quality and better breeding. In addi- 
tion to the many benefits the club 
members receive, the many valuable 
lessons they learn and the expert 
training they get from their pig pro-

jects, it is the Pig Club pig that has 
brought home to their fathers and 
elders, in convincing fashion, the fact 
that pure bred hogs are superior to 
grades and scrubs.

SELF-FEEDING PIGS FOR MARKET 


Early farrowed pigs may be grown 
for the high markets of |September 
and October by self-feeding corn and 
tankage on good pasture. Good healthy 
weaned pigs will average one to one 
and one-half pounds of grain per head 
daily until marketed when fed in this 
way and should produce 100 pounds 
of gains on 375 pounds of corn and 
30 pounds of tankage. 

In hot weather full-fed pigs appreci- 
ate being fed the heavy feed of corn 
in the evening so that it may be con- 
sumed and digested during the night 
and early morning.

FEEDING THE BREEDING GILTS 


A morning feed of whole oats which 
has been scalded twelve hours previ- 
ous is a most appetizing feed for the 
young growing gilts. The oats may 
be soaked in cold water by second 
choice. Slop of wheat middlings and 
milk fed at two other feedings, a lit- 
tle corn and good pasture should pro- 
duce the growth without the fat that 
comes from heavy corn feeding. 


Young growing pasture is more 
palatable and is higher in protein and 
ash than old stemmy jpasture. 


Tankage is the cheapest protein sup- 
plement which can be purchased in 


large amounts at the present time. 


SUPPLEMENTING CORN 
FOR PIGS ON PASTURE 


Pigs fed two-thirds or less of the 
corn that they will consume on good 
pasture need no other feeds than corn. 
water and pasture. One-fourth of a 
pound of tankage per head daily dur- 
ing the summer for pigs fed a two- 
thirds corn ration increased the gains 
five to ten pounds for the summer on 
three different pasture crops at this 
Station. This did not pay for the sup- 
plement. Later gains were, however, 
enough cheaper where the supplement 
had been fed to have justified its use. 


Corn, skim-milk and good pasture is 
a hard combination to beat for growing 
the market pig.

There will be a charge of 25c if 
more than sixty days elapse between 
the date of sale and date on which the 
recorded pedigree reaches the Record 
association for the purpose of having 
the sale recorded. In many cases 
where the circumstances are as in- 
dicated above, the date of delivery of 
the animal to the purchaser is taken 
as the date of sale. However, if the 
seller is relieved of all further re- 
sponsibility at the time the contract 
is entered into and is not to be held 
liable in case the animal dies, then 
the date of contract should be taken 
as the date of sale. In this case the 
seller could send the recorded pedi- 
gree in, have the sale recorded, and 
turn the pedigree over to the purchas- 
er at the time the animal is delivered. 


Futurity pigs are the 
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AMOUNT OF INFORMA- 
TION NECESSARY WHEN 
RECORDING ANIMALS 

Jas. H. Lee of Samsel, Mo., asks: 
“When registering an animal is it 
only necessary to give sire and dam 
and number and age?” 

The top of the pedigree must be 
carefully filled out, namely: the far- 
rowing date, the sex, the litter record, 
the breeder and his address and if 
there are any sales, the purchaser, ad- 
dress and date of sale. In addition to 
the above, the name and number of 
the sire and dam is all that is abso- 
lutely necessary, but where this is 
all that is given, great care should be 
taken to have them correct. It is 
much better to add the names and 
numbers in the second generation and 
this is absolutely essential where no 
number can be given for the sire or 
for the dam. If the sire was owned 


at the time of service by a_ person 
other than the owner of the dam, 
this should always be stated. Then 


the pedigree must be signed by the 
person who owned the dam at the 
time she farrowed or by his duly 
authorized representative. 


WHAT !S A PEDIGREE? 


Fred Steele of Monticello, Illinois, 
writes: “If I should buy a boar of a 
man and he agrees to furnish the 
papers, who is supposed to pay for re- 
cording, he or I? Or is he just sup- 
posed to fill in pedigree blank and 
sien it and I do the rest?. What is

a pedigree, anyway—the blank filled 
in and signed by the seller or the 
papers that come from the Record as- 
sociation ?”’ 

A statement of the breeding of an 
animal is a pedigree. A statement of 
the breeding of an animal verified and 
certified to by a Recording associa- 
tion is a recorded pedigree. The 
question as to who should pay the re- 
cording fee depends entirely on the 
contract made by the buyer and seller. 
If the seller agrees to furnish a “re- 
corded pedigree” then a “recorded 
pedigree” is the only thing that will 
fulfill his part of the contract. The 
frequency with which the above in- 
quiry is made indicates that if every 
person selling a pure bred animal for 
breeding purposes would deliver a 
“recorded pedigree’ therewith, much 
of the friction which now exists be- 
tween the buyer and the seller would 
be eliminated.

Are You Fattening Or Growing Your Swine? 


Swine breeders consider it good 
practice to put extra effort on the 
growing of their young stock intend- 
ed for breeding purposes. To meet 
the requirements of size as well as 
type, pigs should be grown instead of 
fattened. Rations which produce the 
greatest gains may be desirable in fat- 
tening animals for market but in many 
cases such rations are not suitable for 
growing breeding stock. 

Rapid gains may be secured by self 
feeding corn and tankage and this ra- 
tion can be recommended in feeding 
pigs for market but for growing breed- 
ing animals this plan is likely to prove 
a disappointment to the feeder. Pigs 
intended for breeding purposes may 
be self-fed provided they are limited 
in the amount of corn and- other fat- 
tening feeds they receive. This can 
be accomplished by mixing bulky 
feeds, such a ground oats, bran, or 
ground alfalfa with the corn and sup- 
plying plenty of palatable forage. 

The breeders most successful in de- 
veloping pigs for breeding purposes 
practice hand feeding, as they believe 
that they can better regulate the kinds 
of feeds which the animals should 
have in order to increase their size, 
strengthen their bone and maintain 
their proper shape. A ration made up 


of a mixture of 3 pounds corn, 3 pounds 
ground oats, 2 pounds middlings and 
14 pound tankage will give good re- 
sults in growing pigs. Pasture should 
also be provided and they should have 
access to fresh water and a good min- 
eral mixture at all times.”—W. H. 
Smith, Animal Husbandry Department, 
U. of I. (Champaign County Duroc As- 
sociation News Letter.) 


FOREIGN MARKETS 
FOR SURPLUS PORK 


In 1921, the total slaughter of pork, 
excluding lard, was 8,475 million 
pounds. Of this amount, 8.8 per cent 
was exported. In the same vear, lard 
production totaled 2,095 million pounds 
of which 42.6 per cent was exported. 
Of the total pork produced, including 
larl, exports constituted 15.5 per cent. 

In 1913, the production of slaughter 
exported was as follows: Pork 6 per 
cent; lard, 33.5 per cent; pork and lard 
combined, 11.2 per cent. For the five 
year period, 1910-1914, the percentage 


was: Pork 5.7 per cent; lard 31.8 per 
cent; pork and lard combined, 10.6 
per cent. 


These figures indicate the import- 
ance of keeping foreign markets open 
to surplus pork products. The chief 
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buyers of the three most important 
items are shown in the table. Great 
Britain is by far the leading buyer of 
all pork products, Germany, however, 
in 1921, leads slightly in the purchase 
of lard. Germany is also at present 
buying bacon in considerable quantity. 
The United Kingdom purchased in 
1921, 50 per cent of the bacon exported, 
83 per cent of the hams and shoulders 
and 26 per cent of the lard.

Many requests have come in to the high priced labor while on the circuit, classes or more, depending on the 


office for information 
the show herd. 

The following reprinted from _ the 
May and June 1921 issues of TH! 
DEPENDABLE DUROC will answer 
most question which arise regarding 
the herd at this time. 

What Constitutes a Show Herd. 


After you have made up your mind 
that you have animals that will con- 
form to the desired type, the next 
thing is to study the classifications 
of the premium lists of the various 
Fairs at which you expect to show. 
The age of the individuals in your 
herd must be kept in mind as well as 
the classification, after which it 
becomes necessary to see how many 
classes can be filled. It is not always 
safe to figure that just one animal 
will do all of the winning for you. The 
more classes you fill, the oftener you 
will be in the money. 

It should also be kept in mind to 
fill as many classes with as few hogs 
ag possible. This is very necessary 
in order to cut the overhead expense 
of showing and feeding. By having 
as few hogs as possible, requires less 
equipment at home and on the show 
grounds, reduces high express and 
freight rates, means less risk, cuts

means fewer pens to rent and less 
expensive feed to buy on the circuit. 
Of course, it is a good plan while 
feeding at home, to have’ reserve 
animals which can be supplied in place 
of any animals should they go off in 
condition or be discarded because of 
injury. It is preferable to show the 
get out of as few litters as possible. 
For instance, if you have an outstand- 
ing litter of four, you are able to show 
ix the Produce of Sow, Get of Sire, 
Futurity and Herds Class, besides the 
individual classes, thus making four 
pigs enter into at least six different 


Show. 

A complete Show Herd consists of 
sixteen head as follows: aged, two 
years or over; senior yearling, over 
eighteen months and under two years; 
junior yearling, under eighteen months 
and over one year; senior pig, under 
one year and over six months; junior 
pig, under six months. The dates at 
which ages are computed are birth 
after March first for juniors and 
birth after September first for seniors. 

The above classifications are for 
both sows and boars, which would 
make up ten head of the herd. For

This 
selection of animals would allow show- 
ing in the junior and senior Futurity, 
as well as the Produce of Dam, Get 
of Sire and Herd classes. The advan- 
tage of showing an outstanding lit- 
ter will be seen at once since it can 
be shown in the individual, group 
and herd classes, thus reducing the 
cost of maintaining such a large num- 
ber of animals.

Preparing Hair. 

Now for some of the details of fit- 
ting. The hair and skin should re- 
ceive the first treatment. It is a good 
idea early in May to clip the hair of 
the entire Show herd. Clipping can 
be done up until the middle of June. 
The reason for clipping the hair is to 
get a uniform coat. An animal com- 
ing into the ring with a patchy or par- 
tially shed coat does not show the 
bloom when finished; and one animal

can spoil a whole herd by not having 
the proper appearance. Uniformity 
of finish should be kept in mind as 
well as uniformity of type, and (when 
all of the animals are clipped, this 
will be brought about by showing an 
even coat of hair in the herd. If you 
have an animal that is slow in ghed- 
ding its coat and you do not want to 
clip it thoroughly scrubbing with oil 
and kerosene will cause quicker shed- 
ding. A quart of kerosine to a gallon 
of oil is the usual mixture; however, 
the slower the animal is in shedding, 
the more kerosine should be used. 


Preparing The Hide. 

iSkin treatment is very necessary in 
bringing out a proper finish to a herd 
and jmmediately. after clipping, the 
skin should be thoroughly scrubbed 
with a stiff brush using a solution of 
water and dip. The skin should be 
cleansed thoroughly in order to take 
off any scurf, mange, lice and eggs. 
Immediately after scrubbing thorough- 
ly (and by thoroughly I do not mean 
just throwing the water over, I mean 
taking a stiff brush and rubbing and 
making sure that all dead tissue be 
removed in order that nothing is left 
but live skin to receive treatment) oil 
the hide. Lard oil is preferred for this 
operation, however paraffin or ma- 
chine oil will do. The purpose of oil- 
ing is to soften the skin, to make it 
mellow and to condition it in such a

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way that the essential bloom or finish 
will appear by Show time. If the 
boar feels hard in the shield, special 
treatment should be given him. The 
first thing necessary is to see that he 
is kept quiet, and that he does not 
fret. This can best be don by putt- 
ing him in a lot away from sows and 
possibly putting a boar or barrow in 
with him for company. He should be 
washed thoroughly and _ preferably 
wool fat or lard oil thoroughly massag- 
ed into the skin. The principal good 
that oil does is to cause the rubbing 
or massaging of it into the skin. This 
process of rubbing or massaging soft- 
ens the skin and makes it pliable and 
helps remove wrinkles. It should be 
kept in mind that during all these 
various processes that the animal 
should be treated kindly and as they 
respond to treatment, they can be 
handled much more easily by Show 
time. 


Trimming The Feet. 

The next essential in fitting at home 
is treating the feet. Feet and legs 
are just as important on a hog as they 
are on a horse and just aS many cases 
of lameness can be attributed through 
lack or attention, the same as the 
horse. The feet should be looked af- 
ter every two or three weeks and the 
necessary tools are a pair of nippers 
or pruning shears, a shoe rasp and a

The number of pigs farrowed and 
raised by a brood sow has a direct 
bearing on the net profit she returns 
her owner each year. The cost of 
each pig at birth is determined by 
what it has cost to feed and care for 
the sow during the whole year. If 
a sow farrows only ten pigs in twelve 
months these ten pigs have cost at 
birth time just twice as much as if 
the same sow had produced twenty 
pigs in the same period. It is there- 
fore a good idea to keep in the herd 
only those brood sows that have and 
raise large litters. 

Prolificacy is one of the strong 
points of pure bred sows of all breeds. 
Adherents of the different breeds of 
registered swine have always main- 
tained that pure bred sows are super- 
ior to grade and scrub sows or those 
of mixed and non descript breeding in 
their tendency to have large litters 
and in their ability to rear them safe- 
ly to weaning age. In substantiation 
of this claim a few figures, recently 
obtained from the pure bred herds of 
four Duroc Jersey breeders located in 
different states, are interesting. These 
four herds are representative of the 
average ‘breeder. No attempt was 
made to select certain particular herds 
in which unusual records were at- 
tempted and made. The information 
was obtained in a casual way so as to 
present an honest and fair estimate 
of the reproductive power of the pure 
bred sow and what she can do on the 
farm when given proper attention in 
the way of food and shelter. 

The first farm reported nine sows 
farrowing 99 pigs and raising 77 of 
them. Six of these litters were raised

than ever before the importance of the 
hog in our livestock markets. Few of 
us realize that during 1921 the popula- 
tion of this country ate as many 
pounds of pork, not including lard, as 
it did of other farm meat animals. The 
past year had demonstrated that the 
farmer is not the only one who can 
go wrong in his judgment of the future 
hog business. Last summer most. of 
the packers looked for a comparative- 
ly low hog market during the past 
winter, and one of the prominent pack- 
ers sent out bearish information to the 
effect that we would have a five cent 
market, but the American people have 
fooled the packers by consuming larg- 
er quantities of pork products than had 
been considered probable. The result 
is that the hog market is strong and 
the outlook is good. 

Reports gathered from buyers, com- 
mission men and shippers seem to in- 
dicate that we are not going to have 


an increase in hogs this year in line 
with governmental estimates of the 
number of brood sows bred for spring 
farrow. The losses in many cases 
have ‘been heavy. However, as a 
whole, it looks as if we have about a 
normal crop. 

Our expert trade for lard, which was 
a record-maker in 1921, is holding up 
very well and the consumption of fresh 
pork is so great that the packers have 
but very little accumulation in their 
cellars. :

COUGHING IS DANGEROUS 


Pigs That Have Trouble Probably 
Have Long Round Worms 


Coughing pigs generally are affected 
with worms, says the animal hus- 
bandry men at Iowa State College. 
These worms are dangerous to the 
life of the pig and will soon spread 
around among the herd unless proper 
care is taken. 

Where pigs are noticed to be cough- 
ing they should be treated with a com- 
pound made of 8 grains of santonin, 
two drams of areca nut, 2 grains of 
calamel, and one dram of sodium bi- 
carbonate. ive this sized does to 
every hundred pounds of pig, cutting 
down the dose or adding to according 
to the size of the animal. Any drug- 
gist will prepare the doses in capsules 
at a small cost. 

After the administration of the dose 
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see that the pigs are removed to a 
pasture that is clean and that has 
plenty of clean straw for bedding, and 
do not leave the pigs in the old pen 
as it is often infected.

sharp knife. The principal thing to 
keep in mind in trimming the toes 
is to keep the hoof or horny part trim- 
med as short as possible in order that 
the quick or cushion will draw back. 
Ry so doing the toes have a tendency 
te shorten which is the desired effect. 
You never notice any foot trouble in 
short toed hogs; it is usually the long 
toed hog that causes lameness and 
other troubles. In case that toes are 
trimmed too short and lameness is 
caused, mud wallows will help take 
the inflammation out of such feet. It 
might be well to disinfect with iodine, 
lysol, dip or some other good disin- 
fectant. 

The hog should be placed on a level 
floor and required to stand in a nat- 
ural position. By so doing you are 
given an opportunity to see how the 
feet and legs line up as well as to ob- 
serve the condition of the foot. As 
soon aS you have found out what is re- 
quired, the next thing is to hold the 
animal and begin trimming. For this 
purpose use either a crate or use a 
rope on the opposite hind and front 
feet, Two ropes are necessary, from 
six to eight feet long and slipped 
around the pastern. The important 
thing is to have plenty of active help 
around. The minute the animal is

down, everybody should be on the job, 
because you do not want any excess 
trouble, and heating of the animal or 
any straining. Early in the morning 
when it is cool is a good time to start 
operations. 

There are several common tenden- 
cies on the part of the growing foot 
that should be looked after. In the 
first place the feet should be kept ab- 
solutely level. Naturally the inside 
toe is a little bit smaller and for that 
reason less trimming should be done 
on it than on the outside toe. Toes 
should be trimmed just as close as pos- 
sible ;without drawing blood. Nature 
hag provided against this by providing 
a white layer of tissue between the 
bone and the portion that contains the 
blood vessels. For that reason the 
rougher part of the hoof can be taken 
off with a knife or nippers and the fin- 
ishing touches put on with the rasp. 
You hear the expression, “cutting 
down to the quick,’ which simply 
means that you should cut down to 
as near the meaty portion as possible 
without drawing blood. By using a 
combination of knife, nippers and rasp 
you can cut down as near the meaty 
portion as is desired. 

If the animal is pigeon toed, trim 
the outside toe the lowest in order 
to throw thig toe over toward the out- 
side. Trim ail off the inside toe but 
not on the bottom. This will have a 
tendency to reshape the toes and 


make them appear straight. The idea 
to keep in mind in trimming the pig- 
eon toe is to thraw the bulk of the 
weight to the outside toe and to trim 
the inside toe to make the two toes 
appear straight. In spreading toes the 
hoof should be kept short all around 
and the inside of the toes trimmed the 
shortest. 
Avoid Too Much Flesh. 

So far as feeding is concerned the 
same rations should be employed as 
recommended in the first article and- 
the main things to keep in mind are 
that the animal’s bowels are kept in 
a laxative condition and that the ani- 
mal is not getting too fat. It is im- 
possible to take eight, ten or twelve 
animals and put them in the same lot, 
and feed the game ratio and expect 
each one of them to put on the same 
erowth. Some animals put on fat 
quicker than others and for that rea- 
son it is a good idea to keep a thorough 
watch of the herd and as soon as any 
animal shows a tendency towards lay- 
ing on flesh too quick, separate it 
from the rest of the bunch and change 
its ration to such feeds that do not 
contain so much fatting elements. 

It should be borne jin mind that the 
animals should carry about the same 
amount of flesh at show time in order 
to show uniform finish and type. Too 
much flesh affects not only the type 
of the animal and makes it appear not

it appear loggy. Many animals that 
have become too fat have proved to 
be non-breeders because too many 
layers of fat accumulated around the 
reproductive organs. 
Give Plenty of Exercise. 

Exercising the Show herd is just as 
an essential part of fitting as is the 
feeding of the herd. The young pigs 
up to the junior yearling class usually 
exercise enough unless possibly some 
times the boars do not exercise quite 
enough. The exercising hardens the 
animal and also developes the stride 
and carriage of the animal and has a 
tendency to keep the animal from be- 
coming soft and podgy and _ also 
stretches out the animal. 

Exercise js very essential for the 
boars. If the boar is not exercising as 
much as he should in his lot, he should 
be started out with a quarter mile 
walk and back on the road, allowing 
him his time, letting him pick grass as 
he goes along, but et the same time 
moving fast enough to cover the re- 
quired distance. It is just as import- 
ant to have a boar in working condi- 
tion by the time the Show circuit 
opens as it is to have a horse in work- 
ing order by the time the season opens 
in the spring. Thig walk should be 
taken jn the morning, preferably be- 
fore feeding. It is cooler at this time 
of the day, the blood will be put 
thoroughly in circulation, the bowels 
thcroucshly emptied, and the boar will 
1elish his feed, and cznsume enough 
to make his proper growth and de- 
velopment. 

There is another important essen- 
tial in connection with exercising and 
that is that it gives you an opportunity 
to teach the animal how to carry it- 
self. In exercising an animal it is 
well to have either a cane or whip by 
which the animal is guided. Touching 
the animal in certain ways with the 
cane or whip will indicate whether or 
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not you want the animal to stop, pose, 
turn to the right or to the left. Dur- 
ing exercising special attention should 
be given to the proper carriage of the 
animal, seeing that it walks away with 
the proper stride and speed and that 
it carries its body stylishly. At this 
time you have a chance to study your 
animal, to find its weakness which 
you should try to correct before Show 
time. Very often by posing the ani- 
mal properly the good points of the 
animal show up so well that the weak- 
er points are over-shadowed. 

After the animal has exercised and 
has had its feed it wants to be made 
comfortable, and this can not be done 
in a lot that contains neither shade 
nor water available at all times for 
the comfort of your animals.

for a short feeding period so that the 
price at the market may be increased. 
Usually it does not pay to feed such 
sows for any length of time on account 
of the large amount of feed required to 
produce gains. A full feed of corn with 
a little grass for 20 to 50 days will 
materially improve the killing quali- 
ties and selling value of suckled sows. 
More feed will be consumed when a 
little protein supplement is added but 
seldom does it bring returns on ma- 
tured stock that is being fattened 
for such a short period. From 500 to 
700 pounds of concentrates. are re- 
quired to produce 100 pounds of gains 
on thin sows whereas pigs produce 
the same amount of gains on 400-500 
pounds of concentrates. Old sows 
usually make less economical gains 
than young ones. Soaking and even 
grinding the corn may pay in feeding 
such stock.

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How To Permanently Keep The Durocs In The Lead 


The following statement by former Governor of Illinois, 
Frank O. Lowden, may well be applied to the great Duroc 
Swine Industry as well as the Holstein, which has won 
first position in prominence in the eyes of dairy breeders, 
through cooperative effort. 

'This breed has nine state associations actively engaged 
in promoting their breed. 

“In these days when we are turning more and more 
to cooperative effort among farmers, we are finding co- 
operation most effective when it is first practiced in small 
units. 

“The county unit has an opportunity to build up a 
good will in its business, which is more difficult for a 
state organization and almost impossible for the National. 

“The county breed association can, upon the same 
principle,.do a ‘hundred things for the advancement of the 
breed, which cannot ‘be done in larger units. 

“Strong state associations are necessary if we are to 
have a strong national association. State associations are 
necessarily in closer contact with the breeders of their 
several states than the National Association can possibly 
be. They know their needs better. They can secure a 
closer cooperation among their breeders than can the 
national association. 'The wise policy, therefore, of the 
National Breed association is to encourage and stimulate 
‘the state association everywhere. 

“The state association in its turn will be strong and 
successful in proportion to its ability to foster and 
strengthen county associations. 

“The profoundest students of our government believe 
that the security and strength of cur great nation depends 
largely upon the federal principle which was made one of 
the corner stones of our government. That principle secured 
to the states their absolute supremacy in all matters which 
were primarily of state concern. The states themselves 
have adopted the same principle of providing for local 
self-government in the several communities of the state. 
The state is strong, therefore, in proportion to the vitality 
in its several parts. The nation is strong in proportion as 
the states are strong. The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, covering a vast territory and numbering many 
thousands of members, must act upon the federal prin- 
ciple if it would make its organization strong and virile 
and permanent.”

out to County Advisers and Local 
Association officers.

good judging services at your shows. 

At the recent meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Illnois Duroc As- 
sociation considerable time was de 
voted to breed promotion work 
throughout the state. In this discus- 
sion one of the main factors brought 
up was that of judges at County 
Fairs. 


During this discussion a resolution 
was adopted instructing the Secretary 
to write to the President and Secre- 
tary of each County Duroc Associa- 
tion in Counties where there is an 
Association, and to County Advisers 
throughout the state asking that 
special attention be given to the selec- 
tion of judges for Duroc ‘Shows in 
the local County. 

A number of exhibitors are included 
cn our Board of Directors and it 1s 
their opinion that the showmen should 
be given every consideration for the 
following reasons: first, this exhibitor 
is doing breed promotion work at 
your local show by increasing the 
number of Durocs on the grounds; 
second, he has spent time, effort and 
money in making this exhibit; third, 
the money he receives in premiums 
will not offset his expenses in most 
cases; fourth, every successful Fair 
has a good livestock exhibit and hogs 
make up a big part of the exhibit; 
fifth,the Duroc exhibitor is carrying 
the load for the Duroc men that do 
not exhibit; (In other words he _ is 
keeping the Durocs jn front of the 
people which helps every Duroc man 
in the County as well as the exhibit, 
especially if there is a big show out); 
sixth, the amount of money expended 
by the Fair Association in securing 
a competent judge is mediocre ag com- 
pared with the time and expense 
that the exhibitor puts in; seventh, 
the exhibitor js entitled to a competent 
judge. 

This Association, therefore, jwould 
ask that you recommend a man to 
your County Fair or Show who will 
have the confidence of the exhibitors 
because he has knowledge of type and 
breed, and experience ag a judge. In 
case that you are not able to recom- 
mend such a man, this Association 
will gladly send you a list of men of 
experience and integrity. 

I assure you it is the desire of the 
Illinois Duroc Association to cooperate 
with you locally in making your Duroc 
show the best swine show on the 
grounds.

USE OLD OIL FOR HOGS. 


Can Be Used Without Damage to Hogs 
to Prevent Lice 

‘Old oil from automobile crank cases 
need not be thrown away and wasted, 
says the animal husbandry men at 
Iowa State College. Take the oil and 
allow it to settle and pour off the sur- 
face oil and place it in the hog oilers. 

Altho some people are _ skeptical 
about the uses of this kind of oil, it 
is safe to hogs say the men at Ames, 
with a possible exception of white 
hogs. These have a rather delicate 
skin and often it is blistered thru the 
use of the oil. 


By allowing the oil to stand for a 
while before using it the fine particles 
of metal settle out and can be dis-

carded. There is not much danger of 
these particles working into the hog’s 
skin. A saving. can be made by the 
use of this refuse oil and the hogs 
kept free from lice by its use.

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PIG CLUB NOTES 


THE FUTURE OF THE DUROC BREED RESTS WITH 


THE CLUB TOUR AND PICNIC 


The club tour is proving to be one 
of the most valuable features of club 
work. July is the month usually 
chosen for the tour. Its objects are 
to give publicity to the work being 
done by the different members and 
to keep up their interest in the work. 
An itinerary of stops should be 
planned. The number of members to 
be visited will vary. If possible all 
the members should be visited, but if 
this number is too large, however, 
only those projects that have some- 
thing of particular interest may be 
included. The projects visited should 
demonstrate some worth while prac- 
tice. The parents should be invited 
on these tours, and the program ar- 
ranged to include something of inter- 
est to them. Often times other things 
on the farm such as a sweet clover 
field, or a herd of pure bred hogs may 
be seen. County swine associations 
may find it advisable to visit club 
members on the same day that they 
hold their regular tour. This will show 
the breeders what the Pig club boys 
are doing and at the same time should 
encourage some of the club members 
to try to continue in their work as 
breeders. Many of the parents of the 
members can also be interested in 
pure bred swine through such a tour. 
Every county association and Pig club 
should hold a tour during the summer. 
Tours may be combined with a picnic 
lunch and speaking if it seems advis- 
able. 


GALLATIN COUNTY 
STARTS PIG CLUB

So you had bet- 
ter be on the lookout for the Union 
County Duroc Breeders’ Association 
as we hope to do something this sea- 
son.”

“In regard to dope for the Pig Club 
section of The Dependable Duroc, T 
will say that we have the largest num- 


ber of typy pigs being fed and fitted 
by Pig Club members this year that 
we have had to date,’ writes H. J.

“The Durocs have also made a very 
noticeable increase in numbers over 
the other breeds this year. The Duroc 
will be represented in all three of 
the Pig Club classes: the Sow and 
Litter, the Pure Bred Gilt, and the Fat 
Barrow, in goodly numbers.”

“Your letter to me at Waverly, as 
the Morgan County Pig Club Leader, 
has been forwarded to Winchester 
where I am agricultural teacher in the 
high school,” writes Edward L. Dil- 
lon. As I am the leader of a com- 
munity pig club also, I will tell you 
a little about what we are doing.” 
“The Winchester Community Pig 
Club was organized in November, 1921, 
and includes both high school boys 
and girls from the country schools in 
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this community. In all, 18 boys are 


enrolled, each of whom have a regis- 
tered sow and litter of pigs, most of 
them farrowed in March. 

“Among these litters are eight of 
Durocs, six of Poland China, and four 
of Spotted Poland Chinas. Each boy 
had the privilege of selecting his own 
sow, and we have a large number of 
out-standing pigs. 

“Tt is our intention to hold a show 
and gale in September, and in all prob- 
ability will show at some of the larg- 
er shows this fall. The boys have 
taken a great deal of interest in the 
work, and a number of breeders of 
registered Durocs are being added to 
our county list.”

During the time when he was raising 
market hogs, he tried all breeds. Final 
ly he bought three pure bred Duroc 
gilts bred to a pure Duroc boar. The lit- 
ters from these gilts did better than 
anything he had previously owned, and 
out of these three gilts he kept ten 
gilts, bought a pure bred boar in 1915 
and kept litter records. 

From that time on he continually 
built up his herd, adding to it and 
culling out each year to make it bet-- 
ter, and today standing at the head of 
his herd is Imperial Orion Again, a 
son of Imperial Orion, a boar sgur- 
passed by none in the breeding pen.

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ESSENTIAL THINGS IN BUILDING A HOG HOUSE 


Practical Suggestions Which Will Mean The Difference Between 
Success and Failure In Your Swine Breeding Operations. 


John M. Evvard and J. B. Davidson, 


Proper housing is essential to suc- 
cessful swine production, and yet it is 
ofttimes overlooked. Dry, sanitary, 
comfortable conditions must be pro- 
vided if one wishes the best returns 
in the pork producing business. The 
hog is not as well protected with 
natural covering as most domestic 
animals. He relies mainly on the pro- 
duction of thick layers of fat, which 
provide considerable protection. All 
hogs are not so fortunate, however, 
as to be fat; hence they must depend 
upon their hair or bristle covering, 
which is inadequate, even tho abund- 
ant, in the zero days of winter. Sensi- 
ble shelter, therefore, is in order, be- 
cause it saves food, provides comfort, 
and saves money. 

Swine are quite susceptible to the 


unfavorable influences of dampness, 
cold, heat, and drafts. The new-born 
pig farrowed in January, February 


or March, must be intelligently housed 
in warm, dry, well ventilated quarters 
to secure good returns. 

The Essentials of an Ideal Hog House. 

The satisfactory house for hogs 
should possess these requirements: 

1. Warmth: The newly farrowed 
pigs especially demand protection. 
Early pig production is impossible 
without warm shelter. Stock hogs 
thrive best when they are not com- 
pelled to shiver from cold and thus 
burn up feed which would otherwise 
be converted into tissue. The winter- 
ing sow makes good use of a warm 
sleeping bed. In truth, all classes of 
swine demand reasonably warm shel- 
ter if maximum returns are expected. 
Sudden extremes of temperature are 
to be avoided. 

2. Dryness: To expect thrift in 
damp musty quarters is not logical. 
The dripping of condensed moisture 
from roof and walls is seriously ob- 
jectionable. (Metallic constructions 
are open to deserved critcism in this 
respect; wooden inside sheathing 
helps considerably. Masonry, unless 
built with hollow air space, is some- 
what liable to cause this undesirable 
condensation. A dry, well-drained 
floor, as well as dry, tight roof and 
walls, are all essential. 


3. Abundance of light and direct sun- 
light: ‘Without sunlight we cannot 
have a profitable swine husbandry. 
Sunlight is the great and universal 
germ destroyer and kills disease-caus- 
ing organisms. It promotes dryness, 
warmth, and ventilation, thus better- 
ing hygienic conditions. Direct sun- 
light should strike each part of the

interior of the house at some time 
during the day; and the pens should 
be well sunned, especially in the far- 
rowing months of February, March 
and April. The forenoon sun has un- 
usual value, coming as it does im- 
mediately after a relatively long, dark, 
and ofttimes cool and damp night, so 
weakening to young and suckling pigs. 
In the hot summer months some shade 
should be provided to ward off the di- 
rect sun. 


4. Shade: The hog actually suffers 
more from the heat of summer than 
he does from the cold of winter; he 
should be protected from both. Feed 
is wasted in overcoming both extreme 
cold and severe heat. High tempera- 
ture dulls the appetite so essential for 
profitable pork production. Hogs oft- 
times die under the direct rays of the 
summer sun. 


5. Ventilation: The hog demands an 
abundance of fresh, pure air; this may 
be easily provided without subjecting 
him to injurious drafts. Summer cool- 
ness is dependent largely on good 
ventilation. The hog suffers much in 
a closely confined, ill ventilated place, 
because he is a productive animal that 
usually works at ‘‘top-speed;” especial- 
ly is this true when fattening; hence 
he needs an abundance of untainted 
oxygen for his bodily functions. 


6. Sanitation: To clean and disin- 
fect a hog house thorly is often im- 
perative; the building should be free 
from inaccessible cracks and openings 
to permit this. Smooth walls and 
floors without crevices are to be em- 
phasized. Crevices harbor filth, which 


encourages disease; bacteria that 
cause hog cholera, contagious sore 
mouth, white scours, and _ other 
troubles; and parasites, such as lice, 


worms, and mange. Masonry construc- 
tion offers superior sanitary advan- 
tages. Freedom from dust is absolute- 
ly necessary for successful sanitation. 
Dust encourages pulmonary affections, 
manifested by coughing, wheezing. 
sneezing, general lassitude, and dis- 
comfiture. Dust predisposes to pnsu- 
monia, so often fatal. Dust is likely 
to further worm infection of the lungs 
and alimentary tract, an avoidable 
bugbear of swine husbandry. The reg- 
ular removal of litter and manure is 
encouraged and made easy by roof 
doors and gable windows in small hog 
houses. The more easily one can clean 
the house, the more likely it is to be 
clean. Bear in mind that the hog is 
more liable than all other domestic 


animals to gather disease infection 
from unsanitary surroundings; he is 
So anatomically constructed that he 
always breathes, eats and drinks close 
to the ground, where infection abounds. 

7. Safety and comfort: High door- 
sills frequently cause abortion. Rough, 
uneven floors cause much discomfort, 
particularly to the pregnant sow. Slip- 
pery floors result in many accidents. 
Narrow or low doorways, thru which 
Swine must squeeze or crawl, are ob- 
jectionable. Fenders that save the 
lives of suckling pigs are quite indis- 
pensable. 


8. Convenience: House details may 
be arranged to lessen the time and 
labor required to care for the swine 
herd. What is considered as one 
man’s convenience, however, may be 
an inconvenience for his neighbor. Yet 
the following suggestive features are 
all more or less valuable in, hog house 
building: 

Roof doors in small houses and al- 
leys in large houses for quick and 
easy feeding, removal of litter or 
manures, and handling of herd. 

Bins for storage of feeds. 

Doors and windows which open or 
close easily and quickly. 

Room for supplies and appliances, 
such as veterinary medicines and in- 
struments, feed cooker, water heater, 
stove, sleeping cot, and so on. 

Abundant water supply for drinking 
and flushing. 

Ventilators, readily adjustable. 

Litter carriers for removing manure. 

Shade devices, handily managed. 

Attached runners, for quick moving 
of small houses. 

Dipping tank, in or near house. 

Troughs arranged so as to be filled 
and cleaned with dispatch without in- 
terference from hogs. 

Feeding floor, located in or near 
the house. 

Breeding crate and ringing chute 
under and near at hand, for winter 
service especially. 

Tile drainage for flush water may 
be conserved by running into farm 
liquid manure tank. 

‘Minor equipment, such as hurdles, 
automatic waterers, self-feeders, bar- 
rel or rather storage for slops, and oth- 
er devices. 

9. Serviceability: To be useful every 
day in the year means that a house 
must be suitable for farrowing time, 
for summer shade, and for winter pro- 
tection. It is economical at times to 
use the hog house to shelter sheep, 
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especially ewes with lambs, calves, or 
other domestic animals, thus adding to 
all around serviceability. However, 
that is not usually advisable. The 
more continuous service one secures, 
the less the daily cost for shelter; to 
obtain a maximum of housing at a 
minimum of expense is the economic 
and practical objective goal. 

10. Sufficient size to shelter ad- 
vantageously: The capacity should 
be consistent with the number, weight, 
and class of hogs to be housed in the 
various seasons. To avoid overcrowd- 
ing, have plenty of floor and overhead 
space; ventilation and comfort is thus 
promoted. 

141. Durability: A house must with- 
stand wind, rain, hail, snow, temper- 
ature, and the daily wear and tear of 
actual usage, so as to endure for the 
greatest term of years. Fireproof con- 
struction lessens risk. In general, 
that building which gives the longest 
continuous service is the one which is 
most worthy of consideration. 

42. Reasonably low first cost: This 
should be consistent with the service 
rendered. 

13. Minimum cost of maintenance: 
This charge may be systematically 
compared in various types of con- 
struction by placing them on the basis 
of the cost per annum, per sow, per 
litter, or per hog in general. A maxi- 
mum of service for a minimum of up- 
keep charges is the ideal to work to- 
ward. 

14. Pleasing appearance. A _ satis- 
factory house harmonizes with its sur- 
roundings, it is neat in architectural 
design and sensible in constructive- 
ness. In general, to add to rather than 
detract from the appearance should be 
the builder’s ambition. 

The Location of the Hog House. 

The prospective site for the hog 
house should be carefully studied. 
Some of the more important consider- 
ations to be emphasized are: 

1. Economy of labor and time in 
management: To save time and 
energy, feed, water and bedding should 
be near at hand. Locate so the house 


will fit in with the general scheme 
for doing farm chores. Unnecessary 
steps are profitably dispensed with. 

2. Sufficient drainage: Rolling 
ground is unquestionably best for 
drainage, while low, level land is usual- 
ly damp and unfit for swine. Sandy 
soils furnish a desirable base because 
water drains readily from them. Heavy 
clay. or gumbo, water-holding soils are 
to be avoided. Drain tile may often 
be used to advantage. 

3. Sunny exposure. Select an open, 
well-sunned space, because the direct 
sunlight must reach all portions of the 


house. Avoid the heavy ghade of 
trees and other buildings. 
4. Southern slope: The southern 


slope is preferable because of its 
warmth, which means much to the suc- 
cessful raising of suckling pigs. 
Warmth, dryness, and natural air 
drainage, all conducive to the best 
results with pigs, are promoted by the 
southern slope. 

5. Protective windbreaks: The ex- 
treme cold winds in Illinois come from 
the northwest. The most efficient 
site, therefore, should be to the south- 
east of a good, substantial windbreak 
of hills, trees, buildings, fences, or 
their happy combination. 

6. Nearness to pasture and sum- 
mer shade: Convenient pasture and 
shade are both indispensable for eco- 
nomical pork production. 

7. Suitable elevaticn: The high 
situation is apt to be bleak, cold, and 
difficult of approach; the low. damp 
and unhealthy. The happy medium of 
elevation is best for man and beast. 

8. Prevention of odors reaching dwel- 
ling: Inasmuch as somewhat unpleas- 
ant odors may otherwise be carried to 
the farm dwelling, the piggery should 
be a reasonable distance therefrom, 
and preferably not in the direction 
from whence the prevailing winds 
come. 

9. Lessened risk from disease infec- 
tion: Locations in close proximity to 
public highways, railroads, and open 
waterways, unless free from possible 
infection, and that source of danger 
should be considered. A reasonably 
complete isolation of the swine herd 
is advantageous. 

The Two Types of Hog Houses. 

Piggeries are of two general types, 
the large, centralized community, or 
stationary, and the small, individual, 
or movable. 

The centralized house generally con- 
tains a number of pens which may or 
may not have movable partitions. It 
is a comparatively large, elaborate, 
and durable structure. Undoubtedly 
there is much of merit in the central- 
ized system of swine housing and 
management. 

The individual house has but one 
pen, hence the name; this usually ac- 
commodates a sow and her litter. It 
is small, simply constructed, and com- 
paratively durable. 

The happy combination of the two 


types of houses, the centralized sup- 
plemented with the individual, finds 
favor in the practice of many of the 
most successful swine men. Bach 
type of house has its own peculiar ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, whereas 
the two together so counterbalance 
in their merits and demerits as to 
make a very efficient, practical system 
of swine housing. Our own experience 
favors the combination system. 

The value of the individual housing 
system is recognized in a general way 
by many hog men; however, few 
realize and appreciate all the ad- 
vantages thereof. A careful study of 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
this system will repay in that it will 
enable one to determine the adaptabil- 
ity of this type to local conditions. 
Advantages of the Community House. 

(Com»ared with the Movable) 

Comparing the two types of houses 
we find the following advantages 
favoring the community house as com- 
pared with the movable: 

1. Time and Labor 
Less: The facilities for warming, 
feeding, watering and administering 
medicines are more convenient be- 


Required are 


‘cause they are all under one roof; the 


quarters may be quickly sunned; vent- 
ilation is readily controlled; promising 
pigs may be more quickly exhibited 
to prospective buyers; the sows are 
all under one cover during the farrow- 
ing season, and the repairs and main- 
tenance are more easily kept up in one 
big house on a permanent foundation 


and relatively near the farmstead 
buildings. 
2. Durability Greater: The Com- 


munity house permits of masonry con- 
struction, so substantial and fireproof. 
The flooring is practically unmovable, 
and it has a solid foundation, which 
makes for longer service. 

3. Lighting from Direct and Diffuse 
Sunlight More Practically Arranged: 
The direct sunshine is usually more 
practically secured in the large house 
because of the better natural ad- 
vantages of greater height, wider and 
longer dimensions, and bigger roof. 

4. Ventilation may be More System- 
atic: The ventilators are easily ad- 
justable and the principles of suceess- 
ful ventilation are more easily intro- 
duced in the larger type house. 

5. General Equipment Usually Less. - 
and More Compact: Fewer troughs 
are required, unless it be special 
times, inasmuch as more pigs run te: 
gether and all troughs are used to 
their capacity; likewise fewer  self- 
feeders, salt and condimental boxes 
and other devices of simple  equip- 
ment are needed. 

6. Close Attention to the Herd Quite 
Possible: With sows under one roof, 
vigilant attention at crucial times, 
such as farrowing, becomes easy and 
practical. 

7. Herdsman Experiences a Mini- 
mum of Exposure: In the busy far

200 MEMBERS IN 
EDGAR COUNTY CLUBS 


“T am sending you a brief outline of 
the Edgar County Sow and _ Litter 
club,” writes Henry F. Crosby, Edgar 
County club leader. ‘‘There are at 
present, two hundred members as com- 
pared to the membership of twelve in 
1918. Of this large membership, seven- 
ty are raising pure bred Duroc litters.” 

“The plan of organization is rather 
simple and consisted of the banks of 
the county purchasing pure bred gilts 
and farming them out to worthy boys 
and girls with the only condition that 
they return two sow pigs to the banks 
in the fall. This plan is working out 
very nicely as records to date show 
that six pigs is the average litter saved 
to weaning time. 

“The ration recommended for club 
members’ use is as follows: Equal 
parts of ground corn and ground oats 
with the addition of oil meal. The 
pigs are now on pasture and for the 
most part have been fed worm cap- 
sules. The spring litters are now be- 
ing vaccinated for cholera by the 
licensed veterinarians of the county 
and to date no pigs have been lost as 
a result. ‘ 

“The club members and their par- 
ents are enthusiastic over the success 
of the plan and our county Duroc as- 
sociation will put up dollar for dollar 
with the County Fair association for 
the Duroc special prizes in the Pig 
Club work.” 


MERCER ASSOCIATION 
AIDS PIG CLUBS 


“Tam glad to say that Pig Club work 
is going stronger than ever before in 
Mercer county. We have sixty-one 
boys and girls in our summer Pig Club 
work and twenty-one in our sow and 
litter work,’ writes A. R. Kemp, Pig 
Club leader, Mercer county. 


“The summer Pig Club work is di- 
vided into two parts, the barrow feed- 
ing and the pure bred gilt. Twenty- 
two boys and girls are in the bar- 
row feeding project, and 39 in 
the pure bred gilt. The pure 
bred gilt work is divided as follows 
according to breeds: Chester White, 
8 entries with 14 gilts; Poland China, 
10 with 12 gilts; Hampshire, 7 with 12 
gilts, and Duroc Jersey, 14 entries 
with 18 gilts. 

“The sow and litter club is divided 
among the following breeds: 4 Du- 
rocs, 6 Hampshires, 4 Poland China, 4 


Chester White, 2 Spotted Poland China 
and 2 Tamworth. One hundred sixty- 
five pigs were farrowed from these 21 
sows. One hundred thirty-nine pigs 
were living at the end of the first 
month. Two of the sows lost their 
entire litter. 

“The large number of entries espec- 
ially in the Duroc Jersey gilt project, 
is due to the Mercer County Duroc as- 
sociation. The breeders are behind 
this project and have been pushing it 
strongly. Several of the breeders let 
the boys go into their herds and pick 
out the best gilts. Because of this 
fact, an especially typy bunch of gilts 
have been put out to the boys and girls 
in the Duroc class.” 


LOGAN COUNTY HAS 
PIG CLUB FUTURITY. 
“Mr. J. H. Checkley is the new 
Adviser here, and I have only been 
connected with the office since June 
ist, so neither of us have had time to 
accomplish ends desired,” write Ralph 
N. Brown, Club Leader, Logan County. 
“However, have arranged to put out 


a few pigs at the last moment. The 
breeders of the County have coopera- 
ted with ug in getting some of these 
pigs located. Several of the breeders 
have placed spring gilts with respon- 
sible boys and girls, who in return for 
same agreed to show animals in the 


County Show in the name of the 
breeder, and the breeder in turn 
agrees to take first choice of litter 


from this gilt next spring in payment 
for same.’ 


‘We are not getting any great 
number of pigs placed by this method, 
but those that are placed are of the 
very best quality, and are placed in 
responsible hands. I am very much 
in favor of this plan, because it is 
one that works to the interest of both 
‘contracting parties. It is to the breed- 
ers interest to give the boy a winning 
pig, and the boy feels responsible to 
the breeder to take the very best of 
care of the gilt.’ 


“As further encouragement to the 
boys, we have arranged to have a 
Futurity Show for the boys in the 
County Fair, 


My Pig Club Work And Experiences. 


By Luella Hurst, 
Pig Club Girl, Peoria County. 


“T am a member of the Trivoli Good 
Luck Pig Club and am very proud of 
it. ‘When I first heard of the club to 
be started, I was a little backward 
about joining, for I had an imagination 
that it would be too hard for me to 
keep up the duties of the club. 


“Before we organize our club, our 
Assistant Farm Adviser came out and 
talked to me about the club and its 
duties, gave me a manual, and said for 
me to think the matter over, and 
would like also for me to become a 
member. I finally thought about it 
and when they met to organize their 
club, I went up and joined. 


“Then shortly after we organized, 
our club leader and _ several other 
breeders came and picked the _ gilt 
they thought the type for me to feed. 
I bought it from my brother, and im- 
mediately fixed a nice pen for it in 
the orchard and began to feed it. 


“When the first of July came I had 
to weigh my gilt and start my record 


of the feeds fed from the date until 
show day. During this time I learned 
many things about hogs, also how to 
care for them and grow them for show 
and size. 


“Hogs require proper care. The 
greatest thing one must be free from 
is disease. The lot and shed especial-~ 
ly must be kept free from filth and 
dirt. The surroundings should be fumi- 
gated often so as to kill any germs 
that might occur. 


“The type of hog for show must be 
large boned, lengthy and well \up on 
their toes. 'Their feet should be kept 
well trimmed. Another thing in grow- 
ing hogs is the kind of feed fed. For 
growthy hogs, they must be fed 
ground oats mixed with milk or but- 
termilk, not much corn. Some tank- 
age, a little stock food every week or 
two put in the slop also helps diges- 
tion. 


“A growing pig should be in a large 
lot where they can get plenty of exer- 
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cise and a good forage. During the 
time I fed my gilt I would get a bucket 
of water, a good brush, and a bar of 
soap and give my pig a bath once or 
twice a week to keep her skin in good 
condition. 

“In the afternoon or evening I 
would get her out of her pen and 
chase her around for a half hour train- 
ing her so she would act real nice 
show day. When show day came I 
could drive her most any place I want- 
ed her. 

“Then came time to get ready for 
the show. I scrubbed my gilt, trimmed 
her up, and got her ready, but she 
couldn’t stay clean until it came time 
to show her so it had to be done over 
again before she was taken to the 
show ring. 

“T showed my gilt at the National 
Swine Show and National Implement 
and Vehicle Show at Peoria, Illinois, 
and won three blue ribbons and one 
red, and also got second on my record 
book. I won first in the District Fu- 
turity in the open class, first in the 
Peoria County Special, first in the 
Peoria County Pig Club, and second in 
the National Pig Club. 

“I kept my gilt and have entered 
the Sow and Litter Project this year. 
I have a litter of five pigs and they 
are doing fine. I am feeding my lit- 


ter the same as I did my gilt last year 
and hope I will be there again this 
year with as many blue ribbons as 


herd. I already have my pigs immune 
from cholera. 

“My Pig Club work has certainly 
been a benefit to me, for I not only 
has learned a lot about hogs, but en- 


joyed also to think what I own, and 
I think every boy or girl that has the 
least chance at all should join a club 
if it is at all possible for them to do 
so.”

SEPARATE THE GOOD 
PIGS FROM THE HERD 


Have you ever been in a man’s herd 
where he let pigs that would have to 
sell’by the pound run with those that 
had promise of being worthy to be 
used as breeders? Good pigs deserve 
attention and feed that cannot profit- 
ably be given to pigs that are to be 
sold on the market. A few good pigs 
and a few good litters that have been 
well developed will help materially in 
selling pigs that would not attract one 
otherwise. Often a breeder’s reputa- 
tion has rested on a few good indi- 
viduals that are raised each year. 
(Many times has this reputation been 
associated with the development of 
one or a very few good individuals in 
several years. The great number of 
animals developed in a herd may be 
the principal difficulty in building a 
good herd. By separating the good 
pigs at this time and feeding them for 
a good growth this summer greater 
progress in the advancement of the 
herd will result.

SOYBEANS VS. RAPE IN 
CORN FOR HOGGING DOWN 
The Ohio Experiment Station re- 
ports that rape sown in the corn at 
the last cultivation is more satisfac- 
tory for hogging down than soybeans 
planted at the same time as the corn. 
(More rapid and economical gains were 
produced on corn and rape than on 
corn and soybeans in one experiment 
when no tankage was fed and in two 
experiments when tankage was fed. 
The yield of corn was reduced 5.13 
bushels by soy beans and .46 bushels 
by rape. The cost of seed and seed- 
ing favored rape. W. L. Robison says 
that soybeans doubtless deserve a 
place on a great many farms but that 
they are not an adequate supplement 
to corn and should not be relied upon 
to take the place of tankage or similar 
feeds.

AMOUNTS OF SKIMMILK 
NEEDED TO BALANCE RATION 
The question as to how much skim- 
milk is needed to balance the ration 
when shelled corn and barley are fed 
is often raised. This will depend on 
the age and weight of pigs, for they 
need a smaller proportion of protein 
as they grow older. The results of our

trials show that the following amounts 
of skimmilk are sufficient to balance 
corn for pigs not on pasture: Pigs up 
to 50 pounds, 6 to 4 pounds of skim- 
milk for each pound of corn eaten; 
pigs weighing 50 to 75 pounds, 4 
pounds of skimmilk per pound of corn; 
pigs weighing 75 to 100 pounds, 3 
pounds milk; pigs weighing 100 to 
150 pounds, 2.5 pounds milk; pigs 
weighing 150 to 200 pounds, 2 pounds 
milk; pigs over 200 pounds, 1.5 or 
even 1 pound milk per pound of corn. 
Where barley is fed in place of corn, 
only about half or two-thirds as much 
skimmilk is needed for each pound of 
grain. 

Pigs fed corn on good pasture will 
need only about half as much skim- 
milk for each pound of grain. If the 
above amounts of skimmilk are avail- 
able, there is no use of adding any oth- 


er protein-rich feed. But if sufficient 
skimmilk is not on hand, it will pay 
to feed a small amount of some other 
supplement like tankage, linseed meal, 
or wheat middlings to balance the ra- 
tion properly.—Wisconsin Stencil Bul- 
letin No. 37.

WHEAT MIDDLINGS AND 

LINSEED MEAL FOR PIGS 


Wheat middlings and linseed meal 
are perhaps tthe protein-rich purchased 
feeds most commonly used in Wis- 
consin for swine. Several trials have, 
therefore, been carried out to find out 
how effective they actually were com- 
pared to skimmilk or tankage in 
balancing corn and barley.

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plement to corn or barley. For ex- 
ample, in two trials the pigs on mid- 
dlings and barley averaged 1.21 pounds 
gain per head daily, while the same 
kind of pigs gained 1.89 pounds with 
skimmilk as the supplement and 1.64 
pounds with tankage. In these trials 
middlings were actually worth only 
about one-sixth as much as tankage 
per ton. Similar results were secured 
with linseed meal. 

However, both these feeds are satis- 
factory when fed right. During two 
summers pigs fed linseed meal or 
middlings with corn on good pasture 
gained nearly as rapidly as those fed 
corn and tankage. There trials show 
linseed meal and middlings should be 
fed on pasture, or for dry lot feeding 
they should be used along with tank- 
age, skimmilk, buttermilk, or whey. 

The value of linseed meal when fed 
in proper combination is further shown 
by the fact that in trials during two 
summers, pigs on pasture which were 
self-fed a mixture of half linseed meal 
and half tankage as the supplement 
to corn gained more rapidly than when 
selffed only tankage as the  supple- 
ment. When thus replacing part of 
the tankage, linseed meal was worth 
as much per ton as tankage.—Wis- 
consin Stencil Bulletin No. 37.

rowing season the caretaker may 
sleep in the general office room, or 
near to the stove and thus be on hand 
for emergencies. 

8. Feed Storage, Water Supply, and 
General Rooms Very Practical. The 
great convenience of indoor feed bins 
and water taps is clear. A mixing 
room equipment with soaking, heat- 
ing and cooking devices near to the 
feeding alley is easily possible. 


9. Sanitation may be Encouraged: 
With substantial, smooth, vermin- 
proof masonry construction, and 


smooth floors made of clay block, cov- 
ered with an inch to an inch and a 
half layer of concrete, the cleaning 
of the house is greatly facilitated and 
encouraged. There are no inaccess- 
ible cracks to harbor lice, mange, and 
other parasites. The sanitary disposal 
of liquid waste thru a sanitary drain- 
age system is made possible. Manurial 
to be done.

A sloping yard with 
natural drainage is ideal. When loca- 
tion is such that there is little fall, 
tile drains will be found helpful. 

2. Serviceability: To be useful in 
continuous service, the floor should 
be as adaptable to the self-feeder sys- 
tem of swine feeding as to the broad- 
cast system. The floor may even be 
used finally as the floor of some future 
building. 

3. Durability: The floor must be 
made to withstand the wear of actual 
service as well as the action of rain, 
wind, frost, etc. The longer it will 
resist these agents, the more  satis- 
factory it will be. 

4. Sanitation: A large percentage of 
the deadly disease germs which make 
such ravages in the swine industry 
gain entrance into the animal’s system 
along with the food. For this reason 
the eating place of a hog should be 
clean and free’from dust, dirt and filth 
that barbor the disease germs.

Plan to Encourage Cleaning 


Up T. B. Accepted by Packers. 


Representatives of the Chicago pack- 
ing companies met at the Saddle and 
Sirloin club today noon on egall of 
Everett C. Brown, president of the Na- 
tional Livestock Exchange, for con- 
sideration of resolutions passed at the 
last exchange convention concerning 
the payment of a premium on car lots 
of hogs produced in a county certified 
as free from tuberculosis. 

Those attending were representa- 
tives of Armour, Swift, Morris, Wiison, 
Independent Packing, Miller & Hart, 
Roberts & Oake and Agar. 

The resolutions were read by Mr. 
Brown, who cited briefly what had 
been accomplished by the National 
Livestock exchange, the Chicago ex- 
change and other member exchanges 
to aid in securing adequate federal and 
state appropriations to eradicate tuber- 
culosis in livestock. 

H. R. Smith and H. R. Davison of 
the Chicago Livestock exchange were 
present. 

Cites Extent of Losses. 


Mr. Smith told of the work that has 
already been done in the general test- 
ing of breeding herds throughout the 
country since the campaign was in- 
augurated in 1916. During that year 
the records of the division of meat in- 
spection show that 2.6 per cent of all 
the cattle killed in the United States 
under federal inspection were re- 
tained for tuberculosis. 

During the past fiscal year 1.9 per 
cent of all the cattle killed in the 
United States under federal inspection 
were retained for tuberculosis, show- 
ing a considerable decrease. The per- 
centage of tuberculosis in hogs has in- 
creased from 2 per cent retained in 
1908 to 13.4 per cent during the six 
months period from July 1, 1921, to 
January 1, 1922. 

This increase in tuberculosis among 
hogs may be partly attributed to the 
extension of the dairy industry, as it 
is observed that hogs shipped from 
dairy districts show a higher percent- 
age of tuberculosis, due to the feed- 
ing of milk infected with the germs of 
this disease. 

It was pointed out that area testing 
has recently been started in many 
states, whereby counties make appro- 
priations for the inauguaration of a 
campaign for the purpose of having all 
breeding and dairy cattle in the coun- 
ty tuberculin tested, the reactors 
slaughtered, stables disinfected and 
other means employed to eliminate 
the disease from the entire county. 

A map was presented to show which 
counties had undertaken area work 
during the past few years, some of 


which are now nearly free from this 
disease. 
Packers to Co-operate. 
The packers representatives admit- 


ted that the loss from tuberculosis was 
such that they could well afford to pay 
a premium of 10c per 100 pounds live 
weight on hogs bred and fed in a tu- 
berculosis free county and expressed 
their willingness to co-operate in this 
way with the National Livestock ex- 
change, member exchanges and state 
and federal sanitary officials for the 
promotion of this work. 

It was agreed by the packers that 
they would instruct their buyers to add 
10c per 100 pounds live weight to the

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PROPOSED NEW REGULATIONS 
IN RECORDING SWINE. 


The following rules concerning elig- 
ibility in recording swine are recom- 
mended for adoption by the various 
record associations. 

These rules have been submitted by 
the National Association of 
Records, an organization of the vari- 
ous record associations. 

Read these rules and write your 
views to your record association secre- 
tary: 

Rules Concerning Eligibility in 
Recording Swine. 
ARTICLE IT. 

Section 1.—For animals farrowed on 
or after March 1, 1923, the only per- 
son who can record a pedigree is the 
person who makes and signs the pedi- 
gree. Pedigrees sent for record can 


be recorded in the name of the buyer 


at the regular recording fee, and in 
addition to the regular recording fee, 
fees shall be charged as follows: 

From date of sale to 60 days there- 
after, no additional fee. 

From 60 days to one year thereafter, 
25e additional fee. 

From one year to two years there- 
after, $1.00 additional fee. 

Section 2.— Pedigrees must be signed 
by the person owning the dam at date 
of farrow. Provided that in case of 
the sale of a recorded sow with a let- 
ter not over three months old _ the 
signature of the purchaser of the pigs 
will be accepted to pedigree of 
the pigs, if proper transfer signed by 
the seller showing the sale of the dam 
and the litter and indicating the lit- 
ter sired by a recorded boar, number 
of pigs of each sex and date of far- 
row, is recorded at the record office. 

ARTICLE II 

The only person who can record 
the transfer of an animal already re- 
corded and sold after March 1, 1923, 
is the seller or his duly authorized 
representative. Transfers sent for 
record can be recorded at the regular 
recording fee and in addition to the 
regular recording fee, this shall be 
charged as follows: 

From date of sale to 60 days there- 
after, no extra fee. 

From 60 days to one year thereafter, 
25c extra fee. 

From one year to two years there- 
after, $1.00 extra fee. 

To be added for each succeeding 
year or ‘fraction thereof, $1.00 extra 
fee. 

ARTICLE III 

When a pure bred hog is sold for 
breeding purposes, the seller shall, 
within a reasonable time, be required 
to furnish to the buyer the papers men- 
tioned in Articles 4 and 5, unless there 
is a direct and definite satement by 
the seller or his agent at the time of

the sale that these papers are not to 
be furnished. 
ARTICLE IV. 

If the animal sold is not  record- 
ed at the time of the sale, the seller 
shall furnish certificate of registry 
showing ownership of the buyer. If 
the animal sold is recorded at the 
time of the sale, the seller must 
furnish evidence showing that the 
animal has been transferred by the 
record association to the name of the 
buyer. 

ARTICLE V. 

If the animal sold is a bred sow, the 
seller must furnish proper evidence 
that the necessary breeding certificate 
has been recorded. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Failure of the seller to send proper 
papers for record as required in 
Articles3, 4 and 5 hereof, within 60 
days from date of sale, shall make 


him liable for provisions hereinafter 


set forth in this Article: Upon com- 
plaint from the buyer to the record 
office of such failure, notice of the 
same shall be sent to the seller by the 
secretary of the record association. 


Should the seller fail to properly com- 
ply with the requirements set forth in 
Articles 3, 4 and 5 herein, or to furnish 
a satisfactory reason therefor within 
30 days after proper notice has been 
mailed him by the secretary of the 
record association, he shall be auto- 


matically suspended from all priv- 
ileges of the record association. The 
record association shall immediately 


after such suspension, proceed in ac- 
cordance with its by-laws to try and 
if found guilty, to permanently expel 
such a person from membership in 
and all rights to the use of the record 
association; or if he is not a member, 
then such a person, if found guilty, 
shall be forever barred the use of the 
record. All suspensions and expul- 
sions may be published by the record 
association in their annual reports and 
through the breed papers. 


CONCLUSIONS ON BARLEY 


1. Barley is an excellent feed for 
swine, ground barley being worth 92 
per cent as much as shelled corn per 
100 pounds. 

2. At present prices corn isa cheap- 
er feed than barley. 

3. Barley should be ground for pigs. 

4. For fattening pigs self-feed the 
ground barley, but don’t self-feed the 
tankage. Mix the barley and tankage 
in the proper proportion.—Wisconsin 
Stencil Bulletin No. 37.

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Cost of Producing Pork In Sections of Iowa and _Illinois--- 


769 Spring Litters---Year 1921. 


United States Department of Agriculture. 


Every man_ producing pork 
should not fail to thoroughly 
read and study this most valu- 
able article on cost of pork pro- 
duction.

In the fall of 1920 the office of Farm 
Management and Farm Economics be- 
gan a study of the cost of producing 
pork upon farms in Henry county, 
Iowa, and Warren county, Illinois. 
This cost study started with sows that 
were bred during that fall, in order to 
get the costs and methods of carrying 
the breeding herd and producing pork 
from pigs farrowed in the spring of 
1921. A brief discussion of the cost 
figures which were gathered, covering 
fifty-one droves of hogs that were 
marketed in the spring of 1922, are 
given in this preliminary report. 

Factors Influencing Cost of Making 
Perk.—Three very important factors 
influencing the cost of making pork on 
these Iowa and Illinois farms were 
(1) size of litter weaned per sow, (2) 
relative economics made in the use of 
feed and labor, and (3) the pork pro- 
duced per sow. As the cost of feeding 
and caring for each sow, from the time 
she was picked to be bred until her 
pigs were weaned, was distributed 
over her offspring, it was natural to 
find that pigs weaned in large litters 
usually cost less than those in small 
litters. Differences in methods of 
feeding and in the quality of hogs 


from one farm to another resulted in 
wide variations in the feed required 
for gain. 

Whole Herd Used as Basis for Cost 
Finding.—The cost (1) of producing

pigs up to the time they were weaned, 
(2) of producing one hundred pounds 
of total pork, whether or not market- 
able, and (3) of producing marketable 
pork, were the three important cost 
figures determined for each drove of 
hogs in this study. 

The cost of little pigs at weaning 
was found by recording all expenses 
for the breeding herd from the time 
the sows were sorted out and bred un- 
til the date of weaning, and. then dis- 
tributing this total expense over the 
number of pigs weaned. Hxpense on 
barren sows and sows aborting dur- 
ing the time they were held in the 
breeding herd was included as a cost. 

The total pork produced consisted 
of the gain in weight in the breeding 
herd added to the gain made by their 
litters. It includes the gain made by 
the hogs that died. The cost of this 
total pork produced is made up of all 
expenses from the date the sows were 
sorted out and bred in the fall until 
all hogs were sold, butchered, cut out 
to be bred, or died. 

Marketable pork includes the gain 
made by all hogs, less the weight of 
the animals that died. ‘The cost of 
this marketable pork includes all ex- 
penses incurred after the sow were 
bred. 

No attempt was made to obtain the 
cost of a live pig on the date of far- 
rowing. However, very careful rec- 


ords were made of the general charac- 


teristics of the sows and boars in the 
breeding herd. and of the conditions 
under which the pigs were farrowed. 
With a view to indicating what influ- 
ence the type of breeding animal and

tion had on the size of litter, the con- 
ditions under which the ten largest 
litters were farrowed over against the 
ten smallest have been assembled in 
the table appearing on the following 
page. Breeding herds farrowing small 
litters carried a large percentage of 
untried gilts, a goodly share of which 
were grade animals. Sows farrowing 
large litters in the spring of 1921 were 
in most instances used in the breed- 
ing herd because their previous lit- 
ters had been large. The number of 
pigs saved was largely determined by 
the condition of the farrowing quarters 
and care in handling the sow and her 
new pigs.

COST OF PIGS AT WEANING 


The size of litters at weaning time in 
the fifty-one droves varied from two 
pigs in one drove to eight pigs in each 
of the two droves weaning the largest 
litters. Nine droves ‘weaning less 
than four pigs to the sow showed an 
average pig cost of $6.70; twenty-one 
droves, weaning from four to six pigs, 
cost $4.76 per pig; eighteen droves, 
weaning six to eight pigs, $4.27. The 
average cost was $4.50. 


One important cause for the wide - 


veriation in the cost of pigs at wean- 
ing was the death losses in some 
droves, due on many farms to care- 
less management and feeding of the 
breeding herd. Thirty-four per cent 
of pigs farrowed were lost before 
weaning time. Of the pigs lost, about 
one-fourth were farrowed dead or so 
weak that they could not stand up, 
and fully one-fourth were laid on by

The average farm prices of the prin- 
cipal feeds used on these hog-produc- 
ing farms during 1921 were: Corn 
35% cents, oats 26 cents, barley 57 
cents, millfeeds $50.76 a ton, tankage 
$55.89, skimmilk 26 cents a hundred 
and pasture 2514 cents for a pasture 
unit day. 


Pork Produced Per Sow.—In’ order 
to compare correctly the amount of 
pork produced from litter upon the 
fifty-one farms where hogs were held 
in the feed lot different lengths of 
time, the average amount produced on 
each farm per sow during 200 days 
from date of farrowing was worked 
out. The farm averaging the smallest 
litters (or two pigs to the sow) made 
473 pounds of pork per sow in 200 
days. The farm making the highest 
record for pork in 200 days made 
1759 pounds from an average of 7.27 
pigs weaned per sow. Two farms pro- 
ducing an average of eight pigs per 
sow ranked second and third, with 
1616 pounds and 1435 pounds of pork 
per sow. | 

Fifteen of the 34 farms not buying 
stocker hogs made upon the average 
over 1,000 pounds of pork per sow in 
200 days. Among the nine droves mak- 
ing gains for less than $5.00 a hundred 
the smallest production of pork per 
sow was 972 pounds; among the hogs 
costing over $7.00 a hundred the high- 
est producing drove made only 1770 
pounds per sow in 200 days. The fol- 
lowing table indicates that there is a 
close relation between the amount of 
pork per sow and the cost of making 
one hundred pounds.

COST OF GAINS ON FALL PIGS 


The high cost of gains, together 
with a high death rate, is commounly 
thought to be prohibitive of feeding 
fall pigs. The feed requirements for 
100 pounds of gain on 48 pigs that 
were full or self-fed corn and tankage 
from shortly after weaning time to 
the time they reached a marketable 
weight was 396 pounds of corn and 
37 pounds of tankage. Charging the 
corn at 56c per bushel and the tank- 
age at $70 per ton, the cost of feed 
for 100 pounds of gain was $5.26. On 
96 pigs that were fed corn, tankage 
and middlings, the feed requirements 
for 100 pounds of gain were 370 pounds 
for 100 Ibs. of gain were 370 lbs. of 
corn, 34 lbs. of tankage and 51 lbs of 
middlings. Charging the corn and tank- 
age at the above prices and middlings 
at $35 per ton the feed cost per 100 
pounds of gain was $5.78. When oth- 
er items of cost are included these re- 
sults are in line with hogs selling at 
$7 to $10 per one hundredweight. With 
adequate facilities and a little time 
and attention during the fall and win- 
ter fall pigs are many times as profit- 
able as spring pigs. 


FEEDING THE PREGNANT SOW. 


While the pregnant sow may go up 
to this time with little other than 
grass, she should have some grain and 
milk or tankage daily during the last 
month. Young sows having raised 
spring litters or old sows producing 
two litters per year regularly need 
extra feed and attention this month 
if they are to successfully raise a fall 
litter and are later required to raise 
the early spring litters. So many 
times a little more care and attention 
about the feeding shortly before far- 
rowing will save trouble and save pigs 
during the suckling period. 


PUSH FALL PIGS 


The point second in importance to 
early farrowing of the fall litter for 
profitable production is to feed the 
young pigs from the start. As soon 


as the pigs will take care of the milk -

from the sow the feed of the sow 
should encourage a heavy milk flow. 
Later the pigs should be fed in creeps 
so that they may learn to eat well be- 
fore being weaned. After weaning 
full-feeding and self-feeding for rapid 
gains and an early spring market are 
highly desirable. 


——— 


BREEDING THE SUCKLING 


The objection is often made against 
fall pigs that the sows have not 
weaned their pigs before breeding 
time. By separating the sows from 
the pigs at night and turning them 
with the pigs during the day after the 
pigs are five or six weeks old, no 
trouble should be found in breeding 
most sows in five to twelve days. This 
practice can also be used in the spring 
when breeding for fall litters. Sev- 
eral weeks may be gained in this way 
should a sow for any reason farrow a 
late litter. 


RELATIVE PRICES OF BARLEY 
AND CORN DECISIVE FACTOR 


The most important question is the 
relative value of these grains per 100 
pounds or per bushel. In these trials 
ground barley was actually worth 2.9 
per cent less per 100 lbs. than shelled 
corn. Some similar trials at other sta- 
tions have shown a slightly lower 
value for barley. Considering all the 
data available we may conclude that 
ground barley is worth about 92 per 
cent as much per 100 pounds or per 
ton as shelled corn for swine feeding. 

The fact must also be taken into 
consideration that barley should be 
ground for swine while it is not neces- 
sary to grind corn. Therefore, to get 
the relative value of whole _ barley, 
(which is to be ground before it is fed) 
the cost of grinding must be deducted. 
For example, if shelled corn is worth 
$1.00 per cwt., ground barley would be 
worth $.92 per cwt, for swine feeding. 
Then if it costs 10 cents a cwt. to 
grind barley, whole barley would ac- 
tually be worth only $.82 a cwt. com- 
pared with shelled corn at $1.00. 

From the value per cwt. the value 
per bushel can be readily computed.

RAISE BARLEY FOR 
STOCK FEEDING 


The fact that good quality barley so 
closely approaches corn in feeding 
value, pound for pound, not only for 
Swine, but also for other classes of 
stock, is of tremendous importance to 
Wisconsin farmers. Not only is the 
feeding value higher than oats, espec- 
ially for fattening animals, but in Wis- 
consin barley also produces on the 
average 19 per cent more pounds of 
grain an acre than does oats. In sec- 
tions of upper Wisconsin where corn 
does not usually mature for cribbing, 
high-yielding pedigree varieties of bar- 
ley developed by the Experiment Sta- 
tion should furnish the main feed for 
livestock. Even in southern Wiscon- 
sin many farmers would profit by 
growing more barley in place of oats. 


— 


PREPARING AND FEEDING BARLEY 


Trials carried out at this and other 
stations show clearly that it pays to 
grind barley for swine. Soaking whole 
barley has been recommended by some 
as a substitute for grinding, but ex- 
periments have shown that soaking is 
decidedly inferior. In a trial carried 
on at this Station in the spring of 
1919, soaked whole barley was worth 
only 60 cents a bushel, compared with 
dry barley at 89 cents a bushel. In 
trials at the Nebraska and Kansas Sta- 
tions soaked whole barley has also 
proved decidedly inferior to ground 
barley. Ground barley is well adapted 
for selffeeding, as it is palatable to 
pigs and they thrive on it. Therefore, 
self-feeding ground barley is recom- 
mended for all fattening pigs. 

Barley is considered richer in pro- 
tein than is corn, containing 9.0 pounds 
digestible crude protein to 100 pounds, 
while corn contains only 7.5 pounds. 
Less protein-rich supplement is need- 
ed, therefore, to balance barley than

MANY BREEDERS VAC- 
CINATING THEIR OWN HOGS 


Throughout the corn belt there is a 
steady increase in the discussion as 
to the wisdom of breeders vaccinating 
their own hogs. The question is being 
brought forward in the legislative halls 
by farmers and breeders who feel that 
this operation is one that may be suc- 
cessfully performed by them and at 
considerable saving. 

A number of states, including Illi- 
nois, Indiana and Missouri have no re- 
strictions, while others like lowa, 
Oklahoma and Tennessee permit farm- 
ers to vaccinate who have passed cer- 
tain state tests. 

Hog cholera vaccination is for pre- 
vention against the disease starting; 
and not as a cure, consequently the 
big factors in successful vaccination 
are to use care in handling the virus, 
be sanitary and know the simple op- 
erations necessary. 

Thousands of breeders feel that no 
one would be as careful in vaccinating 
their animals as themselves, and the 
eovernment reports from states where 
farmers do their own vaccinating show 
that there is no increase in “breaks” 
over states where farmers are not al- 
lowed to vaccinate. 

The question of expense is one that 
keeps many farmers from vaccinating, 
they prefer to run the risk of cholera 
than to pay the vaccination costs.

to balance corn. Pigs can usually be 
trusted to balance their own rations 
when self-fed corn and tankage in 
separate compartments of a self-feed- 
er. But when self-fed barley and tank- 
age separately, they frequently do not 
appreciate that barley contains more 
protein and they eat considerably 
more tankage than they need. This 
is especially likely to be the case with 
pigs on pasture, as they need less of 
such a feed as tankage than pigs with- 
out pasture. 

To find how to avoid this waste, we 
have carried on two trials. In each 
trial one lot was self-fed ground barley 
and tankage free-choice. Another was 
self-fed a mixture of ground barley and 
tankage, in which we have put as much 
tankage as we thought the pigs need- 
ed. Our judgment was better than 
that of the pigs. The free-choice lots 
on the average gained 1.12 pounds a 
head daily, while the mixture-fed pigs 
gained 1.32 pounds. Furthermore, the 
pigs fed only as much tankage as we

In these trials other lots were fed 
various proportions of tankage and 
barley, to find how much tankage was 
required to balance the rations. Such 
trials will be continued with pigs of 
various ages and using cther supple- 
ments than tankage. However, from 
results we have secured already, we 
believe that the following amounts of 
tankage are sufficient for barley-fed 
pigs not on pasture and receiving no 
other protein-rich feed. As the pigs get 
older they require a small proportion 
of protein-rich feed; therefore, the al- 
lowance of tankage is gradually re- 
duced. 

Pigs weighing up to 50 pounds 
should be fed 14 to 11 per cent tankage 
and the balance barley; 50 to 75 
pound pigs, 11 to 8 per cent tankage; 
75 to 100 pound pigs, 8 to 6 per cent 
tankage; 100 to 150 pound pigs, 6 to 
4 per cent tankage; 150 to 200 pound 
pigs, 4 to 3 per cent tankage, and 200 
to 250 pound pigs, 3 to 2 per cent tank- 
age. 

Pigs fed barley on good pasture

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IMPORTANT CHANGES IN 
HEALTH REGULATIONS 


The following regulations issued 
from the office of the state veterinar- 
ian, Springfield, Illinois, effective 
June 10, 1922, have been formulated 
to supersede all previous regulations 
in force within the State of Illinois, to 
govern hogs and cattle intended for 
show purposes at county fairs in the 
State of Illinois: 

1. All hogs must be accompanied 
by a certificate of health issued by 
the State Veterinarian, or some 
licensed veterinarian, before being al- 
lowed to show at any county fair. 

2. All hogs must be immunized by 
either the single or double method. 

3. If the hogs that are to be ex- 
hibited have been vaccinated by any 
person other than a licensed veteri- 
narian, the owner of said hogs should 
make an affidavit setting forth that 
the hogs have been vaccinated either 
by the single or double method giving 
the name of the person who _ per- 
formed the vaccination. This affidavit 
should be made in triplicate and sent 
by letter to Doctor F. A. Laird, Chief 
Veterinarian, State House, Spring- 
field, Illinois. Accompanying the af- 
fidavit must ‘be a statement from the 
exhibitor saying at which particular 
county fair or fairs the hogs will be 
exhibited. If the single method is 
used it must have been administered 
within thirty days of the date of ship- 
ment.

COST OF MARKETABLE PORK 

Upon the fifty-one farms a total of 
27,612 pounds of pork, or 3 1-8 per cent 
of that produced, was lost through 
deaths. The total pork produced less 
the weight of the animals that died 
gave a figure called “pounds of market- 
able pork.” The pounds of marketable 
pork then denoted the pork which was 
salable. 

In Table IV of this report is given 
the average cost of the total pork pro- 
duced. In Table VIII is given the 
average cost of producing one hundred 
pounds of marketable pork upon the 
same fifty-one farms.

was a wide range of difference from 
one farm to another in the cost of 
making pork. Some hog men got larg- 
er litters and were better feeders than 
others, resulting in variations in the 
cost per hundred pounds of market- 
able pork ranging from $3.76 in one 
drove to $10.80 a hundred pounds in 
the drove making the marketable pork 
of highest cost. As there were such 
wide variations in the cost it was 
natural to find variations in returns. 
To indicate these variations and to give 
an idea of what the hogs on these 51

LOCAL FAIR HELPS BREEDERS 


H. H. Kildee Says There Is No Better 
Place to Advertise Pure- 
bred Livestock. 


“There will be no better place for 
either the large or the small breeder 
of purebred livestock to advertise 
than at the local county fair this fall,” 
believes H. H. Kildee, head of the ani- 
mal husbandry department at Iowa 
State College. 

“County fairs are not second in im- 
portance to state or other livestock 
shows, declares Mr. Kildee. ‘Most 
successful breeders, ‘whether large or 
small, will be found in the rings. 

“County fairs are a big factor in the 
success of a breeder, whether or not 
his stuff goes on to stronger competi- 
tion later. Without the support of his 


local] Community any breeder is help- 
less and there is no better place to 
develop such support. Some breeders 
who win success elsewhere consider 
themselves above their county fairs, 
but those men are short lived as suc- 
cessful breeders.” 

Professor Kildee does not believe 
the importance of local support can 


be over-emphasized. Men who may 
not be buyers themselves cau 
often help sales to others who are. 


Buyers of carload lots usually make 
inquiry concerning the breeder’s stock 
in town before looking it over, and if 
the breeder has “sold” his own neigh- 
borhood, it helps him sell his stock. 

“One of the best ways to get people 
to talking about your stuff is to show 
at the county fairs,” says Mr. Kildee. 
“Tf the breeder takes his stock on to 
the bigger shows later, he will be

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HANDLING YOUR HERD BOAR 


Experiences of Several Successful Breeders on Methods of Handling oars. 


Must Have Condition 


It is very important to have. the 
proper methods of handling the herd 
boar from the fact that the herd boar 
is the prominent half of the whole 
herd, the head of the household. As 
every breeder is anxious to get the 
greatest benefit from hig herd boar, 
and to do so understands that he 
must give him a good showing, that 
he may get all the benefit of his op- 
portunities and therefore increase 
his importance and the desired re- 
sults that are to be obtained. 

‘In the first place, the boar to be 
used in the herd should be in good 
condition, at the beginning of the 
breeding season, He should .be kept 
in a lot large enough so as to obtain 
proper exercise. This lot should not 
be adjoining any lot used by other 
hogs, and thus enable the boar to 
remain quiet and not fret, worry. or 
become nervous, as nervousness 
causes the loss of appetite. 

No breeder should expect a boar 
in a nervous. condition to. produce 
large litters of strong, uniform pigs. 
In handling the boar, his dispositioi: 
should be considered, he should be 
treated kindly at all times. 

Should he be of considerable size, 
‘a breeding crate should be provided 
in order to guarantee best results

A boar that was shown by the writer 


_was. fitted by him, and ‘when driven 
jnto. the show ring, 


weighed 1,150 
lbs., in hig three-year-old form, with- 
out a crease or wrinkle and as smoo-h 
as any hog shown at one year old. 
After returning from the show, it 
was necessary that he be reduced for 
breeding ‘purposes, which was done 
very gradually, ag this is sometimes 
a’ dangerous task, He was fed oats 
and bran with a little oil cake meal, 
and such other feed as was cooling, 
with only a gmall amount of corn 
Upon this ration he was reduced 200 
lbs. or more, yet remaining as smooth 
as when shown. We, therefore con- 
sider the reduction was a perfect suc- 
cess by being managed _ proverly 
and tha reduction being made ex- 
tremely gradual. ; 


Do Not Overlook Exercise. 


“In the first place, they are kept 
entirely away from all other hogs, 
ag they are not worried by the smell, 
sight or squeal of any of the other 
hogs on the farm. 


“Tt then feed them regularly three 
times a day, Their ration is ground 
corn and oats, all. that they ‘will en- 
tirely eat up clean. Also give them 
a’ slop containing six parts shorts, 
one part tankage and one part of oil 
cake meal. 


*T never overlook their exercise. 
It is one of the essentials to keep 
the bone and muscle in proper condi- 
tion by fully using them through 
exercising, My boars are walked on 
an average every day of one or two 
miles. If they are not inclined to 
take this walk of their own will, I 
force them to undergo this exercise 


and take eare that they do not slip 
out of jt. 

“Tf the boar hag been shown at the 
fairs, upon getting him back home 
I commence reducing. him’ by. increas- 
ing hig exercise and cutting off some 
of his feed. 1-gitve him all the oats 
he can ‘eat but reduce his slop and 
corn rations adding to jt a little more 
each day until I get him down to 
breeding condition. ' Make no sudden 
changes in exercising or in feeding, 
gradually reach the point and then 
they do not notice the difference. 

“Now in regard to breeding, 1 
never breed more than one sow 4a 
day to a young boar, and never more 
than two sows a day to an old boar 
at the most as there might be times 
when this ;was necessary, but I do not 
believe in ovenworking a boar.

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ECONOMY OF FEEDING OATS 


In an experiment reported in Ohio 
Bulletin 268 in whjch oats were fed 
in carrying proportions to corn with 
tankage 1t was found that more rapid 
and cheaper gains were produced with 
corn than with oats. Four lots of five 
pigs each weighing about 50 pounds 
per pig were fed for a period of 84 
days on rations of corn (9) and tank- 
age (1); corn (6), oats (3) and tank- 
age (1); corn (3), oats (6) and tank- 
age (1); and oats (9) and tankage 
(1). The principal results of the ex- 
periment were as follows:

The greatest amount of feed was 
consumed daily by pigs receiving corn 
and tankage and the smallest amount 
of pigs receiving oats and tankage. 
The average daily gain per pig de- 
creased with the addition of larger 
quantities of oats. The amounts of 
feed required by the pigs fed oats and 
tankage was 121 pounds more ner 106 
pounds of gain than those fed corn 
and tankage. The carcasses of the 
pigs slaughtered from these experi- 
ments indicated that there was little 
difference in the amounts of lean meat 
in the pigs of all lots. The principal 
difference was found in the percent- 
age of fat on the carcasses. This 
would point out the recognized dif- 
ference in these two feeds for develop- 
ing breeding stock. The lean flesh 
can be added to the young breeding 
animals more readily without fatten- 
ing by using limited quantities of corn. 
As one wished to fatten pigs eco- 
nomically and rapidly for the market 
it would not be wise to use many oats 
in latter stages of fattening. 


SOYBEANS AND 
SOYBEAN OILMEAL 
Illinois feeders will, for the first 
time, have an opportunity to feed 
some soybean oilmeal this fall. The 
value of this feed is shown in an ex- 
periment reported in Ohio’s monthy 
bulletin, published in April, 1920, in 
which 54 lb. pigs were self-fed free 


The amounts of soybean oilmeal and 
ground soybeans consumed were smal- 
ler than would ordinarily be recom- 
mended for hand-feeding. The daily 
gains for the soybean oilmeal pigs 
were lower than for those fed tankage, 
but higher than for the pigs fed ground 
soybeans. The smallest amount of 
feed was required with the ration of 
corn and tankage. The economy of 
rations would depend upon the relative 
prices of feeds. 

Another experiment was conducted 
at the Ohio Station with the same ra- 
tions except that the feeds were hand- 
fed. The results of this experiment 
were as follows:

Again less feed was consumed by 
the pigs fed soybean oilmeal than 
tankage and ground soybeans than the 
oil meal. The daily gains were again 
greater for the tankage than where 
soybeans were fed in either form. The 
amounts of feed required to produce 
a given amount of gain were practical- 
ly the same in the first two lots. The

A RANTING BOAR. 

We have someone inquiring from 
us quite often, what they should do 
with a ranting boar, to correct his 
habits and bring him down to a 
normal state of quietude and growth. 
It is well known that a boar that 
starts ranting, quits eating and 
passeg his time in running up and 
down along the fence, wearing him- 
self out, refusing to eat and making 
a common nuisance of himself as well 
as losing weight and strength and 
stunting hig growth. 

Put in with him a shoat, frequently 
a barrow. This has some influence 
over him and causeg him to quiet 
down. Besides, when he feeds the 
shoat, the boar seeing him eat, arouses

the hoggishness in his nature, as

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WILL HOG DOWN 7 PER CENT? 


700,000 Acres of Corn Will Be Har- 
vested by Swine, Says Evvard 


More than 700,000 acres of Iowa 
corn will be hogged down. this fall 
with an immense saving of man and 
horse labor and of time that can be 
put to other farm operations, says 
John M. Evvard, chief of swine and 
beef cattle production with the Agri- 
cultural Experiment station. 

Mr. Evvard estimates, on the basis 
of figures for past years, that between 
7 and -8 per cent of JIowa’s: corn: will 
be harvested. by swine. From farm 
statistics he calculates. that the sav- 
ing per bushel of corn effected by hog- 
ging down is approximately 10 cents. 

One of the big advantages of hog- 
ging down, says Mr. Evvard, is the 
fact: that: it saves. time for the farm- 
er at the season when he can use it 
to advantage in fall plowing. The hog- 
ging down of 20 acres of corn means 
the saving of about 20 days of man 
labor and 40 days of horse labor. 

Fall’ plowing of the corn land is 
often made possible because of the 
early removal of the grain from the 
field; says Mr. Evvard. By taking ad- 
vantage of the early varieties of good 
yielding corn and turning the hogs in

as early as the dents are formed, one 
can. fall plow and follow with a winter 
crop. 

Hogging down offers a good way of 
conserving manure. The _ leaching 
loss is reduced to a low point and the 
hog carries away very little of the 
total nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium 
and calcium of the crop. Organic mat- 
ter is added to the soil if good sup- 
plementary crops are used. 

The husking process is_ started 
earlier with pigs than when cribbing 
is resorted to. When the corn is well 
dented is the best time to turn them 
in. If the corn is to be cribbed the 
farmer must wait until the ripening 
is well along. 

That portion of the crop that the 
hogs consume in the field does not 
need crib space, which is often a big 
asset of hogging down, especially in 
vears of large yields.

HOW THE HOG IS CUT UP. 


The principal cuts and products of 
the hog carcass are hams, bellies, loins, 
fat backs, picnics, butts, clear plates, 
spare-ribs, lard, lean trimmings, and 
jowl butts. In addition there are sev- 
eral miscellaneous edible items that 
come from the carcass, and a number 
of edible and non-edible by-products 
not in the carcass proper. The edible 
by-products usually run about 2.25 per 
cent of the live weight and the non- 
edible by-products about 3.75 per cent. 
The shrink between total live weight 
and the marketable portions runs from 
about 19 per cent in a heavy hog to 
22.5 per cent in a light hog, averaging 
about 20.5 per cent. A prime butcher 
hog weighing 221 pounds yielded the 
following cuts: 

Hams, 14.04 per cent; picnics, 5.43 
per cent; Boston butts, 4.30 per cent, 
clear plates, 2.26 per cent; bellies, 
14.04 per cent; fat backs, $8.88 per 
cent; loins, 9.50 per cent; spareribs, 
2.05 per cent; lard, 9.50 per cent; 
trimmings and miscellaneous, 6.60 per 
cent; total 76.60 per cent. 

The hog yielded much better than 
the average in proportion of high 
priced cuts, particularly in hams and 
bellies. It was also relatively light in 
fat back and clear plates. Average 
yields of three grades of butcher hogs, 
with the proportion of each that are 
normally barrows, follow:

PORK CONTAINS VITAMINES. 

The pork consumption of 1921 in the 
United States which was greater than 
all other meats, has persisted in spite 
of stories of the vitamine content 
of other foog products. The press 
release just received: from the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture shows that 
scientific investigation again revealed 
real merit in meat and that the meat 
eaters have qa natural] knowledge of 
its qualities. The statement follows: 

“Hiver since the discovery of the 
presence in certain foods of those 
mysterious beneficial substances now 
known as’ vitamines, it has been 
thought that they were to be found in 
anima] tissue most abundantly ‘in cer- 
tain of the internal organs, especially 
the heart, liver and kidneys, but the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States of Agriculture now an- 
nounces that they exist in the muscle 
fibre of beef, veal, mutton, lamb and 
pork, and that pork is particularly 
well supplied with them. 


Various cuts of the different kinds. 


of meat were tried; and im every in- 


stance pork was found to be relatively 


rich in vitamines. Pork tenderloin, 
fresh ham, smoked ham, and pressed 
boiled ham were tested and the results 
vere much the same with all of them 
Beef and veal were relatively lower, 
while the amounts contained in lamb 
varied a great deal. 

The experimental work consisted in 
feeding tests with rats and pigeons. 
Growth was the determining factor 
in the case of rats. In pigeons defi- 
c-ency of vitamines ‘was indicated by 
the development of polyneurites, a 
disease to which they are peculiarly 
susceptible. Feeds rich in vitamines 
are of great help in keeping them in 
health. 

This new evidence on the distribu- 
tion of vitamines in meats should not 
lead to the conclusion that certain 
meats are of low nutritive value be- 
cause they are deficient in vitamines. 
Meat is one of the most important 
foods and would continue to be so even 
though it contained no vitamines.

able food to be fried like oysters, 
much favored by negroes. Stomachs 
are used for sausage containers, the 
lining being first removed and used 
as a source of pepsin. Something like 
7 per cent of the weight ot the hog 
is represented in inedible byproducts 
in the raw state which are afterward 
manufactured into glue, soap, glycer- 
ine, blood meal, tankage, curled hair 
and fertilizer material. In the finished 
state these products represent only 
about 41% per cent of the weight of 
the hog. Glycerine, a byproduct of 
soap making, was in great demand 
during the war as an ingredient of 
nitroglycerine and other explosives. 
The rinds from skinned hams and 
bacons, as well as the back skin of the 
hog, are utilized; pig skin leather be- 
ing made from them. Blood is used 
in small quantities in blood pudding. 
Some of it dried and ground into blood- 
meal, a valuable feed for poultry and 
livestock. The great outlet for hog 
blood, however, is as an ingredient of 
fertilizer. Meat meal, a bone and 
fibre residue from the rendering tanks, 
is valued chiefly as a hog and poultry 
feed, and finds a ready market. The 
hair is curled for upholstering pur- 
poses. Hoofs are ground into hoof 
meal, a quick-acting fertilizer for flor- 
ists, grape growers and others. Even 
the waste waters from the _ packing 
plant are evaporated down into a thick 
brown wax, known as “stick” because 
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of its iuaneaiss iiopertion’® and ie 
after drying in fertilizer. The bone 
meal left, after the extraction of glue 
from feet, tails, ears and miscellaneous 
bones, goes into fertilizer. It is also 
used in making phosphates for baking 
powders and other compounds. Bone 
ash is used in making crucibles for 
glass making, metal refining, etc. 
Bones are also burned to a charcoal 
for use in the purification of syrups 
in the manufacture of sugar.

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QUALITY OF HOG CARCASSES 


There is a great difference in the 
quality of pork, between the prime 
finished hog and the common inferior 
one. The corn-fed hog hung in the 
cooler to chill and harden for 48 hours, 
comes out firm, while the grass-fed hog 
may be as soft and flabby as when it 
went in. The corn-fed hog cuts easily 
and there is a layer of pure white fat 
cn the back. The loin cuts out shape- 
ly ,and the flesh is pink and _ fine 
grained. The ham has the _ proper 
depth of fat and the belly has the 
right thickness and is properly streak- 
ed with lean to produce a high grade 
bacon. On the other hand, the ear- 
cass of the grass hog fails to harden, 
no matter how long it is chilled; there 
jis a tough rind over the loin and a 
sheet of gristly fat. The fat is yve'- 
lJowish and the flesh is stringy. The 
belly makes a coarse, inferior bacon 
“nd the cuts shrink away and present 
a dried 1p appearance when smoked. 
Furthermore, because of the softness of 
the carcass, it is difficult to produce 
the standard cuts, and such cuts as 
are produced must be sold at a low 
rrice or be used for sausage or render- 
ing.

tions the hog must meer on the vutting 
table. The principal cuts affected are 
hams, bellies (bacon sides), picnics 
(sboulders), and loins. The belly in 
greatest demand by the trade should 
average about 11% inches thick and 8 
to 10 inches wide. It should not show 
less than one inch nor more than two 
inches in thickness, and should not 
exceed 12 inches in width. The best 
weight for a belly is 6 to 8 pounds with 
city trade ranging from 4 to 6 and 6 
to 8 pounds, and eastern trade (with 
some Chicago demand) at 8 to 10 and 
10 to 12 pounds. Best bellies show 
no traces of wrinkles, are not too 
heavy in the hide, and show the firm 
white fat of the finished hog, not the 
softer fat of the growing or grassy 
hog. Hams are in greatest demand in 
the 8 to 10 and 10 to 12 pound grades 
and should be smooth, meaty and of 
fine, firm texture. The plump little 
ham is most desired, although the

desirable, the latter being especially 
suited for the sale of sliced ham. Hams 
weighing over 16 pounds are used for 
boiling, in many cases being boned 
before sale. Other large hams are 
skinned and put out to the trade in 
that form. No ham should show over 
2 inches of fat, measured at the center 
of the ham, and 1 inch is to be pre- 
ferred.

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from 4 to 12 pounds and should con- 
form to ham standards. Some markets 
will take a 14 pound picnic, but in gen- 
eral the larger ones must be boned. 
The loin is the principal product sold 
fresh. It may range from 6 to 19 
pounds and be absorbed by the trade, 
but the 8 to 10 lb. loin that cuts four to 
five chops to the pound is preferred. 
The eye of meat should be thick, 
round and bulging, so as to give an 
attractive shape. This is related to 
the squareness of top and spring of 
rib in the live hog. Hogs producing 
these cuts weight 190 to 235 pounds, 
in some cases up to 250 pounds. 


FLUSH SOWS BEFORE BREEDING 

The ravidly growing gilt or the sow 
which has just weaned a litter of pigs 
may not be in the best of condition for 
breeding, due to the fact that the body 
functions are not so adjusted as to 
support the production of strong ana 
vigorous ova. This conditicn is 
normally of a temporary nature and 
once the unusual drain of unbalanced 
erowth or heavy suckling is removed, 
the sow will come into strong breeding 
condition. If, however, special care 
is not taken in the rations given at 
breeding time, the number of ova pro- 
duced may be limited, or the develop- 
ing pigs may be so weak as to perish 
at some time during the period of 
eectation. In order to overcome this 
condition and secure the maximum 
number of strong pigs, it has been 
found that feeding on highly nourish- 
ing rations a week or two previous to 
hreeding will increase the size of the 
Jitter materially. This results from 
the fact that the richer rations stimu- 
late the production of additional ova 
er else increase the vitality. It is 
therefore well not to breed the sow 
vntil the first period of heat follow- 
ine weaning. In one test at the lowa 
Myneriment Station, Professor Evvard 
feund that the sows making the most 
ranid gains at time of breeding, pro- 
duced an average of 2.1 pigs per lit 
ter more than the sows making the 
least gains at that time. If a sow is 
properly cared for, there is no reason 
why she should not produce two lit 
ters per vear or in extreme cases five 
litters in two years. The securing of 
numerous and large litters permits 
the greatest returns on the invest 
ment in the sow. 


RATE OF GAIN OF PIGS. 


Pigs of different weights gain at dif 
ferent rates and on different amounts 
of feed per hundred pounds of gain 
Henry and Morrison show us a resuli 
of summarizing over 500 £4feeding 
trials including over 2,200 pigs, that 
weight of pig is related to food con 
sumption and rate of gain as follows:

In actual practice of feeding pigs for 
market, it is ordinarily agreed that 
there will be produced over 10 pounds 
of pork for every bushel of corn, which 
would be at the rate of 560 pounds of 
feed for 100 pounds of gain. Dean 
Henry found that the daily gain of 
each pig in a litter of eight during the 
70 days previous to weaning averaged 
.6 pounds, while during the first 49 
days after weaning it averaged .9 
pounds. The rate of gain from birth 
is extremely important because of its

In response to your inquiry as to 
how my prize winning boar was fed 
for the show ring, I will say, that 
during the summer he was kept in a 
200q rape pasture where he ate a good 
deal and seemed very fond of his 
feed. Aside from this, he had but 
two feeds each day. The morning 
feed, given after he had eaten all of 
the rape he wanted, consisted of 
shorts mixed twith warm separator 
milk, unti] it would just pour from 
the pail. After finishing this he was 
given some soaked corn, The evening 
feed was similar except occasionally

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the corn would be changeq for dry 
oats so as to give a variety of feed. 
While he was fed liberally, the feed 
being gradually increased as his 
capacity ang appetite increased, at no 
time iwas he fed more than he would 
eat up clean and if any part of the 
ration was withheld, it wag the corn. 
As the season advanced, he had 
for dessert, fresh tender clover, ripe 
apples and anything in that line that 
he seemeg to relish, 
All the condition powders he had 
was oil cake meal and fresh eggs. 
As the season neared, aside from 
the exercise he took in his pasture, 
he was usually taken out and driven 
a considerable distance each day. 


Fed and handled in this way, he 
seemed in the best of health and 
condition ang weighed around 1,000 
lbs. twelve days after returning from 
the show, when he began steady ser- 
vice and was active and sure. Since 
then, many of the sows that have 
been state fair ‘winners were fed 
practically the same way, except 
having no separator milk in prepar- 
ing their feed, was compelled to 
use water.—Owney of a Winning 
Boar.

Freeding boars were kept separate, 
and he could not account for it in 
any other way except this difference 
in permitting the breeding boars to 
run with his herd of sows. 

One of our leading breeders who 
has haq experience of a great many 
years and has been a successful 
raiser of Poland-Chinas, states: “It 
is only natural for 
to breed. Yet we find at times where 
parties have had sows that failed to 
breed either because of deficiency in 
the boar or the sow and sometimes 
an unreliable breeding boar wastes 
much time and delays the season for 


the herd of sows, (which is quite a 
loss to the breeder.” 

Even with successful breeders 
there is once in a while a failure, 


either on the boar’s or sow’s side. Too 
often the cause is shown to be 
permitting the boar to run continually 
with the sows, This breeder, in his 
judgment, believes this is wrong for 
two reasons. In the first place. it is 
unnecessary waste and often a great 
injury to the boar. In the second 
place, the party will have no knowl- 
edge of ‘when his sows are bred and 
hig pigs are liable to come all along 
during the geason. A breeder should 
have a knowledge of the time of each 


sow being bred, so as to keep a 


correct record of it, because the 
breeder wants his pigs to come as 
near together as possible, as it is 
evident to all that an even bunch of 
pigs is better handled, easier and 
more satisfactorily fed, and bring 
more when a buyer comes to see them. 
They are first choice all the way 
down to the packer. 


He further says: “I keep my boars 
in a lot of a half acre or more with 
g00q grass pasture, and a comfortabie 
place for them to sleep in Winter and 
Summer. I feed them corn twice a 
day, two or three ears each time, and 
I feed them slop made of wheat mid- 
dlings mixed with milk, I also feed 
charcoal and ashes and salt twice a 
week or oftener. 


“When jt comes time to breed, I 
turn the sow into the boar lot and I 
see that he serves her all right, and 
then I take the sow out of his lot 
and put her by herself until she goes 
cut of heat. I use a breeding crate 
for the boar, as there are few sows 
that can stand up under them. 


PORK PRODUCED AT 
$4.94 PER HUNDRED 

Pork production on 26 representative 
farms in Marshall county, Lowa, in 1921 
cost on the average of $4.94 per hun- 
dred pounds. 

This information was secured in a 
survey of 26 farms in that county con- 
ducted by the farm management sec- 
tion of the Towa Agricultural Hxperi- 
ment station. It is estimated that if 


pork prices continue at their present 


boars and sows ., 


level, there is a chance for the farmer 
to make money if he has a production 
cost near the above figures. 

In the same locality in Marshall 
county, the cost of production varied 
considerably, it was found. One farm 
produced hogs at a cost of $7.65 per 
hundred pounds while another produc- 
ed 100 pounds for $3.48. 

In. the average production of 100 
pounds of pork it took 8.21 bushels of 
corn, 100 bushels of oats, 20.5 pounds 
of concentrates, including tankage, 4.2 
gallons of milk and pasture worth 37 
cents. It also required 2.8 man hours 
of labor per hundred pounds.

Why Nest In A Scrub When There Are Plenty Of Oaks 


Al] of our domestic animals have 
originated in wild animals at some 
time more or less remote. It is hard 
to conceive how the Duroc, the Po- 
land China, the Chester White and 
other breeds of hogs all originated 
in the wild boar, yet this is undoubt 
edty true. It is probably harder to 
conceive how the Fox Terrier, the 
Great Dane, the English Pug, and all 
the dozens of other breeds used as 
lap dogs, Shepherd dogs, watch dogs, 
fighters, etc., originated in the same 
wild form, yet we are told that this 
is the case. It is also hard to con- 
ceive how the fleet thoroughbred, the 
Shetland pony, and the heavy drafter 
weighing more than a ton have the 
same ancestors,-yet science has prov- 
en that all of these originated away 
back when the world (wags compara- 
tively young in a little animal known 
as the Eohippus, no larger than a 
eat and having five toes. 

Great scientists have shown us how 
natural selection holds a very out- 
standing place in all wild life. Be- 
cause of certain characteristics that 
one animal has and another may not 
have the former has been able to live 
and to perpetuate itself better than 
the latter. Thus the horse that could 
run the fastest has been able to get 
away from jts natural enemies, and, 
mating with other swift horses, has 
produced a breed of running horses. 
Or on the other hand the horse which 
because of his great strength has 
been able to overcome natural ene- 
mies and other obstacles and perpet- 
uate his type, has in all probability 
been the forerunner of the draft 
horse. Illustrations are innumera- 
ble. The elephant, an animal known 
as a pachyderm, is a sole survivor of 
en age long past, because of his pecu- 
liar adaptability to his surroundings 
and his fleetness and strength which 
have given him great advantage over 
his enemies. 

So when man came onto the scene 
he wanteq a horse that was a swift

runner so that he might overtake 
other animals and overtake or escape 
from his enemies and by aiding in the 
mating of the gwiftest ones he helped 
to produce what natural selection 
had been producing, a_ swift horse. 
Later on he was interested in match- 
ing the swiftness of one horse against 
that of another in the horse race and 
this has led constantly to new rec- 
ords in speed. So with the heavy 
draft horse. Man has over a long 
series of years selected those for 
breeding that have best suited his 
purpose. The early hog raiser noted 
that among those he was producing 
there were some that were more pro- 
lific, better rustlers, had a better 
shape, matured earlier and with less 
feed than others. These he had se- 
lected as being the most desirable 
from his standpoint and by keeping 
at it over a long series of years he 
has produced the type he desired. 

So it has been with the dairy cow, 
the beef cow, the sheep, the hen, etc. 
During the time this. selection has 
been going on there have at times 
appeared great animals outst2nding 
among their breed. Thus among the 
Herefords (we have the bulls, Gover- 
nor, Favorite, Defiance, the cows 
Lady Byron, Red Rose and others; 
the Oxfords, Duchesses, ete., among 
the Shorthorns: illustrations may be 
multiplied many times. 

The pure bred animal is one having 
a pedigree which traces its ancestry 
back through a line of ancestors such 
as those mentioned which have besn 
outstanding along lines that the 
treeder most desires. 

It is throuzh this that the pure bred 
has the advantage over the scrub. 
“Blood will tell.’ and the pure bred 
hog which has back of it a long line 
of ancestry which are hardy, prolific 
and easily prepared for market, is 
much more likely to produce that 
same kind than the scrub without any 
such breeding. The heifer whose 
pedigree shows that her ancestors 


were good milkers is much more 
likely to be a good one herself and 
to produce good ones than the heifer 
with no such record. The game rule 
bolds with all breeds of animals. A 
scrub may be a good individual but 
coming from ancestors which may or 
may not have been good producers 
there ig a great chance that the off- 
spring will be disappointing. 

Definite experiments comparing 
scrubs and pure breds need not be 
quoted. The experience of many far- 
mers is sufficient and more of them 
are coming to see that the scrub does 
not pay. The farmer who uses a 
scrub boar is scarcely to be found 
in this section of the country. This is 
also true of the scrub stallion. But 
the scrub bull is much more common. 
This is probably due to the fact that 
most of our farmers simply keep a 
few cows to produce enough miik 
and butter for home use. When thev 
come to a realization of the fact that 
even in this small way it pays to use 
a pure bred sire, more bull rings will 
be formed so that several may club 
together in the purchase of a good 
pure bred bull, and the scrub will 
have to go. 


LA HARPE HAS BIG HOG SHOW. 


The La Harpe fair, locateq in th? 
densely populated swine section of 
the state, brought out an extraordin- 
arily good show. The Durocs were 
not up in numbers as compared with 
the Poland Chinas, Tamworths aud 
Chester Whites. However, there 
were some good Durocs shown. Du- 
roc breeders should make a _ speci‘al 
effort to increase the number of Du- 
rocs for next year’s show, and prob- 
ably a district futurity would bring 
this about.

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Latest Facts Regarding Self Feeding Pigs 


W. L. ROBINSON, Ohio State University 


The following summary and deductions taken from Ohio Bulletin No. 355 gives the latest facts regarding self feeding pigs 


“Self-fed pigs in dry lot usually ate 
a larger amount of feed daily per unit 
of live weight than similar hand-fed 
pigs kept under like conditions. 

The higher feed consumption induc- 
ed by self feeding resulted in more 
gaing than were obtained from hand- 
rapiq gains than were obtained from 
hand-feeding. The extent of the dif- 
ference in the rate of growth in fa- 
vor of self-feeding doubtless twill vary 
with the ability of the feeder and will 
depend very largely on the quantity of 
feed he is canable of getting hand-fed 
pigs to consume. 

A compensating feature for hand- 
feeding was that even under dry lot 
conditions slightly greater gains were 
produced from a given amount of 
feed. 

Pigs self-fed corn and tankage in 
dry lot took a slightly smaller pro- 
portion of tankage on the average 
than was allowed the hand-fed pizs 
with which they were comvared and 
less than is usually recommended for 
pies which have no forage. ; 

For pigs on forage that are self-fed, 
some high protein concentrate with 
the grain of carbonaceous feed iS es- 
sential for best results. 

A minimum of forage is utilized 
when self-feeding is practiced. 

When corn ang tankage were self- 
feq to pigs on forage they sometimes 
took more tankage than was needed 
te balance the ration and thus in- 
creased the cost of production with- 
out increasing the rate of growth or 
reducing the feed consumption per 
unit of gain. 

Like the relative results obtained 
from the two methods of feeding in 
dry lot, self-fed pigs on forage con- 
sumed a larger amount of concen- 
trates per unit of weight and gained 
more ranidly than the hand-fed pigs 
with ‘which they were compared. The 
difference in the quantity of concen- 
trates consumed for each unit of vain 
produced in favor of hand-feeding 
was greater than it was in the case 
of dry-lot feeding. Since hand-fed 
pigs eat more forage than  self-fed 
vigs this is in accord with what would 
be expected. 

Pigs fed a limiteq ration at first 
anq hand-fed a full feed later did not 
gain as rapidly but made greater 
gains from a given amount of con- 
centrates than did similar pigs which 
were _ sel f-fed. Price conditions 
sometimes exist under which this 
method of feeding would be prefera- 
ble to self-feeding. 


Through bringing about a greater 
utilization of green feed, as compared 
with self-feeding, limited feeding or 
the feeding of a light ration of grain 
in connection with forage not only re- 
duced the percentage of high-priced 
nitrogenous concentrate needed in the 
ration but also resulted in a marked 
reduction in the amount of concen- 
trates required for each unit of gain 
produced. 

‘When corn ang tankage were self- 
fed separately so that the pigs could 
consume whatever jproportions of 
each they cared for they took a high 
pereentage of tankage while young. 
The percentave of supplement in the 
ration selected then decreased as the 
pigs became older or increased in 
weight. 

In each of the two experiments the 
supvlementa] feeds taken by pigs 
self-feq corn and ground soy beans 
and other self-fed corn and linseed 
meal separately amounted to _ less 
than 4 per cent of the total rations, 
a much smaller quantity than is need- 
eq to balance the corn. 

When a sufficient amount of lin- 


‘seed meal to meet the protein re- 


quirements of the animal bodv was 
mixed .with the corn, self-feeding a 
mixture of the two feeds gave better 
results than self-feeding the same 
feeds separately. 

Based on the findings of a test 
comparing the two, a mixture of tank- 
age and Jinseeq meal was more pal- 
atable than linseed meal alone. A 
summary of the results of the same 
final weight shows that the percent- 


‘age of protein in the feed consumed 


by pigs having access to such a mix- 
ture and to corn was higher than the 
percentage of protein supplied ‘by 
corn and linseeq meal when taken in 
the proportions selected by pigs hav- 
ing access to these two feeds separ- 
ately. 

Although without exception they 
ate little or no linseed meal at first, 
in some instances pigs which had ac- 
cess to Jinseed meal in one compart- 
ment of the feeder and corn in anoth- 
er learned to eat the linseed meal a 
little more readily as the experiment 
progressed, indicating either thot it 
became less distasteful after they had 
become somewhat accustomed to it 
or that there was some tendency fcr 
the pigs to attempt to balance their 
own ration even with distasteful 
feeds. 

While pigs self-fed hominy feed and 
tankage separately. required 2.5 per 


cent less of total feed for each unit 
of gain produced than others in com- 
parison self-fed a mixture of the two 
feeds, they gaineq only 86.5 per cent 
as rapidly and, since they consumed 
a considerably higher percentage of 
tankage than was supplied in the mix- 
ture, lf it is valued at twice as much 
as an equal weizht of corn, they also 
made more costly gains. 

When both rations were self-fed 
more rapid growth and a greater in- 
crease in live weight from a given 
amount of feed were secured from the 
use of a mixture of barley and tank- 
age than were obtained by allowing 
access to the two feeds senarately. 
The ration selected by the pigs cn: 
taineqg 3.26 per cent more tankage 
than was sunplied in the mivture. 

When given an _ opportunity to 
choose twhatever proportions of the 
feeds they cared for, pigs not only 
showed an inclination to take an in- 
sufficient amount of the nitrogenous 
feed if it proved to he distasteful end 
was fed with a pe¥atable carbonac- 
eous feed, but also showed a tendency 
to consume a Jarger amount of the 
higzh-protein feed than was needed 
when the carbohydrate feed was Jess 
palatable than the sunnlement used. 

Instinct does not always enab'e an 
anima] to select the prover rroner- 
tions of the feed available to give the 
optimum results possible from the 
particular feeds. 

There is little question of tre folli- 
bility of the apnetite of swine in enah- 
ling them to choose the feed stuffs 
or to select the proper pronortions 
of the particular feeds before them to 
most nearlv meet their phvsio'ovi«al 
needs. Rations can be mixed which 
usually will vive better results than 
are obtained from allowine the rigs 
aceese to the same feeds acenorately, 
Nevertheless the element of selection 
is worth takine advantage of as a 
careful ctudv of the likes and disl’kes 
of swine and of their idiosyncrasies 
of taste 9s revealed throuch self-feed- 
ine exreriments ig valucble in ohtain- 
ine suggestions concerning the formu- 
lation of rations anq the more effic- 
ient utilization of various feed stuffs.”

The section has recently conducted 
an orphan pig experiment to deter- 


mine the effects of adding certain 
substances ‘which carry the water-sol- 
uble B vitamin in abundance. Four 
lots of two pigs each were fed for 
120 days, all groups receiving mixed 
shelled corn, meal tankage and block 
salt self-fed free-choice style. A quart 
of whole milk daily was allowed each 
pig the first 60 days. 

The check pigs, “Lot I,” receiving 
whole milk with other feeds as stated, 
weighed an average of 55 pounds per 
pig at 120 days. Where one cake of 
Yeast Foam per pig per day, mixed 
with the milk, was added to the check 
ration, the pigs weighed an average 
of 53 pounds at 120 days, or two 
pounds per pig less than the check lot. 
Where four cakes of Yeast Foam mix- 
ed with milk were added per pig per 
day, to the Check Ration, the pigs 
weighed an average of 80 pounds at 
120 days, or 25 pounds per pig more 
than ‘where straight milk was used 
as in check group I. Here is an in- 


crease of 45 per cent in final weight,

due to four cakes of Yeast Foam. 
These pigs were smooth, active, vig- 
orous and healthy, and had _ good, 
strong pasterns. 

The Question of Swine Type. 

During a period of four years, 1917- 
18, 1918-19, 1919-20 and 1920-21, the ex- 
tremely smal] type of swine has b2en 
clearly excelled by the larger type, 
the so-called “Big Type.” The ques- 
tion of the relative merits of the 
“medium” versus “medium to big” 
versus the “big” versus the “extreme- 
ly big” is still undergoing the proce3s- 
es of experimenta] inquiry. Howe er, 
some of the “medium” and “medium 
to big” type animals have made an 
enviable showing in respect to rapidly 
and economy of gains. 

When the “medium” or “big” types 
have been compared to the “extreme- 
ly small” strains, time has been sav- 
ed, feed hag been saved, and the final 
product was better in the case of the 
“medium” and “big” types. In other 
words, the bigger types show a larger 
proportion of lean meat. | 

Markets conditions have certainly 
changed to the extent that they have 


changed the type of hog wanted. The 
big decrease in the price of lard re- 
lative to hams and bacon has empla- 
sized the guitability of the bacon type 
or ‘big’ type for Iowa conditions. 
Mineral Allowance for Swine, 

A very interesting phase of swine 
investigation, long overlooked but 
now receiving considerable emphasis 
by investigators is that of mineral al- 
lo'wance for swine. 

In the preliminary test, made by the 
Anima] Husbandry Section, three dif- 
ferent mineral mixtures were fed to 
pregnant gilts being wintered in dry 
lot. These mineral mixtures were: 

First: Simple mineral mixture. 
Equal parts by weight of precipitat- 
ed calcium carbonate and salt. This 
mixture furnishes the main essential 
elements principally lacking in corn 
and small grains. 

Second: <A simple, but more com- 
plete mineral mixture. Equal par‘s 
by weight of precipitated calcium 
carbonate, salt and spent bone black. 
This mixture differs from the sim- 
plest one in that spent bone black is 
added, this addition insuring an abun-

Some preliminary work indicates 
that swine need the fat-soluble vita 
min just as do other animais. The 
first experiment shows that while 
Pigs do not seem to need ag much 
fat-soluble vitamin as rabbits, for in- 
stance, on the other hand, they are 
dependent upon a certain minimum 
ot jt if they would do well nutrition- 
ally.

Considerable Saving Can Be Made to 
Hog Growers. 
Orphan pigs that rob the hog rais- 


ers of a large part of his profit in a - 
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year can be made into a profitable 
busine€sg With a iictle ex.ra Work, says 
John M. EKvvard of the lowa Agruicul- 
tural Kxperilment Station. If these 
pl,S are purebsredg it will be more 
worthwhile lor tue grower to attempt 
to raise te Orphans than otherwise 
aithough it has been tound to pay 
With auy kind of pigs.

Case OL fail pigS Were aS easy reared 
ag tne Otuer Lail animals, 

Mr. Kvvard aud his associates 
found that orphan pigs actualy put 
Oh galps at a lesser outiay of dry 
matver per unit than toe combined 
sow ahd sucking litter, 

Orpnan pigs did well when ted 
whole cow’s milk for the tirst few 
weeks but they soon recelved butter- 
Miuk and sOme O£ the test groups uid 
better with buttermilk than wuo.e- 
milk. 

1c wag found that new born pigs 
were worth between $1 to $4 each at 
burch gO tuat orpnaned litters averag- 
ed in value about $4. ‘This, Mr. Ev- 
vard says, 1s worth making an eftort 
to keep. 

To raise orphan pigs successfully 
Mr. Evvard gays: 

Be sure to teed them adequate ra- 
tions. 

Heed often enough and regularly. 

Feed sutticient vitamines. 

Allow Suluight and be ganitary. 

Encourage sufficient exercise. 

Give plenty o£ ciean water. 

Keep the pigs warm in well venti- 
lated quarters.

KNOX COUNTY HOLDS 
TWO DAY TOUR. 


“The attendance on the 135 mile. 
two day tour, completed late yester- 
day afternoon, shows that there is no 
lack of enthusiasm among the Duroc 
breeders in Knox county,’ writes L. 
R. Marchant, associate farm adviser. 
“More and better Durocs were seen 
on these trips this year than last, and 
many of the breeders are determined 
to acquire national fame by exhibit- 
ing show herds at the state and na- 
tiona] shows. It is evident that the 
Knox County Fair will have a record 
showing of Durocs next week, as sev- 
eral new breeders have been encour- 
aged to give the public a chance to 
see their stock, which will strengthen 
competition in the show ring. If ev- 
ery Duroc breeder in the county 
would show a herd in the winter 
swine show, which thirty of the 
breeders have agreed to do, Knox 
county ‘would stage a show that 
would attract the attention of. breed- 
ers from a distance. 

‘Over 1,500 spring and summer 
pigs, sireq by thirty or more tip top 
Duroe sires, besides some excellent 
breeding herds, were inspected on 
these twenty-five farms. One of the 
most interesting features of the en- 
tire tour was the pigs raised by W. 
B. Elliott, Jr., and A. L. Doubet, un- 
der the McLean county system of 
hog sanitation. Mr. Elliott drove out 
105 head of Apri] pigs, that were uni- 
form in size and_ thriftiness.

In fact, 
Mr. Elliott even scrubbed the sows 
before farrowing. The pigs were 
never allowed to come jin contact 
with the muddy yards, and in this 
way, both men prevented worm in- 
festation.’

WABASH COUNTY PIG CLUB 
The Wabash County Pig Club is 
under the direct supervision of the 


Farm Bureau, with the County Agent 
acting as Club Leader., He is assisted 
primarily by breeders of the different 
breeds of hogs. The Poland China As- 
sociation of the county appointed Mr. 
F. S. Veihman assistant leader of the 
Duroc Association, Mr. James Deputy, 
and Mr. James Newkirk volunteered 
as a Berkshire man. These men de- 
voted a great deal of time thruout the 
year to stimulating interest among 
the boys, helping to select their pigs, 
answering questions on feeding and 
occasionally visiting them. The fi- 
nancial part of the club was taken 
care of by the Farm Bureau. 

The program this year was started 
by a Saturday afternoon meeting at 
Mt. Carmel, at which time moving pic- 
tures on club work were shown, and 
cards were given out and interested 
boys and girls registered. The results 
showed approximately fifty signed up, 
nine of these for the Sow and Litter 
club and 41 for the Gilt and Pig club.

On May 28th the Farm Adviser and 


‘the above named committee visited all 


the boys and girls to see the pig they 
had selected, or if the boy or girl so 
desired, to help them select a pig. The 
members started feeding the first of 
June, having previously been instruct- 
ed on record books, feeding, etc. The 
next meeting was a tour of the local 
committee visiting the boys and girls 
to see how their pigs were developing 
and make suggestions. This was fol- 
lowed up by a Pig Club picnic the 
middle of July at which time 
Mr. Laible of the Animal Husbandry 
Department of the University was 
present and gave a very interesting 
demonstration on the judging of hogs 
and then instructed the boys on show- 
ing pigs. The boys were also given an 
opportunity at this time to place two 
rings of pigs and give their reason for 
the placing. This picnic was attend- 
ed by about 125, being in the nature 
of a basket dinner. It was one of the 
most successful picnics ever held in 
the county, with plenty of games and 
stunts pulled off to keep everybody 
interested. The local committee again 
visited all the pigs in August and Sep- 
tember. iF. 

The round-up came the week of the 
Wabash county fair, September 20th, 
at this time 33 pigs were shown and 
7 litters. 

The judge of this show compliment- 
ed us very highly upon the quality of 
the pigs shown by these boys and 
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girls. Great interest is being taken 
in this work within the county, and no 
doubt another year we shall have 
again a successful club.

BREEDING SEASON 
RATION FOR SOW 


The brood sow should be gaining in 
flesh at breeding time. “Flushing” is 
a common practice among sheep men. 
It is to be commended in the handling 
of brod sows. The number of pigs is 
no greater than the number of eggs 
fertilized at breeding time. A sow in 
a strong vigorous condition will start 
a larger, stronger litter than one 
which is on a low plane of nutrition or 
is very fat. 

The ration should consist of some 
grain with a supplement such as milk 
or tankage. In addition, the sow herd 
should have the run of a good pasture. 


BOAR RATION FOR 
BREEDING SEASON 
The boar needs his strongest ration 


feed and care during the breeding sea- 
son. 

At this time the boar’s ration should 
always contain a liberal amount of 
either milk or tankage in addition to 
an oats or middlings slop. Sufficient 
corn should be fed to aid in keeping 
the boar in the proper flesh. As most 
boars have to be handled, they see 
but little grass. By a little extra care 
and expense for feed, a boar prospect 
can be used on a number of sows and 
be developed into a good mature boar. 


FEEDING THE FALL PIGS 

Every effort should be made at this 
time to get maximum growth on the 
fall pigs before cold weather. Little 
trouble is found in growing fall pigs 
during the winter that have made 
a good start in the better weath- 
er. Small, undersized fall _ pigs, 
at the beginning of winter are hard to

This fact 
has been evidenced by feeding experi- 
ments in growing pigs as in the test 
above cited. One of the above sows 
was continued on the ration of white 
corn and tankage for her third and 
fourth litters. Each of these litters 
was carried overtime and was far: 
rowed dead. This sow is being fed 
cod liver oil, high in fat soluble A 
vitamin, along with the same ration 
for her fifth litter. As long as sows 
or pigs have the run of grass lots and 
pastures, or are fed clover or alfalfa 
hay, one can feed white corn as well as 
yellow corn.

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Matters Pertaining to Duroc Registration 
By R. E. Stowell, Office Manager, National Duroc Jersey Record Association 


DEPENDABLE DUROC. 


—_———— 


The books are closed at the Nation- 
al Record Association office. The 
total number of hogs recorded during 
the year which closed October 31, was 
103,308, or an increase of 2,202 pedi- 
grees over the number recorded in 
1920, whch was the biggest year that 
the National ever had prior to this 
one. The cash receipts for recording 
pedigrees in 1922, however, will fall 
short of those of 1920 by about $7,000 
owing to the reduction in recording 
fees which went into effect January 1, 
1922. 

Transfers. 


Many breeders seem to have some 
difficulty in understanding the -trans- 
fer of breeding stock. All sales made 
prior to the date of recording are re- 
corded on the face cf the pedigree. In 
other words the recorded pedigrees is 
an “abstract of title’ to the animal 
and is complete down to the date re- 
corded. When a gale is made after 
the animal is recorded the date of the 
gale and the name and address of the 
purchaser should be filled in on the 
back of the certificate, and the trans- 
fer should be signed by the seller. The 
certificate should then be returned to 
the Record Association Office so that 
the transfer can he counter-signed by 
the Secretary and entered upon the 
records of the Association. If this 
is done within sixty days after the 
date of the sale, the transfer is re- 
corded free. but if more than sixty 
days pass before the transfer is record- 
ed, a fee of $0.25 is charged. 


Herd Books. 


Volume 79 of the Record of the Na- 
tional Duroc Jersey Record Associa- 
tien. containing male pedigrees from 
438001 to 448499 inclusive, and female 
pedigrees from 1152000 to 1200998 is 
now printed and ready to mail out. 


Volume 80 is printed and will be ready 
to mail out as soon as it can be “gath- 
ered” and bound. 


Herd Book Printing Up To Date. 

For the first time in the history of 
the National Association the printers 
have caught up with the recorders. 
The copy of all recorded pedigrees now 
goes to the printer just thirty days 
after it is recorded. 

Change of Name. 

Many breeders decide to change the 
name of an animal after it has been 
recorded. If the recorded pedigree is 
sent in and this change is requested 
before the copy of the recorded pedi- 
eree has been sent to the printer, the 
change is made without charge. But 
if the copy of the pedigree has been 
sent to the printer, the regular record- 


ing fee is charged for making the 
change of name. In view of the fact 
that this copy goes to the printer 


within thirty days after the animal is 
recorded, in order to change a name 
without additional cost it is necessary 
to make the change within thirty days 
after the animal is recorded. 


Look Over All Pedigrees Carefully. 
When you receive a recorded pedi- 
eree from your record association it is 
always best to look it over carefully, 
tn see that it is correct in every par- 
ticular. The handwriting on the ap- 
nlication is sometimes hard to inter- 
nret and the clerk frequently makes 
the wrong “guess.” The name of the 
purchaser is often missvelled by the 
seller. Also. in snite of all efforts to 
the contrary. mary orders occur for 
which the Record Association is re- 
sponsible. If you will promptly  re- 
turn all-recorded pedigrees in which 
errors are discovered, calling them to 
the attention of the Record Associa- 
tion. your action will be greatly ap- 
rreciated. 


Are You A Member? 
The increase in the number of or- 


ganizations for breeders seems to lead 
to confusion. Men who join their 


County or State Breeders’ Association 


think that by so doing they are en- 
titled to record pedigrees at member- 
ship rates. This is not the case. Re- 
cently, a patron of the National As- 
sociation sent a bunch of pedigrees to 
the National Association and remitted 
for them at membership rates. On 
checking over the list, it was found 
that he was not entitled to membership 
rates and he was written for more 
money. He replied that he was a 
member and substantiated his claim by 
enclosing a cancelled check which 
was made payable to W. V. Gousseff, 
Secretary of the Illinois Duroc Jersey 
Breeders’ Association. He had joined 
the State Breeders’ Association but 
was not a member of the National Du- 
roc Jersey Record Association. Mem- 
bership in a County or State Breeders’ 
Association or in the National Swine 
Growers’ Association does not entitle 
a breeder to record at membership 
rate in a record association. 


Transfer Business Heavy. 

The “transfer” department at the 
National is unusually busy for this 
time of the year. This indicates that 
a great many animals are changing 
hands. We believe that the demand 
for good breeding stock will far ex- 
ceed the supply. 


There Are Others. 
Statements similar to the following 
are received frequently at the Record 
Association: “You can see from these 
papers how some BIG Hog Men do 
business. We bought these animals 
if COM = ss eee nine months ago and 
just received the papers unrecorded. 
Tam not knocking, but I want to show 
how careless some people are.”

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EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 
HAS INTERESTING SESSION 


Make Recommendations—Find Assoc- 
iation Sound Financially 


The Executive Committee of the IIlI- 
inois Duroc Association, composed of 
W. H. Van Meter, Wilber A. Terpen- 
ing, Lewis Rinaker, Wm. Watts and 
W. V. Gouseff, met at the Associa- 
tion rooms, December 20, at Peoria. 

At that time the finances of the as- 
sociation were carefully checked over 
and the following interesting jnforma- 
tion found for The Dependable Duroc 
readers, The monthly balance sheet 
closing December ist showed Resour- 
ces $18,596.95, liabilities -- $10,213.88. 
This indicates that. the association 
has tangible accounts amounting to 
$8,383.07 after everything is paid up 
in full. 

The largest liability that the Illi- 
noig Association has is back salary of 
the Secretary ang expenses of the 
directors and the largest account that 
the Dependable Duroc account shows 
is the back printing bill due to $1,520 
worth of last year’s business being 
still uncollected. 

The affairs of the Association will 
show bills paid as soon as_ $1,135 
worth of accounts are taken care of by 
pledges made at the time the Assoc- 
iation wag started. Of the $8,000.00 
in pledges everything has been paid 
up but the $1,135 and the obligations 
made were on the assumption that 
the amount would be paid ag well as 
the $6,865. 

No money is being made on the De- 
pendable Duroc. It is just breaking 
even, 

The Executive Committee asks that 
every one that has outstanding ac- 
counts and pledges to pay up before 
March 1st, in order to shaw no deficit 
at the annual meeting. 

President Rinaker made the follow- 
ing recommendations, which the ap- 
pointed committee, consisting of Lew- 
is Rinaker, W. H. Van Meter, A. Y. 
Bartholomew, Wm. Watts, Wilber 
Terpening, S, A. Eakle, W. H. Smith 
and John Telling will investigate and 
report to the annual meeting late in 
March: 

First, that a committee be appointed 
to recommend a Duroc type to the 
breederg and farmers, 

Second, that judges be employed 
at county shows and Illinois State 
Fairs that will select this type. 

Third, that the membership of the 
Association have a vote on judges for 


the State Fair. 

Fourth, that classes be changed 
for fall and spring pigs providing a 
class to include February and April 
pigs. Further, that this division be 
made also for Senior and Junior year- 
lings. 

The committee will be glad to hear 
opinions on these recommendations. 
Same should be sent to the Secretary 
of the committee, W. V. Gousseff, 
Peoria, Illinois.

Pig Club Boy Fits World’s Champion Barrow 
| 


The awarding of the barrow grand 
championship over all breedg at the 
1922 International Livestock Show, 
Chicago, Illinois to “Oklahoma King” 
was a fitting tribute to the excellent 
feeding quality of the world’s best 
breed—Duroc-Jerseys. Ardent advo- 
cate of the breed though I may be, I 
feel constraineqd to say that there is 
something far greater connected (with 
this award than the concrete recog- 
nition of the superior feeding ability 
of Durocg in competition with all 
other breeds. For Durocs to show 
their marked superiority over hogs of 
other breeds is, in a way, a common- 
place occurrence. Req Hogs will take 
hogs of any and all other colors to a 
cleaning right along. They are bred 
that way. But when this Duroc Bar- 
row of unsurpassed conformation and 
finish, carried off the premier honor 
at this greatest of livestock shows, 
there was recorded the absolute and 
undisputed proof of the value and ef- 
fectiveness of Pig Club Work—a 
movement that Duroc breeders have 
been slow to recognize and support 
in the past ag they should. For this 
barrow was cared for from birth and 
fitted by Felix Roy who jwas for three 
years in succession, the champion 
Pig Club member of the state of Okla- 
homa. Thig rare accomplishment on 
the part of a boy scarcely out of his 
teens was the direct result of know- 
ledge, experience and skill gained in 
pig club work. 


Feiix Roy was born on an Indiana 
farm twenty-three years ago. When 
five years old he moved to Oklahoma 
with his father, Hig first knowledge 
of feeding and caring for hogs was 
had in assisting in the management 
of the herd owned by his father who 
was until recently a well known breed- 
er of Duroc-Jerseys. When sixteen 
years old he joined the State Pig Club 
and in the fall of 1916 jwon first on 
his Duroc gilt in the contest at the 
State Fair, The following fall he show- 
ed in the state contest again and won 
the state grand championship over all 
breedg with a Duroc pig. In 1918 he 
won the litter championship over all 
breeds at the State Fair in the Club 
Contest. This was a litter of Durocs. 
In recognition of hig ability, he won 
a place in the State Pig Club Live- 
stock judging team. This entitled him 
to a free trip to the International at 
Chicago. The Oklahoma A, & M. Col- 
lege employed him in 1920 as swine 
herdsman in charge of al] breeds of 
hogs. In 1920 and 1921 barrows fitted 
by him were awarded breed champ- 
ionships in the Duroc Division at the 
International. 


Felix has resigned his position at 
the College and on January first will 
engage in the breeding of Durocs for 
himself in partnership with his older 
brother at Union, Oklahoma. 
asked ag to the greatest lessons de- 
rived from club work, he said “The 
right king of feed at the right time is 
jwhat it takes to win.’ Undoubtedly 


When . 


his extreme modesty prevented him 
from saying that his success is due 
more to devotion to duty, industrious 
application and making the most of 
opportunities presented. 

It is useless to predict a bright fu- 
ture for Felix Roy or to say that he 
will-make hig mark as a constructive 
breeder of Durocs. He ig a winner now 
and will ring the bell at anything he 
undertakes. The Duroc breed is for- 
tunate indeed that Felix Roy became 
a club member and through thig med- 
ium-takeg up the production of im- 
proved hogs as his life work. It is not 
improbable that except for club work 
this boy might have entered profess- 
ional or commercial fields; and had 
he done go any occupation he chose 
would have been greatly enriched. 
We, in the livestock industry, need 
farm boys of the intelligence, energy 
and determination of Felix Roy. The 
Pig Club ig the institution that will 
hold these Master Builders of the fu- 
ture on the farm where the products 
of their genius will best serve the 
Nation, This is the thought that our 
breederg should take to heart in con- 
nection with the winning of the bar- 
row grand championship of the world 
by “Oklahoma King,’ a super gpeci- 
men of the Duroc breed. There are 
countless thousands of Felix Roys on 
our farms today. These boys are made 
of “sterner stuff.” There is no great- 
er human breed than Farm Boys. They 
need only the opportunity to develop 
their latent talents. It ig our sacred 
obligation to provide them their op- 
portunity. We have failed in the past 
and all too many farm boys, like Felix 
Roy, have sought their big opportun- 
ity in other lines and thug have gone 
from the country the farm boys of 


yesterday jwho are the Statesmen, 
the Empire Builders, the Industrial 
Captaing and the Financial Kings of 
today. Our breeders should not let 
another year go by without giving 
generously of their knowledge, time 
and money to the promotion of pig 
clubs. Through pig club boys and 
girls will our breed attain that state 
of perfection which is our dream.

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Facts Pertaining to Management of the Herd 


WATCH FOR BULL NOSE 


Necrotic enteritis, or “bull rose” in 
pigs, which is causing a large number 
of deaths in swine herds in Iowa, can 
be controlled if the hog Jjots are 
cleaned up, says Dr. K. W. Stouder, 
Iowa State College veterinarian. 

This disease, which is caused by a 
virulent organism that gets into cut; 
and gcratcheg on the pigs’s mouth and 
causes an infection, has no known cure 
except by prevention. Where it breaks 
out in a herd, the best thing to do is 
to remove the pigs to a new lot, where 
the lang has not had swine on it be- 
fore. “Bull nose” generally breaks out 
in lots where there is an abundance 
of filth in a yard that has not been 
cleaned fcr some time and where the 
scil is wet and mucky. The organism 
that causes the disease is particularly 
fond of such a condition and once it 
cets a start in the soil the only way 
to stop it ig to clean up the yard and 
plant it to a crop in the spring. 

“Bull nose” gets its name from the 
fact that it causes a peculiar swelling 
in the pig’s snout and causes it to turn 
up and distend the nostrils. It cau7es 
the pig to breathe with difficulty and 
they soon become sickly and die. 


PIGS FARROWED WEAK OR DEAD. 
——EE 

A tabulation cf the losses of pigs 
from farrowing to weaning time on 
192 farms in Illinois in 1918 show a 
loss of 1.9 pigs per litter. Of this loss 
38 per cent or .72 pigs per litter was 
due to the pigs being farrowed weak or 
dead. It is difficult to check the losses 
of such pigs at the time of fyrrowing. 
The precautions in saving these pigs 
must be taken before the sows farrow. 
Some of these losses may be avoided 
by following these suegestions: 

1. Have the sows gaining in flesh 
at breeding time. 

2. Feed the sows a good ration dur- 
ing the gestation period. 

3. Keep the sows in good physical 
condition. 

4. Provide plenty of exercise by 
making the sows travel some distance 
for feed. 

5. Increase the ration during the 
last month of pregnancy to properly 
develop the litters. 


BROOD SOW RATIONS. 


Good pigs are produced by feeding 
them well thru the sows before they 
are farrowed. A few rations which 
will aid in developing strong and vig- 
orous litters are as follows: 

Corn 8 parts, oats or middlings, 2 
parts, skimmilk 15 parts. 

Corn 8 parts, oats or middlings 2 
parts, tankage 1 part. 

Corn 2 parts, oats 1 part, clover or 
alfalfa hay. 

One to two pounds of grain daily for 
each 100 pounds live weight are usual- 
ly sufficient for the sows during the 
gestation period. Sows should have 
access to winter pasture when it is 
available.

Each year many complaints are 
made by buyers stating that the crate 
the sow was shipnveq in wag either too 
flimsy and fell to pieces before the 
sow got home or else the crate was 
so small the sow got all cramped up 
and hag a lot of deaq pigs or loses 
the entire litter. Take care of the buy- 
er’s property by properly crating it.

GIVE BOAR PROPER CARE 


Do Not Overfeed on Carbohydrates or 
Fattening Materials 

If the herd boar is not fed carefully 
through the winter, he is likely to be- 
come overfat, says the anima] hus- 
bandry men at Iowa State College. 
The herd boar, they add, is more often 
over fed than under fed and unless he 
is given a mnarrow ration » or -one 
containing a rather limited amount 
of fat producing material, he will get 
too fat and not stay in good breeding 
condition. i 

For best results, plenty of protein 
materials and mineral substances are 
advised. These will give him a good 
srowth of body and frame and keep 
him active. During the winter, plenty 
of alfalfa hay or clover fed in a rack 
will also help to keep him in condition. 

A good ration is made for the boar 
from 40 parts of ground oats, 40 parts 
of ground corn, 15 parts of wheat mid- 
dlings and 5 parts of tankage. A boar 
should drink about 10 pounds~ of 
water for each 100 pounds of weight 
throughout the winter, and this is 
generally hard unless the water is 
mixed with feed. Warm water in the 
feed will make it more palatable in 
cold jweather and keep the boar in 
good condition. Plenty of exercise 
and a good chance to get into the sun- 
shine will pay. Boars in cold weather 
often hate to get out of doors, but they 
can be forced out by placing the feed 
trough at the opposite end of the 
shelterhouse.

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HAY THE BROOD SOWS 


Roughage Provides Bulk and Protein 
to Breeding Stock 


Haying ‘brood sows pays, according 
to John M. Evvard of the animal hus- 
bandry section of the Iowa Agricul- 
tural Experiment station. Not only 
does the hay keep the gows from be- 
coming overfat during pregnancy, but 
it supplies protein {which aids in de. 
veloping better pigs. 

Experiments conducted at the Iowa 
station show that pigs from sows fed 
corn alone weighed only 1.74 pounds 
at birth, while pigs fram sows which 
were fed plenty of good clover or al- 
falfa hay weighed 2.3 poundg at birth. 
Not only are the pigs heavier, but 
they were more hardy and withstood 
the attacks of disease better. 

Costs of the pigs showed that the 
corn fed sows produced pigs at a cost 
of 41 cents per pig, while the hay fed 
sows’ pigs cost only 26 cents each. 
The alfalfa was charged at $15 per 
ton and the corn at 50 cents per 
bushel. 

Alfalfa that can be ground cheaply 
and mixed with corn and fed in self 
feeder makes a fine winter feed for 
the brood sows. Where alfalfa is used 
with the corn, considerable tankage 
can be cut out of the ration, but if 
this ig done the sow must eat between 
one and one half pounds of hay per 
day. 

Where sows do not take to the hay 
at once, allow them tankage and give 
them a chance to learn to eat the al- 
falfa. Remember that whatever the 


sow eats she must get a proper amount 
of protein or the pigs will suffer.

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The Farrowing Sow and Her Litter 
As Told by Prominent Breeders 


“T usually aim to get the sow in 
ten days before she is due to farrow. 
I like to put her on a plank floor, 
but should the floor in your hog house 
be cement, place a plank floor four 
inches off the cement and _ place 
guard rails around the sides of the 
pen in order that the sow gets ac- 
quainted with her new home. 

‘I start at this time with a ration 
of laxative feed of bran mash and al- 
falfa hay, if available. I allow the 
sow to be well bedded at this time 
but cut the bedding down at least 
half during the night of farrowing. 
When the pigs come I usually take 
them away from the sow and place 
them in a basket. After all of the 
pigs arrive I place them back with 
the sow and see that every one starts 
sucking. If the sow is quiet, and 
she should be, I leave the pigs with 
her, but watch carefully for the first 
three nights. I keep on feeding the 
laxative feed, which for a full grown 
sow is about a gallon of thin bran 
slop, and keep thig up for about six 
days, 

At the time the sow farrows she 
should be kept off feed for at least 
twenty hourg and given plenty of 
water. The sow should be made to 
exercise each day after the pigs ar- 
rive, and in fact before, and the bow- 
elg should be kept in a loose condi- 
tion, After about six days, increase 
the richness of the feed by adding one 
third shorts to the bran. Increase this 
daily until the sow is on full feed 
two weeks after farrowing. The pigs 
should be exercised to avoid thumps, 
It is also well to watch for scours in 
the pigs. In case that scours appear, 
cut the ration of the sow and just 
give her some water with lime in it.” 
—By J. D. MORTON, Herdsman, 
Telling Bros. Farm, Danville, Illinois. 


“You must know your sow and 
handle her accordingly. I feed my 
sows ground oats slop with a little 
oi] meal jn jt. They are fed very 
light following farrowing, and very 
little ig fed the first week. After that 
I start gradually on milk, with a little 
corn and oats. I like to have my 
sow in good condition before she far- 
rows. 

I pen her up a couple of days be- 
fore she is due to farrow and give 
her no feed twenty-four hours before 
and after she farrows, and have wat- 
er available for her. I find that 
those sows do best that are acquain- 
ted with you, and by carefully hand- 
ling your sows, they soon become 
accustomed to you, and during far- 
rowing time raise no objection to 
your being in the pen with them. 

I like to use wheat straw or fodder 
for bedding and do not use much bed- 
ding while the pigs are real young 
for fear that they get covered up and 
laid upon. I use guard rails in the 
pens, and see that both sows and pigs 
have plenty of exercise.’—By L. 
Baumgartner, Pig Club Boy, Wood- 
ford County. 


“T want the sows to have plenty of 
exercise before they farrow. In order 
to bring this about, I scatter feed over 
the lot and make them walk for it. 
I either scatter oats thinly over the 
ground in the ffeed lots, or make 
them walk a half mile or so to get 
some feed. I aim not to feed very 
much corn and give them all the 
fourth cutting of alfalfa hay that they 
will eat, and carefully watch to see 
that the sows’ bowels are in a loos. 
ened condition. This is very import- 
ant as it will have a big bearing on 
the disposition of the sow at farrow- 
ing time. 

I give the sows, when they are in 
the sheds, plenty of bedding, so that 
they- won’t pile up, Usually, before 
farrowing, I give the sows laxative 
feeds. After they have their pigs, I 
put a little air-slaked lime in the 
slop, a small pinch of it for each 
bucket of slop, This hag a tendency 
to stop scours in the pigs, and sweet- 
en the utensils. I aim to make the 
sows exercise aS well as the pigs, and 
do not feed the sows a day before and 


two days after they farrow, giving 
them plenty of water, 
Of course, if a sow is in rather 


thin condition, having had a fall litter 
and does not give up her milk quickly, 
it igs necessary to start feeding her 
more rapidly. You can’t treat them 
all alike and certain sows will require 
special attention. However, give 
them plenty of water. 


On the night of farrow, I cut down 
on the bedding and shut up the house 
so as to make it as warm as possible 
and usually keep a fire going to keep 
all dampness out. Ag soon as the 
pigs come I take them away from 
the sow and put them jn a basket in 
which I keep a jug of hot water. I 
put them back to suck and see that 
each one has a teat and watch the 
sow and pigs for at least three days.” 
—By Chas. W. Cautkins, Ardmore 
Farm, Abingdon, Illinois. 


“IT flush my sows before breeding 
time, ‘which means that they are in 
a thriving condition at the time they 
are mated to the boars, and I try to 
keep them laying on flesh from that 
time up until farrowing. One thing 
I am very particular about and that 
is to handle my sows carefully. It 
costs money to kick sows, and I have 
never had a cross sow nor one who 
eats her pigs. I attribute that to 
the careful handling of them before 
farrowing. 


I like to bring the sows along so 
that they do not notice the change 
of their farrowing pen and so that 
they feel at home. The pens are 
scrubbed out with lime water to kill 
all worm eggs which the little pigs 
might eat and get into their lungs, 
causing lung worms; and the sows 
are thoroughly scrubbed with a sol- 
ution of dip and tar, especially their 
udders. The sows are fed a laxative 
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feed, and their bowels are kept in a 


loosened condition. At the time of 
farrowing, nature is allowed to take 
its course as much as possible and 
forceps are resorted to only in emer- 
gency. 

The condition of the sow will det- 
ermine the feeding. The udders must 
be closely watcheg to see that they 
do not cake and that plenty of milk 
is given and that the pigs are not 
starving. I start feeding a light ra- 
tion and increase as the pigs demand 
more milk. Pigs and sows are made 
to exercise daily. ”—By Vernon Huey, 
Neck or Nothing Farm, Alpha, Illi- 
nois.

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NEW CHANGE 


S IN RECORDING RULES 


By J. R. Pfander, Secretary National Duroc Record Association 


One year ago at a meeting of the 
National Association of Swine Rec- 
ords, an Association comprising a!l 
the Swine Record Associaticns of 
all the different breeds, it was mut- 
ually agreed that the advancement of 
the purebred swine industry was be- 
‘ng hindered on account of the atti- 
tude taken by many of the breeders 
relative to furnishing pedigrees for 
the animals they sell. Some breeders 
seem to thnk when they have deliv- 
ered the animal and the purchaser 
has the sale catalog that the seller 
should be satisfied for one year at 
least. Others think they have fulfill- 
ed the contract between the buyer 
and seller when they have furnished 
a pedigree (unrecorded). The party 


that must be taken care of if our 
industry ig to prosper, is the new 
man. My experience convinces me 


that invariably when a new man 
goes to a publ’e sale and buys sows, 
paying what in his estimation igs a 
large price, and which in the esti- 
mation of his financial adviser, us- 
ually his banker, an unreasonable 
price, the situation igs not helped if 
the seller does not receive the pedi- 
gree for several months, and many 
times after much ‘inconvenience. 
Then, in many instances, the seller 
received an unrecorded pedigree. 
This, on the face of it, makeg the 
new man sore as he does not feel 
that he ghould have to pay the re- 
cording fee and have the _ trouble, 
which in many instances js very both- 
ersome. I could cite numerous in- 
stances where two yearg have elap- 
sed before the purchaser received 
recorded pedigree go he could pedi- 
gree any of the progeny. These are 
not extreme ‘nstances which happen 
only occasionally, but are very fre- 
quent. An effort must be made in or- 
der to protect the industry and eli- 
minate this hindering jnfluence. 

I am not saying that the action 
taken by the board of directors at 
their meeting on November 25, 1922, 
which was ratified by the stockhold- 
ers the same day, will eliminate all 
the trouble, but I think it is worth 
a trial, and I hope every breeder of 
Duroc-Jersey hogs will cooperate to 
the letter of the law in giving the 
proposition a fair trial. 

Section VII of our By-Laws reads 
as follows: “After gelling an animal, 
either already recorded or represent- 


ed to be eligible for record, the sell- 
er must furnish said pedigree and 
breeding certificate where necessary, 
within sixty (60) days after delivery 
of said animal, or seller may be sus- 
pended by the board of directors 
from the records until said pedigree 
‘s furnished.” The foregoing has 
been eliminateq from the By-Laws 
and new Section VII, reads as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION VII. 

Al patrons of this Association, 
non-members as well ag members, 
shall comply with the following rules 
and regulations goyerning the record- 
ing of pedigrees and transfers there- 
of, and the filing of breeding certifi- 
cates, and for failure to comply with 
any of said ruleg shall be subject to 
the provisions and penalties hereaf- 
ter prescribed. 

1—For any animal farrowed on or 
after March Ist, 1923, the only per- 
son who can record the pedigree is 
the person who makeg and signg it. 
The pedigree must be signed by the 
person owning the dam at the date 
of farrow. Pedigrees sent for record 
may be recorded in the name of the 
buyer. 

2.—The only person who can record 
the transfer of an animal already re- 
corded and sold after March ist, 1923, 
is the seller or his duly authorized 
representative. 

3.—If the seller refuses or fails to 
furnish the pedigree, transfer of pedi- 
gree, or breeding certificate, the HEx- 
ecutive Committee may, upon applica- 
tion of the buyer, accompanied by 
satisfactory proof of the eligibility 
of such animal for record, cause a 
pedigree or transfer to be issued to 
the buyer. The Executive Committee 
shall sign the application and _ the 
action of such committee in issuing 
such pedigree, transfer, or breeding 
certificate, shall be entered in the 
minutes of such committee, the same 
to become a permanent record of 
this association. 

4—When a purebred hog (record- 
ed or eligible for record) is sold for 
breeding purposes, the seller shall 
within a reasonable time, and not to 
exceed the time fixed in Paragraph 
7 of this section, furnish the buyer 
with the papers mentioned in Para- 
graphg 5 and 6 of this section, pro- 
vided that a seller may by express 
agreement with buyer at time of sale 


furnish unrecorded pedigree, in 
mae case buyer must pay recording 
ee, 4 
5.—If the animal ig not recorded at 
the time of sale, the geller shall fur- 
nish certificate of registry showing 
the ownership of the buyer. If the 
animal sold is recorded at the time 
of sale, the seller must furnish evi- 
dence showing that the pedigree has 
been transferred by the Record Asso- 
ciation to the name of the buyer. 


6.—If the anima] sold is a bred sow, 
the seller must furnish proper eyvi- 
dence that the necessary breeding cer- 
tificate has been recorded, 

7.—The failure of the seller to send 
proper papers for record, and to com- 
ply with the foregoing provisions of 
thts section within sixty days from 
date of sale, shall make him liable for 
the provisions hereinafter set forth 
as follows: Upon complaint from the 
buyer to the recorg office or the Sec- 
retary of this Association of such 
failure, notice of same shall be sent 
to the seller by the Secretary of 
this association. Should the seller 
fail to properly comply with the re- 
quirements of the By-Laws of this 
Association, or to furnish a satisfac- 
tory -reason therefore within thirty 
days after such notice has been mail- 
ed him, the Executive Committee 
may suspend him from all the privi- 
leges of the Record Association. The 
Association may thereafter proceed 
in accordance with the By-Laws and 
Articles of Incorporation to consider 
such complaint, and if such person 
be found guilty, the Board of Direc- 
tors may cause such person to be ex- 
pelled from membership in, and all 
rights to use the records of this Asso- 
cation, If such person is not a stock- 
holder, he may upon _ being found 
guilty, be barred from the use of the 
records of this Association, All ex- 
pulsions may be published by the 
Record Assoc’ation in their Annual 
Report and through the Breed 
apers.” 
p Sah 1, is clear I think, in 
its meaning, that the rules will ap- 
ply to animals farrowed on or after 
March Ist, 1923. Also it ts plain that 
the only person who can record a 
pedigree is the party who issued the 
pedigree. The party who issues the 
pedigree should be in possession of

The heavy 
artillery is the Futurity Shows and 
through them we are going to riddle 
every battle ground in America with 
high class Red pigs. The Board of 
Directors of the Association—the 
National—hag set aside an  appro- 
priation large enough to perm:t us 
to put on 200 futurity shows during 
1923. In 1922 we held only 144, due 
principally to the fact that the breed- 
ers faileq to fill the total number 
that we had arranged to promote. 
Last year our futur‘ty plan ‘was ac- 
cepted by the Secretaries of over 
170 fairs. About 30 of these futurities 
blew up or had to be cancelled for 
lack of herd nominations. Such shall 
not be the case in 1923. We are go- 
ing to have 200 futurity shows. this 
year with more and better pigs kept 
good than ever before or there is 
going to be war in camp with a long 
list of casualties. Here in the office, 
we will hold up our end and will 
make arrangements to put on these 
200 futurities, We are starting on 
this part of the work now and are 
prepared to burn the midnight oil and 
if necessary to finish up with the 
aid of the light of the shinmg moon. 
No, we did not say moonshine. 


There will be no changes in the 
futurity rules except ‘m two particu- 
lars. Both of these changes’ ‘were 
made with the idea of making our 
futurities more attractive from the 
standpoint of the breeder. The frst 
change is this: The final pig pay- 
ments in all District Futurity Shows 
have been reduced from $1.00 per pig 
to 50 cents per pig. For each pig to 
be exhibited in a District Futurity in 
1923, you will be required to make 
a final payment of but 50 cents. This 
means that for the same amount of 
money you can keep twice as many 
litters good in a District Futurity in 
1923 as you could in 1922. Certainly 
this material reduction in the final 
payments should appeal to every 
breeder and almost double the num- 


is our slogan 


ber of Duroecs on exhibition at _coun- 
ty and district fairs. The second 
change involves an increase in the 
number of places for Litter of Four 
‘mn the classification for spring pigs 
in all District Futurities. Piso23 
there will be eight places for spring 
litters instead of six as in former 
years. This gives a: wider distribution 
of the premium money offered on 
spring litters and affords the new 
breeder and the inexperienced show- 


man a better opportunity to win a. 


place in the litter class, By add‘ng 
the two additional places, at least 
eight exhibitors can get “in the 
money” on litters. It seems that this 
change should also meet with general 
approval from the futurity exh‘bitors. 
These changes apply only to District 
Futurity Shows and do not. effect 
futurities of other classes. 


Futurities of four different classes 
will be offered in 1923. These are Dis- 
trict, State, Free For All, and the 
National Round Up. Each breeder 
hag the right to nominate his herd 
and exhibit his pigs “‘n one futurity 
of each class. Separate herd nomina- 
tion fees and final pig payments are 
required for each futurity. The same 
pig or litters of pigs can be shown in 
one futurity of each class. However, 
a breeder cannot exhibit in two fut- 
urit‘es of the same class even though 
he shows or attempts to show dif- 
ferent pigs. To be more plain—the 
same pig or ltttter of pigs can be ex- 
hibited by the same breeder in one 
District, one State, one Free For All 
and in the National Roundup. Loca- 
tiong of the Futurity Shows will be 
announced in each ‘ssue of all breed 
papers just as soon as the proper ar- 
rangements have been completed. 
Herd nominations for all shows will 
close on April 1st, 1923. Keep this 
date jn mind or better st‘ll, tack it 
up in some prominent place go you 
wil be constantly reminded and not 
neglect to enter your herd before 
it is too late. The circulars for the 
several futurities will be in print 
shortly after the first of the year and 
together with nomination blanks will 
be mailed all breeders. Anyone desir- 
ing information of any character rel- 
ative to futurity plans should write 
our office. 


Breeders who are interested in 
having a Futurity Show at their lo- 
cal County Fair should wr'te us at 


once. They should also give us the. 


correct name and address of the Sec- 
retary of the fair so we can outline 
our futurity plan to him. It is advis- 
able for the breeders in the county 
to take the matter up with the Fair 
Secretary also order that there will 
be no delay or difficulty in having 
the Fair Association accept the fut- 
urity plan. By working in close har- 
mony—you and us—we can accomp- 
lish anything we set out to do. In 
the end we are all working for the 


same cause. If you prosper so do we 
and the more the Association pros- 
pers the more will be spent in push- 
ing your business, There ig but one 


- honest to goodness method of selling 


the purebred Duroc idea to your 
ne‘ghbor farmers. That way is to let 
them gee Duroc pigs that are bigger 
and better than their grades ' or 
scrubs. Farmers need Duroc hozs on 
their farms, Farming cannot be suc- 
cessfully carried on without hogs. 
Hogs are indispensable on every farm 
afid take precedence over baling wire 
in this respect, And you know the 
majority of our farms are held to- 
gether with baling wire. At least most 
of them I have seen, are. So we should 
all pull together and go on. We have 
been standing on our own tails all 
these years, holding ourselves down 


-and blaming everything but the true 


cause for the lack of progress in our 
business. This is the year to step 
into. the collar, take hold and move 
out. Work and nothing else in the 
wide world but more work will bring 
Ug prosperity. Old Solomon himself 
never shouted more truth in one 
mouthfu] than that.

Facts Pertaining to Management of the Herd 


THE FIRST 24 HOURS 
AFTER BIRTH 


It is better for the sow not to have 


anything the first 24 hours but a 
drink. 
Don’t give her cold water ‘n the 


early spring, 

Take the ch‘ll off of it. 

I have geen some good sows that 
gave great promise of being good 
milkers, ruined, and a litter of p'‘gs 
lost, all through the negligence of 
the owner, giving a sow a drink of 
ice water immediately after farrow- 
ing. 

I don’t do it. 

Go into the house; get a little warm 
water and add to it, 

If it is not very cold, run your 
hand around ‘n jt; take the chill off 
of it. 

Give her very little to eat. 

For the first week you may add a 
handful of bran, something light; 
but the less you give her for the first 
24 hours the better. 

Clean out the pen. Give her a good 
dry bed. Pat her. 

If you are good friends with your 
sow, get right in and talk to her; 
hold the pigs up to nurse; she will 
let you do it, 

You are no hog man unless you are 
on good terms with your sows. 

If you can’t talk to your sows as 
you would to your children, quit the 
business. 

If you can’t be on good terms with 
your domestic animals you ought to 
be in one of the professions. 

If you are to make a guccess you 
must be on good terms with your live 
stock, and they must know it.—Ex- 
change, 


HAND-RAISING THE PIGS 


Among the herds of farrowing 
brood sows, it happens occas‘onally, 
from one cause or another that pigs 
from one to a few days old have to 
be raised by hand. Sometimes the 
mother ig dead or else the litter out- 
numbers the teats that nature has 
supplied the sow with. 

The natural instinct of the pig is 
averse to a partnership in his indi- 
vidual teat. He ig jealous of his 
r‘ghts and will share ‘* with none 
without a strong combat, and ‘will 
fight it out along that line if it takes 
all summer.” 

Therefore, ‘{ you would save the 
life of the youngsters you must do 
so by hand. 

But how shall we proceed? we are 
asked by a chorus of voices. We will 
tell you how one party made a suc- 
cess and turned the dependent weak- 
lings into prize ‘winners at six 
months of age.” 

Cow’s milk supplied the place of 
mother’s. Take the rich stripping 
from the freshest cow you have, give 
it warm to piggie, using a shallow 
d‘sh, for instance, an ‘ron frying pan, 
as its weight prevents pigs moving 


or upsetting it; pour about half inch 
of m‘lk into it. Put their noses into 
it. they press their noses against 
the bottom of the pan and commence 
sucking, and soon become. expert: 
then .you can increase the quantity 
you put in each time. It will requ'‘re 
patience to get them started but in 
a week’s time will be no trouble to 
you, Warm milk each feed, and if 
the milk incl'nes them to costiveness 
a little oil cake stirred in or a few 
drops of linseed oil will regulate. 
For the first week they will need 
feeding every three hours, commence 
early in the morning and last thing 
at night. After two weeks old you 
can stir in just a pinch of shorts 


‘which you will gradually ‘ncrease. 
Teach them to eat as you do the 
others, 


FINE BEDDING BEST FOR SOW 


The kind and amount of bedding 
provided for a farrow‘ng sow has con- 
siderable influence upon the results 
obtained at this time. The amount 
should be moderate, it being easier 
to make the mistake of supplying 
too much than not enough. The place 
in which the sow is to farrow should 
be warm enough that large quantities 
of bedding will not be needed for 
warmth. The best kind of bedding 
for use at th's time is that which is 
fine and tends to pack closely, rather 
than long, coarse material, When too 
much, or coarse bedding is used the 
pigs are apt to get down into it, be- 
come hidden from the sow and are 
often gmothered or crushed. A _ bus- 
shel of wheat chaff, cut straw or shred- 
ded corn stover is good. For a day 
or two after the sow farrows the 
quantity of bedding should not be 
increased, but should be changed as 
often ag is necessary in order to keep 
the bed dry. The important consider 
ation is not much bedding but dry 
bedding.—Exchange, 


SHOULD REMOVE PIGS’ TUSKS 


Newly born pigs have two small 
tusks called black or needle teeth 
on each s'de of both uvper and lower 
jaw. These are very sharp and should 
be clipped off with a small pair of 
pliers or a tool made especially for 
this purpose. Care should -be taken to 
cut teeth off smooth so that the pi; 
will not be able to cut other pigs 
about the head when f'ghting for a 
place at the udder. Canker sore mouth 
a very infectious disease, may start 
through injuries made by these small 
tusks. The removal of these tusks will 
help prevent sore mouths ‘in the 
pigs and sore udders in the sows. 


METHOD OF BREEDING 


SUCKLING SOWS 


An experienced breeder says that 
if one wishes to breed suckling sows 
he should take the pigs away from 


‘the sow and feed her well on corn, 


bran and tankage and in three to 
five days she will almost mvariably 
come ‘n heat. After the sow is serv- 
ed, you can turn the pigs back with 
her and she will give them milk again, 
The pigs can be taken away from 
about three sowg a day and they can 
all be served before they go out of 
heat. The sows must not be neglect- 
ed and the pigs must not get with 
the‘r mothers or with other sows.— 
Exchange, 


TREATMENT FOR 
UDDER 


INFLAMED 


Heavy m‘lking sows frequently are 
troubled with an inflamed udder it 
the I*tter ig small. The sow should 
be milked two or three times daily, 
a thin slop fed, and a phys‘c of Ep- 
som or Glauber’s salts given on al- 
ternate days. The udder may be man- 
ipulated gently and an ointment of 
3 ounces of vaseline, 1 dram of ex- 
tract of belladonna, and 1 dram of 
sum camphor applied.

BY RIGHT MANAGEMENT 


The weaning ot our young pigs is 
a gradual affair carr’ed out in such 
a manner that we find keeps them 
grow:ng along in good steady ad- 
vancement and at the same time mild- 
ly reducing the sow’s flow of milk. 
Thig is about eight weeks after their

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NEW CHANGES IN 
RECORDING RULES 


(Continued from page 3.) 


the facts necessary to make the pedi- 
gree eligible for record and he is the 
one who should furnish this mforma- 
tion to the Record Association. If 
he makes a mistake in filling out the 
pedigree, he is the one who should 
make the correction. It should not be 
the duty of the purchaser to secure 
the information to make the pedigree 
eligible for record, that duty should 
be on the party who issues the pedi- 
gree. 


Paragraph 2, makes it obligatory 
on the part of the seller of a record- 
ed animal to make the transfer on 
the books of the Record Association. 
In this connection a transfer order 
on a geparate slip furnished free by 
the Record Association must be sent 
the Record Association properly fill- 
ed out and signed by the seller of 
a recorded animal. This makes it 
possible to deliver the recorded pedi- 
gree with the animal. Space will be 
provided for filling in all transfers 
on the recordeqd pedigree so as to 
make a complete abstract of title on 
the one sheet, but it will be obliga- 
tory that a transfer order be furnish- 
ed and retained by the Record Asso- 
ciation ag proper evidence of the 
transfer. Formerly the office copied 
the transfer on the office records 
from the recorded pedigree, so retain- 
ed nothing in the office bearing the 
signature of the seller. 


Paragraph 8, gives the Executive 
Committee of the Record Association 
the power to issue pedigrees where 
the seller refuses to do so upon sat- 
isfactory information from the pur- 
chaser. I feel that there ig not a bet- 
ter body to act as arbitrator in such 
a case than the Executive Committee. 


Paragraph 4, states that pedigree 
must be furn:shed within a reason- 
able time and not to exceed _ sixty 
days. The object of the words “rea- 
sonable time,’ caseg could be twhere 
sixty days would be an unreasonable 
delay. In such cases the Executive 
Committee would have power to act 
in an emergency, This paragraph 
makes “4 possible to furnish an un- 
recorded pedigree to the purchaser, 
by express agreement with the buy- 
er, and if the buyer ever wishes to 
have the pedigree recorded, by pre- 
senting unrecorded pedigree to seller 
accompanied by the regular record- 
ing fee at the time it is wished to 
have the pedigree recorded, the sell- 
er is obliged to have the same re- 
corded, This makeg it possible to sell 
breeding animals to buyers that do 
not care for recorded pedigrees, by 
having an express agreement that 
an unrecorded pedigree ig the agree- 
ment. Pedigrees so furnished will 
have printed on the face of the pedi- 
gree, “This unrecorded pedigree is 
acceptable to the purchaser,’ then 
when such a pedigree igs presented 
for record it will show on the face 
that it wag satisfactory to the pur- 
chaser when received which will eli- 
minate all possibility of misunder- 
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standing. Understand that there is 
nothing in these rules that will pre- 
vent any breeder sellmg all the ani- 
mals he desires and furnishing un- 
recorded pedigrees, however, the pur- 
chaser wil] get what he wag to re- 
ceive, thus eliminating the misunder- 
standing as to what kind of a pedi- 
gree wag to be furnished. Also un- 
derstand that when a breeder sells 
an animal and does not have an ex- 
press agreement that an unrecorded 
pedigree is to be furnished, the Rec- 
ord Association will compel him to 
furnish a recorded pedigree. 

Paragraph 5, ig clear. It means 
that the seller must have the pedi- 
sree transferred by sending the trans. 
fer order to the Record Association 
and receiving their receipt stating 
that the transfer has been made. In 
fact, must deliver an abstract of 
clear title up to date to the purchas- 
er. 

Paragraph 6, is that a breeding cer- 
tificate must be sent the Record As- 
sociation for every bred sow sold. 
The game as now on pedigrees of 
sows not recorded until sold, the 
breeding certificates can be filled 
in on the bottom of the pedigree, but 
not on the recorded pedigree. No 
breeding certificate will be accepted 
filled in on a recorded pedigree. How- 
ever, space will be provided on the 
recorded pedigree for the Record As- 
sociation to fill in the breeding cer- 
tif:cate, but the breeder will not be 
allowed to fill same in. 

Paragraph 7, simply says what will 
be done, and done quickly, with a 
breeder who neglects or refuses to 
furnish the proper pedigrees, trans- 
fers or breeding certificates within 
a reasonable time and not to exceed 
sixty days. I am gure that the penalty 
‘g well defined and easily understood, 
and in no manner will work a hard- 
ship on the breeder who wants to do 
what he agreed to do and what he 
knows he should do. 


Following igs a complete list of 
costs of recording on and after March 
Ist, Kindly notice that after March 
1st, we will record four or more ani. 
mals of one litter under one year 
old, if sent at one time, for 50c each. 
It will be noticed that heavier penal- 
ties are imposed for neglect, which 
we think is just, as it costs more to 
record pedigrees for old animals, 
particularly on account of necessary 
corrections. It appears ag though 


some pedigree information was filled 


in by breeders without access to com- 
plete records, so 2 many instances 
is not complete and other instances 
do not agree with the records of lit- 
ter mates formerly recorded. 

I hope that the explanations I have 
enumerated will make the require: 
ments of these changeg clear to the 
breeders, however, from time _ te 
time I will try to explain those phras- 
es over which there seems to be mis- 
understanding, I want every reader 
who ig not gatisfied or does not 
have a clear conception of the chang- 
eg enumerated, to write me, setting 
forth your position and I will be only 
too glad to do my very best to help 
you.

farrowing and at the approach of ten 
weeks of age the reduction of the 
Sow’s milk is such that the sows may 
be penned away from the pigs with- 
out any serious results happening to 
the'r udders. 

We build a creep for the pigs and 
‘nside this we place a self-feeder con- 
taining ground corn and oats and an- 
other containing tankage. 

At almost four weeks of age, the 
P'gs take to this like ducks to water. 
About eight weeks after farrowing 
we reduce the feed ag mentioned in 
foregoing and at ten weeks the sows 
are ready for separating from the 
pigs, 

For three to seven days, depending 
upon the condit’on of the sow her 
self, we feed only water and a couple 
of earg of corn per day. A dry lot is 
better than pasture at this time, for 
upon your success or fa‘lure depends 
the future usefulness of the sow. 

If you are a little afraid that there 
igs too much milk im the sow’s udder, 
a mixture of camphor and lard oil 
rubbed on the udder parts twice 
daily, for a few days, will always 
help out. We have never lost a sow 
from udder trouble when handled in 
this manner, 

We breed only trieq sows for Fall 
litters, leaving the Fall and Spring 
yearling to run idle, the Summer af- 
ter they farrow the‘r first litter. 

In order to carry the sows through 
the summer cheaply and at the same 
time well, we have a bit of pasture, 
with a complete mineral mixture be- 
fore them at all times. Feed about 
four pounds of ground oats per day 
and plenty of fresh water, with the 
accent on “plenty.” A normal healthy 
sow will consume from eight to ten 
gallons of water per day and look for 
more. 

All of our sows are fed in the same 
manner until about three weeks be- 
fore farrowing time, when the bred 
Sows are separated and fed to insure 
a sufficient milk supply. 

By feeding in th's manner we are 
able to keep our young sows grow- 
‘ng and our bred sows present them- 
Selves at farrowing time in a good 
healthy condition, a happy medium 
ne'ther too fat nor underfed. 

This system has always kept our 
losses from heat down to a minimum. 

We might add that there can be 
no fixed ruleg laid down to be fol- 
lowed to make a successful feeder. 
One must know his feeds and _ his 
sows and use his head quite a_ bit. 
And another thing, the handle of a 
slop pail seems to fit my hand better 
than a pen. One who loves to watch 
them eat,

Shelled corn igs a good 
thing to use in the creep. Perhaps 
the corn should be goaked but soaks 
have grown unpopular in this coun- 
try since the passing of the Volstead 
act, sO maybe the soakimg can _ be 
cut out. 

Gaing made by young pigs are real 
ready money on the hip, hence breed- 
ers ghould make every effort to 
secure them, Everything the breeder 
can put on his porkers before they 
attain the age of 6 months is a desir- 
able asset to have around the place. 
Give the youngsters regular belly- 
before and _ after 
weaning in order to keep them do- 
ing what they ought to--putting on 
fat. 

Another reason for feeding the pig 
liberally just before and after he is 
weaned is that by so doing you put 


a crimp in worms which are always 
“laying” for a chance to soak him 
r‘ght twhere he -lives. Worms have 
hard work to down a healthy, grow- 
ing, well-fed pig, but they do rejoice 
when they have a chance to take a 
shot at a little, weazened, under-fed 
puny specimen of misery, 

While pigs are suckling and after 
they reach a weight of around 75 
pounds, worms work under great dif- 
ficulty, but in between those times 
they crack their heels ‘n joy every 
time they run across a young hog 
that is not right on the job. So it 
pays to look after the youthful swine 
carefully in between weaning time 
and the 75-pound period.—Exchange.° 


THE CAUSE OF RUNTS 


The pig runt ts a dwarf or under- 
sized pig of the litter when farrowed. 
There is geldom more than one runt 
in the litter. The majority of well 
kept sows farrow litters that are 
quite uniform jn size; at least there 
are none that are classed as runts. 

There ig at times one of a litter that 
is superior ‘n size and quality to the 
balance and ig des‘gnated the top of 
the litter. 

The pregnant sow requires suffi- 
cient feed to maintain herself and 
her own growth, also to grow and de- 
velop her prospective litter, which de- 
pends entirely upon that furnished 
through the sow. 

Our successfui breeders and feed- 
ers have shown us the necessity of 
strong feeding of a properly balanced 
ration to our bred sows, combined 
with daily exercise to secure 8 to 10 
large, vigorous, growthy pigs jn a lit- 
ter. This ration must include proper 
mineral feed for bone development, 
whith should be fed to the sows, ar 
they shoulq have free accesg to it. 

If this character of feeding and 
treating of the bred sow is essential 
to produce the great litters, it would 
be reasonable to suppose that a fa‘l- 
ure might be one of the causes of 
the deficient litter with the runt. 

A ghortage of feed would dwarf 
the farrowed litter or a pig in it that 
failed to get its equal share in the 
suckling. Some of the observing herds- 
men, who keep a watchful eye on the 
pigs and their doing, claim that each 
pig in the litter retaing the right to 
the teat that it starts with its first 
meal. If from insuffictent milk, there 
is a dwarf causeq thereby, it will be 
the pig that uses the hind teat, as 
as thig one is usually classed, wheth- 
er right or wrong, ag supplied with 
less milk than the other teats, It 
might revert back to deficient feed- 
ing of the sow ag the cause. 


CLUB WORK, STARK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS, 1922 


Club work in Stark county has been 


fostered for the past three years by 


the Stark County Farm Bureau _ be- 
cause that organization realizes the 
advantages the work is to the live- 
stock industry of the county and be- 
cause it appreciates the importance of 
getting and holding the interest of all 
the girls of the farm who are the 
nuclei of the farm families of the next 
generation. 
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The money needed for the work has 
been supplied by local Fair Associa- 
tions, by Breeders’ Associations and 
Livestock Commission Associations, 
and the Farm Bureau. The leader: 
ship has been vested in the Farm Ad- 
viser an@ a committee appointed to 
work with him. 

The Board of Directors of the Farm 
Bureau has voted to limit the work to 
the promotion of pig clubs, and to 
further limit: it by recognizing only 
the feeding and exhibiting of purebre 
gilts. ; y 

The Pig club has been made county 
wide and local leaders selected from 
opposite sides of the county to assist 
in carrying on the work. Provisions 
were made for the showing of pigs by 
club members at either or both of the 
local fairs. The members thus far 
have been widely scattered through- 
out the county and definite local or- 
ganization has not been considered 
feasible. Visits have been made from 
time to time by the adviser to the var- 
ious club members in order to check 
up on the work and give suggestions 
where the need for such was apparent 
and similar work was done by the 
local leaders. 

Liberal cash prizes were offered by 
both of the local Fairs to the boys and 


‘members who completed their 
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work. 
Pig Showing contests were also staged 
in connection with both the _ local 
Fairs. One of the Fairs attracted 26 
exhibitors, the other 22. About half 
of the members exhibited at both 
Fairs. One of the outstanding club 
members who has had three years’ ex- 
perience, in addition to winning first 
and second at the two local Fairs, took 
first at Aurora, first at the State 
Fair, and was in the money at the 
National Swine Show as were some of 
our other members. 

Results have been gratifying. Many 
of the boys and girls have €videnced 
Keen interest in their work and have 
learned to know and to appreciate the 
qualities that make up a good pig; 
they have learned the fundamental 
principles of feeding and care and 
have learned to show hogs as well as, 
or often better, than many of their 
elders. All this without doubt will 
contribute toward making them bet- 
ter farmers and more valuable citi- 


zens. It has moreover given the par- 
ents in many cases a. keener interest 
in livestock, a better conception of in- 
dividuality of the type that is in 
greatest flavor and an appreciation of 
the importance of feeding a balanced 
ration. Furthermore, through the in- 
terest which the child has evidence, 
the work has tied some of the parents 
closer to the Farm Bureau and to its 
work in general. 

Some of the club members this year 
have expressed the hope that next year 
will see club work intensified and I 
expect to see the scope of the work 
broadened as well as intensified. More 
Pig club work will undoubtedly be 
done including perhaps the holding of 
meetings, tours and other things of 
that sort to hold the members’ inter- 
est and Calf club work will perhaps 
be started.

SUMMARY OF CLUB WORK 
IN WHITE COUNTY 1921-1922 


There were three clubs organized in 
White county in 1922, under the lead- 
ership of the Farm Adviser. 

The Duroc Pig club was financed by 
the Duroc breeders. Each boy or girl 
that entered the club was assisted in 
selecting his or her pig. The breeder 
who furnished the pig took their note 
without interest, until the culmination 
of the contest. At the end of the con- 
test they could sell pig and pay note, 
or keep pig and pay note. The breed- 
ers charged the boys and girls fifteen 
dollars each. In case the pig died be- 
fore show, the boy’s or girl’s note was 
cancelled. So there was no chance for 
the club members to lose. I especial- 
ly liked this feature of the plan. 

These clubs have in most cases 
given members a desire for better 
animals. In many cases these animals 
went into farms where no purebred 
animals were kept. On the whole the 
club work was not a decided success 
as the Farm Adviser did not have 
enough time to devote to it. But we 
expect to go forward another year and 
follow up the gilt club with a sow and 
litter club, and the poultry with an 
egg laying contest. 

Our show was held in connection 
with the White County Fair. The show 
created a good deal of interest among 
both old and young. It is a_ little 
early to predict the results. But if 


we have accomplished nothing else, 
we have interested part of the mem- 
bers in better livestock. Club work 
has had very little influence on the 
Farm Bureau as yet, but we look for 
some better results next year. 

We had three clubs, one White Rock 
B. & O. Poultry club, one Duroc Jersey 
Pig club, and one Poland China Pig 
club. These were all organized on the 
county-wide plan. It would have been 
better to confine activities to one or 
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two localities, but it was almost im- 
possible to do this when starting. It 
takes a great deal of time in visiting 
where clubs are scattered over the 
whole county. So much time that 
either club work or regular Farm Bu- 
reau work is neglected. 3 

We shall try for another Pig club 
next year, and with the Sow and Lit- 
ter club, Poultry club and Hgg Laying 
contest, we look for some better re- 
sults.

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MAKES STUDIES OF 
HOG MARKETING COSTS 


About 1-3 of the total cost of mar- 
keting hogs by cooperative shipping 
asseciationg consists of terminal char- 
ges, such as commission, yardage and 
feed, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture hag _ learn- 
ed in 2 cost of marketing 
Study in the cornbelt. Commission 
comprised about 50 per cent of the 
terminal charges, yardage about 26 
per cent and feed 24 percent. On the 
average the terminal costs at all mar- 
kets for straight shipments ranged 
from $1.60 to $2.23 per 1,000 pounds, 
the average being about $1.90 per 
1,000 pounds, By individual assoc‘a- 
tions the lowest cost was $1.55 and 
the highest cost was $2.63. 

Losses from crippling ‘were found 
to be heavier in November to March, 
‘nclusive, than during other months 
of the year. The loss on account of 
killed hogs wag found to be greater 
in ithe spring) months, garticularly 
May and June, than in other months. 
Both crippleq and dead hogs were 
more numerous in mixed shipments 
than in straight shipments. 

A geasonal variation in shrinkage 
was also found, the highest percent- 
age of shrinkage occurring in August. 
From July to October, inclusive, 
shrinkage ig greater than for Novem- 
ber to March. Although mixed ship- 
ments showed greater shrinkage than 
straight shipments, the department 
points out that this may simply in- 
dicate that the organization shipping 


mixed carg were not as efficient as 
the others, or was due to the type 
of animal usually shipped in mixed 
cars. 

The study consisted of data col- 
lected from 237 livestock shipping 
associations in the 10 Middle West- 
ern states which shipped more than 
600,000 hogg in 1921. The carload or 
shipment was the unit used. A de- 
tailed report of the study is contain- 
ed in a mimeographed pamphlet, en- 
titled Costs of Marketing Livestock 
in the Cornbelt—1921, copies of which 
may be obtained upon request of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, Washington, D. C.

In genera] the heavier the hog, the 
higher the percentage of carcass 
weight to live weight. Light hogs us- 
ually dress around 66 to 70 per cent 
with the heads off, while good butch- 
er hogs dress around 73 per cent. 
Dressing percentages vary with the 
season. During typical winter and 
summer months, at Armour and Com- 
pany’s Chicago plant, the dressing 
percentages on the total kill were as 
follows:

dressing percentages ran higher in 
the winter than in the summer, which 
is the genera] rule. During the sum- 
mer sows and boars that are no ‘onger 
fit for breeding, stags and many grass 
fed hogs come to market which are 
usually rougher and not as fat as.the 
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winter hogs. During the years 1916- 
1918 the demand for hogs was so 
great that the winter runs were not 
fed to the usual degree and the win- 
ter percentages fell below the sum- 
rer percentages. 


PURE BRED SIRE WINS AGAIN. 


Since 1907 an experiment has been 
under way to determine the value of 
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purebred sires on scrub and grade 
cows. Scrub cows were bred to pure- 
bred bulls of the Guernsey, Holstein 
and Jersey breeds. The half bloods 
or first generation cows of these mat- 
ings were then bred to bulls of the 
same breed ag their sire. The scrub 
cows used produced an average of 
3,912.8 pounds of milk and 185.18 
pounds of fat. The half bloods from 
these cows produced 5,619.6 pounds of

the three-quarter bloods produced §8,- 
5C7.0 pounds of milk and 379.31 
pounds of fat. In other words, the 
half bloods produced 44 per cent 
more milk ang 41 per cent more fat 
than their dams, and the three-quar- 
ter bloods produced 117 per cent more 
milk and 105 per cent more fat than 
their granddams. 

The results of the experiments just 
quoted prove the value of a good 
rurebred gire and emphasizes the de- 
sirability of using such a sire in de- 
veloping such a herd of high-produc- 
ing cows. 


PUREBRED SIRES PAY THE BILL 


In All Classes of Livestock They In- 
crease Value to Owner. 
Purebred sires more than pay for 
their cost, and if used in any kind of 
a herd they will cause a greater re- 
turn to their owner than scrub sires. 
According to Rex Beresford, of the 
extension service at Iowa State Col- 
lege, there is a tendency among farm- 
ers to pay too little for herd sires and 

as a result the entire herd suffers. 

From figures compiled by BE. N. 
Wentworth, formerly connected with 
the animal husbandry department of 
Iowa State College, the market prices 
of purebred beef cattle sold on the 
Chicago market for 20 years show 
that in 90 per cent of the sales the 
purebred cattle sold for about three 
times the price of native cattle, or 
more than enough each time to pay 
the cost of better sires for the herds. 

At the Iowa Agricultural Experi- 
ment station the value of good boars 
was shown when a common scrub 
wild boar twas crossed with purebred 
Poland China sows. Pigs from this 
cross, despite the fact that they were 
fed corn, tankage, alfalfa meal and 
corn germ meal for six months, weigh- 
ed less than 100 pounds at the end of 
the period. Other lots of good bred 
animals under the same feeding con- 
ditions made a weight of 175 to 200 
pounds, showing that the better sires 
made it worth the growers while un- 
der the same conditions. 

Other striking examples of what 
purebred sires do in producing better 
horse and dairy cattle and sheep are 
included in a bulletin written by Mr. 
Beresford just issued by the extension 
service of Iowa ‘State College which 
will be sent to anyone in Iowa free 
of charge.

SIXTEEN 
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THE WORLD SHOULD 
EAT MORE MEAT 


The meat bil is the largest item in 
the family budget. Therefore, when 
the cost of living pinches, the fam- 
ily meat allowance is the first to be 
curtailed. 

Teachers of hcme economics in col- 
leges and high school and even home 
demonstration agents in the country 
have persistently laid more emphasis 
on the economy of meat consumption 
than of any other item of food. In 
the war the meat allowance was the 
first to feel the restricting influence 
of the national food administration. 
For years advertisements at every 
turn have shouted the merits of sub- 
stitutes for animal products. In all 
this time there has not been so much 
as one line setting forth the merits 
of meat, milk, butter and eggs as a 
ruman food. 

An article of diet must be deeply 
intrenched, indeed, to withstand the 
effect of such organized and persis- 
tent propaganda against its use. The 
fact is meat has not withstood the ef- 
fects of this propaganda, but hag so 
keonly felt its influence that those 
who produce meat and those who are 
interested in distributing meat have 
at last become aroused to the threat- 
ening danger of this one-sided edu- 
cation. To offset its effects, stock- 


_ture is based on 


men, packers and commission men 
are at last coming to the defense of 
their product. Stockmen have con- 
sented to the assessment of a tax of 
10 cents a car on all the live stock 
they ship to the central market as 
their contribution to a general fund 
for carrying on an educational cam- 
paign to increase the consumption of 
meats. 

This is a progressive program that 
hag been too long delayed, but now 
that it has started it is certain to re- 
sult in great good. Its beneficial ef- 
fects will not be felt alone or even 
most directly by those concerned in 
the production and the handling of 
meats. It will be of great benefit to 
those who are encouraged to consume 
more meat. 

The success of American agricul- 
live stock produc- 
tion. Vast stretches of land would 
become worthless the moment our 
live stock industry lags behind or 
falls into an unprosperous state. 

It may be true that we could main- 
tain the fertility of our soil without 
the aid of live stock, but no people 
have yet succeeded in doing this, and 
it is not likely that the American 
farmer, with a century and a half of 
training in extravagance and waste 
coulg alter his habits quickly enough 
te keep up his soil without the use 
of farm animals.

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Then it is true that no democracy 
is safe when any considerable part of 
its people ig not well nourished. Class 
distinctions are essentially distinc- 
tions of diet. So long as the laborer 
who digs in the ditch has in his din- 
ner pail meat, white bread, cake and 
coffee, or has essentially as good a 
dinner as the mayor of the city has, 
he is a gafe citizen. Two families 
will not occupy the same pew in 
church, one eating black bread and 
potatoes and the other meat, white 
kreaq and coffee.

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No definite county program has 
been carried out as yet, though we 
are endeavoring to organize local 
units; and thru them we shall work 
out a definite program. 

Only one project has been attempt- 
ed in the county to date, that is the 
Sow and Litter club, organized on the 
county-wide © plan. The breeder 
furnishes a purebred gilt at weaning 
time; the member feeds and cares for 
the pig, shows it at the county fair, 
returns it to the breeder to be bred, 
and when the litter is weaned returns 
the sow to the breeder—the entire 
litter becoming his property. The lit- 
ters are shown at the county fair and 
next fall. 

One local unit in the county has 
held one or two judging contests. So 
far this work has been more in the 
line of judging instructions in which 
we have attempted to drill and in- 
struct the members of the funda- 
mentals of judging. 

The accomplishments of the Adams 
County Pig club have been exception- 
ally good for the members in some 
cases, in that it has started two or 
three boys to laying plans for a pure- 
bred herd. Where the parent takes 
an interest in the member’s work, it 
has usually resulted in the parent’s be- 
coming more in sympathy with the 
work of the Farm Bureau. If club 
work is carried on successfully, it 
can be made an asset to the Farm 
Bureau; if not, there is danger of its 
becoming a liability. 

The county-wide plan with local 
units seems to be the logical plan for 
a club organization. In this way most 
of the detailed work can be done with 
the local units; while the demonstra- 
tions and more extensive lines of 
work should be carried on thru’ the 
county organization. Club projects 
can be made to assist very materially 
in most any Farm Bureau program, in 
that it interests the parent in the 
Farm Bureau—giving the adviser an 
opportunity to do personal work 
among the members. The club work 
in this county has been fairly success- 
fnl considering the lax methods under 
which it nas been conducted.
